Brevities. 

Mr.  H.  E.  Peerless  has  been  appointed  dispenser  by  the 
St.  George-in-the-East  guardians. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Berwick  Guardians,  on  March  7,  it 
was  stated  that  in  future  local  chemists  would  be  asked  to 
supply  medicines.  A  reduction  in  the  retail  prices  would 
be  asked,  which  was  expected  to  be  about  25  per  cent. 
The  matter  was  referred  to  the  House  Committee  to  show 
the  cost  and  what  arrangements  could  be  made. 

Only  two  cases  of  poisoning  have  been  recorded  during 
the  week.  At  Hampton,  Margaret  D.  Miller,  aged  14 
months,  drank  about  a  teaspoonful  of  ammonia  which  had 
been  bought  for  cleaning  clothes.  At  the  inquest  the  jury 
found  that  death  was  due  to  bronchial-pneumonia  and  heart 
failure,  the  lung  trouble  being  caused  by  the  ammonia.  A 
death  from  cocaine  is  reported  on  p.  384. 

At  the  first  general  meeting  of  the  Lancaster  Chamber  of 
Trade  last  week  the  following  chemists  were  present  : 
Mr.  W.  Arkle  (President  of  the  Lancaster  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation), Mr.  J.  B.  Shattock,  Mr.  Bate,  Mr.  Gorst,  Mr. 
R.  S.  Angus,  and  Mr.  Maxwell.  Mr.  F.  Pickering,  of 
Bradford,  gave  an  address  on  the  Shops  Bill,  explaining 
the  exemptions  in  detail. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Lever  (of  Messrs.  Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.)  is 
giving  to  the  Liverpool  University  the  91,000/.  that  he  has 
obtained  as  damages  from  the  "Daily  Mail"  and  other 
newspapers.  He  is  also  to  purchase  for  24,000/.  the  old 
Blue  Coat  Hospital  in  Liverpool,  and  proposes  to  build 
on  the  site  a  school  of  house  and  town  planning  and  a 
school  of  architecture  in  connection  with  the  University. 

On  Wednesday,  March  9,  Messrs.  Sotheby,  Wilkinson 
&  Hodge  sold  the  collection  of  rare  and  valuable  editions 
of  the  Bible  in  various  languages,  the  property  of  the  late 
Dr.  George  S.  Watson,  of  Tunbridge  Wells.  A  few  books 
other  than  Bibles  were  included ;  among  them  was  an  old 
folio,  "  The  Workes  of  that  famous  Chirurgion  Ambrose 
Pare,  translated  out  of  the  French  by  Thomas  Johnson, 
with  an  engraved  title  by  T.  Cecil,  and  numerous  wood- 
cuts, printed  by  R.  Coates,  1649,"  which  was  sold  for  45Z. 

Royal  Institution. 

The  lecture  arrangements  after  Easter  include  courses  of 
lectures  by  Dr.  A.  Harden  on  "The  Modern  Development 
of  the  Problem  of  Alcoholic  Fermentation";  Dr.  F.  W. 
Mott  on  "  The  Mechanism  of  the  Human  Voice  "  ;  Prof 
A.  E.  H.  Love  on  "Earth  Tides  ";  Dr.  W.  Rosenhain  on 
"Alloys";  Dr.  D.  H.  Scott  on  "The  World  of  Plants 
before  the  appearance  of  Flowers  "  ;  and  Prof.  J.  A  Flem- 
ing on  "  Electric  Heating  and  Pyrometry." 

The  discourse  on  March  4  was  by  Dr.  Charles  Chree, 
Superintendent  of  the  Observatory  Department  of  the 
National  Physical  Laboratory,  the  title  being  "  Magnetic 
Storms."  The  lecture  dealt  with  the  methods  of  recording 
the  variations  of  the  earth's  magnetism,  and  instituted  a 
comparison  of  the  records  of  the  magnetic  storm  of  Sep- 
tember 25,  1909,  obtained  at  observatories  in  different 
parts  of  the  world.  Dr.  Chree  examined  the  theories  that 
have  been  put  forward  as  to  the  origin  of  magnetic  storms, 
and  although  most  authorities  agree  that  they  are  of  solar 
origin,  there  is  not  the  same  agreement  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  solar  discharge.  Nordmann  suggested  Rontgen 
rays,  Birkeland  cathode  rays,  and  Arrhenius  negatively 
charged  particles.  Referring  to  the  magnetic  north,  the 
lecturer  noted  that  this  is  moving  west  of  the  geographical 
north  by  about  1°  in  ten  years ;  in  1580  Boroughs,  at  Lime- 
house,  found  the  needle  to  point  11^°  to  the  east  of  the 
geographical  north. 

London  Ambulances. 

At  the  recent  London  County  Council  elections  prospec- 
tive candidates  were  canvassed  as  to  whether  they  would 
support  the  proposals  contained  in  Sir  William  Collins's 
London  Ambulance  Bill  of  last  Session  for  general  adoption 
in  the  metropolis.  The  response  was  of  a  highly  satisfac- 
tory nature,  and  there  is  therefore  every  reason  to  believe 


that  before  long  there  may  be  established  an  ambulance 
service  in  London — where  twelve  thousand  street  accidents 
happened  last  year — which  will  be  second  to  none  in  exist- 
ence.

Inciting  to  take  a  Noxious  Drug. 

At  Chester  on  March  5,  before  Mr.  Justice  Pickford, 
William  Turner  (32),  commercial  traveller,  was  sentenced 
to  six  months'  imprisonment  in  the  second  division  for 
causing  Edith  Hyde  to  take  a  noxious  drug  at  Stockport 
in  October  1909.  The  Judge  said  an  offence  of  that  kind 
was  evidently  regarded  as  such  a  common  and  everyday 
circumstance  that  he  thought  it  was  necessary  that  some 
sentence  should  be  passed  in  order  to  show  that  it  was  not 
so,  and  that  men — and  women  also — were  not  allowed  to 
get  out  of  the  consequences  of  their  own  immorality  by 
breaking  the  law. 

Polics-court  Charges. 

At  the  Lincoln  Police  Court  on  March  3,  Charles  Henry 
Yates  (17),  apprentice,  and  Joseph  Albert  Cooper  (19)  were 
committed  for  trial  at  the  Quarter  Sessions  on  a  charge  of 
stealing  Z51.  from  Mr.  E.  Rowlatt  Dixon,  chemist  and 
druggist,  312  High  Street,  Lincoln  (C.  &  D.,  February  26. 
p.  310).    Both  youths  admitted  their  guilt.    Yates  had 
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taken  the  money  from  a  safe  and  handed  it  to  third  accom- 
plice, not  in  custody,  while  Cooper  engaged  Mr.  Dixon's 
attention  ostensibly  in  the  purchase  of  a  dark-room  lamp. 

At  Barnsley,  on  March  4,  Harry  Sears  Dorrington,  can- 
vasser, Burnley  ;  Charles  Lister  Smith,  hawker ;  and  Tom 
Smith,  hairdresser,  Wakefield,  were  remanded  charged 
with  having  obtained  money  by  false  pretences.  The  de- 
fendants went  round  canvassing  for  some  "wine,"  stat- 
ing that  they  were  acting  on  behalf  of  the  Barnsley  Co- 
operative Society,  but  it  was  found  that  they  made  the 
wine  themselves.  The  recipe  was  stated  to  contain 
oranges,  apples,  dates,  raisins,  Spanish  juice,  ginger, 
pepper,  burnt  sugar,  and  colouring,  the  cost  of  the  wine 
being  Is.  per  gallon.

obtain  a  certificate  of  analysis  of  medicines  supplied  to  the 
Carbury  dispensary  district.  The  loss  to  the  Guardians 
amounts  to  21.  Us.  7>d. 

The  effects  of  the  late  Mr.  E.  M.  Hanrahan,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  Dublin,  were  sold  by  auction  last  week. 
Mr.  Hanrahan  had  a  large  collection  of  antiquarian 
objects,  and  some  specimens  of  china  fetched  high  prices. 
The  contents  of  the  pharmacy  went  for  very  little.  A 
charge  of  Is.  was  made  for  admission  to  the  auction  sale. 

Mr.  D.  Blackwood,  registered  druggist,  has  purchased 
the  Medical  Hall,  Aughnacloy,  co.  Tyrone,  from  Mr.  Jas. 
Taylor,  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Mr.  Blackwood  served 
his  apprenticeship  with  Mr.  R.  Spence,  Castleblaney,  and 
for  the  past  four  and  a  half  years  he  has  been  in  charge  of 
the  drug  and  dental  department  for  Mr.  T.  Hanna,  J. P., 
registered  druggist,  Carrickmacross. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Dublin  Corporation  on  March  7, 
Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter  referred  to  the  glass-breaking  mania 
in  the  city.  The  ratepayers  have  had  to  pay  large  sums 
for  glass  that  has  been  maliciously  broken  in  shop-windows. 
This,  he  said,  is  nothing  less  than  a  fraud  on  the  tax- 
payers, as  the  insurance  companies  pocket  the  premiums 
and  leave  the  citizens  to  pay  for  the  damage.  The  shop- 
keeper who  does  not  protect  his  windows  by  shutters 
should  be  held  guilty  of  contributory  negligence. 

The  Public  Health  Committee  of  Belfast  Corporation  has 
recommended  to  the  Corporation  that  the  salary  of  the  city 
analyst  (Mr.  Robert  Barklie)  be  increased  by  501.,  his  pre- 
sent salary  being  24CW.  per  annum,  with  601.  for  materials. 
The  Library  and  Technical  Committee  has  recommended 
that  the  salary  of  Mr.  J.  Hawthorne,  professor  of  chemistry 
in  the  Municipal  Technical  Institute,  be  raised  from  3502. 
to  400?.  in  two  annual  instalments  of  251.  each.  An  increase 
of  101.  is  recommended  to  Mr.  C.  J.  Still,  assistant  lecturer 
and  demonstrator  in  the  Chemistry  Department. 

Narcotic  Drugs. — The  Conservative  party  in  the  Ger- 
man Reichstag  have  presented  a  resolution  in  which  they 
refer  to  the  dangers  resulting  to  the  public  by  the  indul- 
gence in  various  narcotic  drugs,  such  as  morphine  and 
cocaine,  and  state  that  many  persons  obtain  these  drugs 
direct  from  wholesalers,  and  thus  avoid  the  provisions  of 
the  law  dealing  with  the  retail  sale  of  such  poisons.  The 
party  demands  the  introduction  by  the  Government  of  a 
Bill  designed  to  prevent  wholesalers  from  filling  orders  of 
this  kind.

The  Aberdeenshire  analyst  (Mr.  James  Hendrick)  in  his 
annual  report  states  that  ten  samples  of  drugs  (including 
ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine,  tannic  acid,  and  iron-pills) : 
were  examined  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  found  to 
be  genuine.  Of  six  samples  of  vinegar  submitted,  two 
taken  as  malt  vinegar  proved  to  be  distilled  vinegar.  Out 
of  eight  samples  ol  fruit  wines  examined  two  were  found 
to  be  "  heavily  doctored  "  with  preservative  (salicylic  acid), 
while  three  others  contained  smaller  quantities.  The  two 
former  samples  were  reported  as  adulterated.  Several 
samples  of  fruit  wines  were  practically  sugary  liquids  arti- 
ficially flavoured  and  coloured. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Aberdeen  Dispensary  shows  an 
income  of  1,1012.  and  an  expenditure  of  2,262/.,  giving  a 
deficiency  of  1,161Z.  on  the  year.  Some  time  ago  the  ques- 
tion of  "  abuses  "  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  arose,  and  one  of 
the  points  was  that  out-patients  within  the  city  boundary 
were  being  supplied  with  medicine  from  the  infirmary 
when  they  should  have  gone  to  the  dispensary,  for  the 
medicine,  or  to  the  chemist,  and  have  paid.  This  has 
been  checked  at  the  infirmary,  and  many  of  the  prescrip- 
tions have  found  their  way  to  the  chemists ;  but  it  seems 
that  a  large  proportion  have  gone  to  the  dispensary,  the 
number  of  such  in  1908  being  2/5  a  month,  while  in  1909  it 
was  doubled.  One  patient,  prescribed  for  in  the  out- 
patient department  of  the  infirmary  and  supplied  through 
the  dispensary,  had  in  nine  months  been  supplied  with  101. 
worth  of  a  drug.  A  remit  has  been  made  to  the  Committee 
of  Management  to  consider  the  advisability  of  making  a 
small  charge  towards  the  institution  to  all  applicants  for 
assistance. 

Edinburgh. 

Cotton-wool  is  being  extensively  shown  just  now,  and 
prices  are  becoming  lower  each  year.  One  firm  is  offering 
this  commodity  at  Qd.  per  roll,  while  several  shops  display 
other  varieties  at  10^d.  and  Is.  respectively. 

It  is  rumoured  that  Leith  Provident  Co-operative  Society, 
Ltd.,  intends  following  the  example  set  by  St.  Cuthbert's 
in  the  matter  of  chemists'  businesses.  Great  Junction 
Street  is  mentioned  as  the  locality  in  which  the  Leith  Asso- 
ciation's first  venture  in  this  line  will  be  undertaken. 

Glasgow  and  the  West. 

Mr.  W.  Forgie,  Crow  Road,  Partick,  has  opened  a  branch 
pharmacy  at  1642  Great  Western  Road,  Anniesland. 

Messrs.  Huggins  &  Co.,  homoeopathic  chemists,  15  Wel- 
lington Arcade,  Glasgow,  have  a  "removal  sale"  at 
present. 

The  students  of  the  Glasgow  School  of  Pharmacy  visited 
the  brickworks  of  the  Coltness  Coal  and  Iron  Co.,  Annies- 
land,  on  March  3.  The  plant  is  of  the  modern  description, 
electric  power  from  the  Clyde  Valley  Supply  being  used 
for  grinding  and  pugging.  The  furnaces  have  a  capacity 
of  16,000  bricks  and  are  fired  from  the  top,  the  waste  heat 
being  utilised  to  dry  the  "  green  "  bricks.

British  Assistants  in  Paris. — The  members  of  the 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Galen  Club  in  Paris  are  contemplating 
fusion  with  another  British  club  in  Paris,  and  a  committee 
has  been  appointed  to  look  into  the  matter. 

Paris  Academy  of  Sciences. — There  was  an  election  of 
a  foreign  member  of  thi6  Academy  last  Monday,  Herr 
Richard  Dedekind  being  chosen.  Professor  Van't  Hoff  and 
Sir  William  Ramsay  were  among  the  unsuccessful  candi- 
dates brought  forward. 
L' Affaire  de  Vatjgirard. — The  illustrations  here  given 
are  of  M.  Parat,  the  pharmacist 
who  chained  up  his  wife,  and  of 
his  pharmacy  in  the  rue  de  Vau- 
girard.  Particulars  of  this  re- 
markable case  have  been  given  in 
the  last  two  issues  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist.  Plenty  of  details 
have  appeared  in  the  French  news- 
papers, and  "  Le  Petit  Parisien  " 
published  a  full-page  picture  of  the 
scene  which  presented  itself  to  the 
police  at  the  time  the  poor  woman 
was  rescued.  Mme.  Parat  is  stated 
to  have  been  chained  up  in  her 
bedroom  for  five  months.

_  Alleged  Naval  Frauds. — The  French  port  of  Toulon 
is  at  present  the  scene  of  an  inquiry  regarding  the  discovery 
of  frauds  alleged  to  have  been  committed  by  several  firm's 
who  are  contractors  to  the  fleet.  The  excitement  in  com- 
mercial circles  has  been  considerable,  following  on  various 
arrests,  disappearances,  and  a  suicide.  On  Friday.  March  4, 
much  surprise  was  caused  by  the  arrest  of  M.  Chabre,  a 
prominent  pharmacist  and  well-known  business  man  of 
Toulon,  on  the  charge  of  fraud,  corruption  and  attempted 
corruption.  Two  of  M.  Chabre's  assistants  were  also 
arrested,  and  a  third  named  Deluen  disappeared  a  few  days 
ago.  _  The  charges  against  M.  Chabre  and  his  staff  comprise 
conniving  to  supply  inferior  drugs,  medicaments,  and  dry- 
saltery to  the  navy.  The  incriminated  pharmacist  has 
defended  himself,  and  protested  with  the  greatest  energy. 
M.  Cheron,  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  the  Navy,  is  re- 


sponsible for  the  energetic  measures  taken,  and  he  has  com- 
missioned Dr.  Bordas,  Director  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory 
at  the  Ministry  of  Finances,  to  visit  all  the  naval  establish- 
ments in  France  and  take  samples  of  all  the  supplies  with  a 
view  to  seeing  if  they  are  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the 
contract.  Dr.  Bordas  will  probably  be  asked  to  organise  a 
special  service  for  repression  of  fraud. 

Lecture  by  a  Pharmacist. — Under  the  title  of  "  Burma, 
the  Land  of  Pagodas  and  Paddy,"  Mr.  A.  Sercombe  Griffin 
gave  an  interesting  lecture  at  the  Anglo-American 
if.M.C.A.,  Paris,  on  Monday  evening,  March  7,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  related  many  of  his  personal  experiences 
in  Burma.  The  lecture  was  well  illustrated  by  about  fifty 
slides,  many  of  them  being  from  Mr.  Griffin's  own  photo- 
graphs. He  received  a  hearty  reception,  and  the  audience 
showed  themselves  well  pleased  with  the  entertainment. 
Mr.  Griffin,  who  is  at  present  connected  with  the  British  and 
American  Pharmacy  in  Paris,  was  formerly  with  Messrs. 
E.  M.  de  Souza  &  Co.,  of  Rangoon. 

The  New  French  Customs  Tariff  is  at  last  through  the 
Committee  stage  in  the  French  Senate,  and  the  report  on 
the  tariff  drawn  up  by  M.  Noel,  Senator  of  the  Oise  De- 
partment, was  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  French 
Upper  Chamber  last  Monday.  This  report  states  that  the 
alterations  and  increases  in  the  Customs  tariff  are  the  indis- 
pensable result  of  the  changes  that  have  been  made  in  the 
Customs  tariffs  of  certain  foreign  Powers.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  discussion  on  the  tariff  will  have  commenced  by  the 
end  of  the  present  week  and  be  terminated  in  ten  or  twelve 
sittings,  so  as  to  enable  it  to  be  voted  before  March  31. 

The  Floods  in  Paris. — A  spell  of  fine  weather  has  made 
itself  felt  in  Paris  and  other  parts  of  France,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  floods,  which  have  been  such  a  source  of  loss 
and  distress,  will  quickly  subside.  The  authorities  have 
shown  great  vigilance  ia  every  way,  and  especially  in  taking 
every  possible  hygienic  and  sanitary  precaution.  The 
public  health  statistics  continue  satisfactory,  and  typhoid 
cases  are  below  the  average.  Business  people  have  appre- 
ciated the  action  of  M.  Pichon,  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs, 
in  requesting  French  Diplomatic  Agents  abroad  to  refute  the 
reports  that  an  epidemic  was  to  be  feared  in  Paris,  because 
the  absence  of  foreign  visitors  has  made  itself  felt  already 
in  many  trades.  The  letter  published  in  the  British  news- 
papers a  few  days  ago  by  Dr.  Archibald  Warden  gives  a 
favourable  and  fair  statement  of  present  conditions  here. 
A  good  many  pharmacists  were  victims  of  the  floods,  some 
having  practically  lost  all  their  belongings.  It  is  therefore 
interesting  to  note  that  the  Pharmacie  Centrale  de  France, 
which  i6  ever  to  the  front  when  good  work  is  to  be  done, 
opened  a  subscription  for  pharmacists  who  have  suffered 
from  the  inundations,  which  was  well  supported. 


Japanese  Jottings. 

(From  the  "C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Messrs.  Rei-zoukida  and  U-no-su-ki  Taka-hashi, 
President  and  Vice-President  of  the  Osaka  Patent-medi- 
cine Sellers'  Union,  have  been  presented  with  silver  com- 
memoration-cups, on  the  attainment  of  fifteen  years  of  office. 

Taxation  of  Proprietary  Medicines  in  Japan. — The 
"  Oriental  Physician  and  Druggist"  for  January  20  states 
that  the  proposals  for  the  taxation  introduced  to  the 
Japanese  Diet  on  January  17  include  a  tax  varying  from 
3  yen,  if  the  manufacturer  produces  patent  medicines  to 
the  yearly  value  of  300  yen  or  less,  to  102  yen,  if  goods 
worth  100,000  yen  or  more  be  produced.  The  stamp-duty 
on  proprietary  remedies  is  10  per  cent,  of  the  fixed  price. 

Drug-analysis. — At  the  Hygienic  Laboratories  of 
Tokyo,  Yokohama,  and  Osaka  the  following  totals  of 
chemicals  and  drugs  were  examined  during  September  and 
October  1909  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  : 
"  Pharmacopoeia  Japonica"  preparations — Poisonous,  33,643 
(209)  ;  dangerous,  134,417  (643)  ;  ordinary,  313,624  (1,361). 
Other  drugs  and  Chemicals — Poisonous,  1;  dangerous,  1,190 
[nil)  ;  ordinary,  11,254  (31).  The  first  figure  is  the  number 
which  passed  the  standard,  and  the  figures  in  parentheses 
the  totals  rejected.

Cape  Colony. 

Business  Change. — Mr.  J.  W.  Cooper,  chemist,  Bedford, 
has  sold  his  business  to  Mr.  Thomas  Wardley,  chemist  and 
druggist.  Mr.  Cooper  has  left  the  Cape  for  England  via 
the  East  Coast  and  the  Continent. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

O.E.C.  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — At  the 
monthly  meeting,  on  February  11,  it  was  stated  that  the 
Transvaal  Government  had  favourably  considered  the  pro- 
posal to  hold  a  joint  pharmaceutical  conference  to  draft 
legislative  proposals  affecting  pharmacy  for  consideration 
by  the  Union  Parliament.  A  letter  from  a  country  doctor 
complained  of  the  increased  price  of  rectified  spirit  under 
the  new  Customs  Regulations.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the 
doctors,  dentists,  and  chemists  in  the  Colony  how  the  new 
restrictions  affected  them,  with  a  view  to  approaching 
subsequently  the  collector  of  Customs  as  to  the  alleged 
hardships  inflicted. 

Rhodesia. 

Messrs.  Strachan  &  Co.  have  opened  a  third  pharmacy 
in  Salisbury.  Mr.  F.  G.  Dixon,  formerly  of  Chislehurst, 
Kent,  has  been  appointed  manager  of  their  shop  at  the 
Kopje. 

Transvaal. 

Motoring  Chemists. — Messrs.  Meyerson,  Caplan,  Tib- 
bitt,  and  Galpin  motored  over  from  Pretoria  to  attend  the 
gathering  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  Delmore,  on 
February  2.  However,  the  car  got  stuck  in  the  mud  so 
frequently  that  they  did  not  arrive  at  Germiston  until  the 
meeting  was  over.  They  accordingly  went  on  to  Johannes- 
burg, and  returned  to  Pretoria  by  the  new  road  in  about 
less  than  half  the  time  they  had  taken  in  coming. 

Personal. — Mr.  J.  P.  Green  has  been  transferred 
temporarily  from  Kimberley  branch  to  the  wholesale  de- 
partment of  Messrs.  Lennon  (Ltd.),  at  Port  Elizabeth. 
Mr.  S.  M.  Hendry,  late  of  the  Johannesburg  branch,  is 
also  at  that  town,  but  is  leaving  to  take  charge  of  the 
Bloemfontein  branch  about  the  end  of  March.  Mr.  H. 
Potter,  of  Bloemfontein,  is  taking  charge  of  the  Kim- 
berley branch  during  Mr.  Green's  absence  at  the  coast. 

Throwing  Caustic  Soda  Solution. — At  the  Criminal 
Sessions,  a  native  was  sentenced  to  four  years'  hard  labour 
and  to  receive  ten  lashes  for  having  thrown  a  quantity  of 
caustic  soda,  or  corrosive  substance,  and  causing  a  coloured 
woman  to  lose  the  sight  of  one  eye.  The  native,  during 
his  defence,  said  he  had  bought  "a  solution  of  washing 
soda  from  a  chemist  for  sore  eyes."  The  woman  had 
taken  the  bottle  from  his  pocket,  and  while  he  was  en- 
deavouring to  get  it  back  the  cork  came  out  and  the  fluid 
spilled  over  the  woman. 

Bugs  are  a  perfect  pest  in  some  of  the  older  houses, 
and  the  Government  Agricultural  Journal  recommends  the 
following  fumigant  :  potassium  cyanide  1  oz.,  sulphuric 
acid  1  oz.,  water  2  oz. ,  the  quantities  being  for  about  300 
cubic  feet.  A  fair  demand  for  the  cyanide  and  acid  has 
sprung  up,  but  unfortunately  the  poisonous  substances  get 
sometimes  into  the  hands  of  careless  persons,  as  was  the 
case  recently,  when  a  man  remained  in  the  room  he  was 
fumigating  to  witness  the  effects  of  the  vapour.  He  had 
to  be  removed  to  the  hospital  in  an  unconscious  condition, 
but  happily  he  recovered. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape  Colony. 

The  annual  general  meeting  was  held  in  Mercantile  Build- 
ings, Hout  Street,  Cape  Town,  on  February  10,  when  Dr. 
W.  Froembling  presided  over  a  good  attendance  of  local 
chemists.  Among  those  present  were  Messrs.  F.  C.  Mathew 
and  J.  S.  North  (Vice-Presidents),  G.  E.  Cleghorn,  J.  Austin 
Thomas,  H.  R.  Peck.  J.  Sowden,  J.  Patterson,  G.  F.  Tutt, 
A.  E.  A.  Tothill,  J.  Clayton  Smith,  W.  Sleggs,  C.  L.  Tayler,- 
H.  E.  Cope,  C.  Merry,  C.  Weller,  J.  Corrigan,  J.  Francis, 
T.  J.  Hughes.  R.  Sainsbury,  and  J.  Dell  (Secretary). 


The  Secretary's  report  showed  that  sixteen  new  members 
had  been  enrolled  during  the  year,  while  three  had  resigned 
owing  to  removal  from  the  Colony. 

The  Year's  Work.— The  President  then  gave  a  resume  of 
the  Society's  work  during  the  past  year.  A  voting-paper  on 
the  stamp-tax  of  1908,  sent  to  every  chemist  in  the  Colony,  had 
resulted  in  a  condemnation  of  that  measure  by  a  practically 
unanimous  vote.  The  Society's  deputation  in  May  to  Mr. 
Merriman  on  this  subject  appeared  to  indicate  then  some 
success,  as  judged  by  the  Prime  Minister's  remark  on  that 
occasion,  "I  will  look  into  the  matter  and  ask  you  to  give 
your  assistance  before  the  time  comes  to  amend  the  Act,  in 
some  sort  of  way  to  meet  your  wishes  as  far  as  possible,  and 
see  if  we  cannot  remove  some  of  the  disabilities  of  which  you 
speak."  The  President  stated  that  the  subsequent  interviews 
with  representatives  of  the  Law  Department  were  utilised  to 
get  as  much  information  as  possible  from  the  chemists  for 
the  purpose  of  stiffening  the  measures  under  consideration. 
The  Vinegar  Act  was  another  example  of  inadequately  con- 
sidered legislation,  which  penalised  local  industry  and  en- 
couraged importation  of  an  article  from  neighbouring  Colonies 
which  could  be  made  at  home.  The  President  thanked 
those  gentlemen  who  by  subscriptions  and  loans  had  con- 
tributed to  the  Society's  success  in  acquiring  their  own  head- 
quarters during  the  past  year.  A  new  register  of  the  chemists 
of  Cape  Colony  had  been  compiled,  as  the  official  register 
left  much  to  be  desired,  owing  to  removals,  etc.  The  elec- 
tion of  Mr.  G.  R.  Cleghorn  to  the  Pharmacy  Board  was  the 
first  occasion  on  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had 
secured  direct  representation  on  the  governing  body.  Sym- 
pathetic references  were  made  to  the  deaths  of  Mr.  James 
Jones  (ex-President)  and  Mr.  Mally.  The  President  said 
he  refrained  from  detailing  any  programme  for  the  future 
except  that  contained  in  the  single  word  "  Union."  He 
thanked  his  fellow-councillors  and  the  Secretary  for  the 
assistance  they  had  given  him  in  an  exceptionally  busy  year, 
which  had  included  many  meetings  other  than  the  routine 
ones,  and  entailed  the  despatch  and  receipt  of  over  3.000 
communications.  The  new  rules  which  had  been  formulated 
during  the  year  would  pave  the  way  for  amalgamation  with 
kindred  societies,  if  such  were  to  come  about  in  the  future. 
The  President  concluded  with  the  following  remarks : 

Geologically  we  are  living  in  a  very  old  country;  our 
venerable  mountain  has  seen  millions  of  years  pass  by,  our 
flora  belongs  to  an  epoch  at  least  one  hundred  thousand 
years  ago ;  but  these  should  not  be  reasons  for  our  other- 
wise progressive  profession  being  also  behind  time. 
Legalised'patent-medicine  vendors,  dispensing  doctors,  and 
prescribing  chemists  are  remnants  from  mediaeval  times. 
Scientific  facts  are  common,  knowledge  here  barely  two  or 
three  years  after  their  discovery  in  Europe  or  America. 
General  legislation  is  at  least  ten  years  in  arrear,  and  that 
pertaining  to  pharmacy  quite  a  century.  Let  us  work  and 
strive  to  remove  such  anomalies,  and  hope  that  within  a 
short  period  such  an  absurdity  as  our  patent-medicine 
stamp  tax  would  be  shown  in  our  museums  as  a  foolish 
remnant  of  a  past  barbaric  epoch.  (Applause.) 

Officers. — The  election  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing  year 
was  proceeded  with  next,  the  following  being  declared 
elected  :  Dr.  W.  Froembling,  G.  R.  Cleghorn,  J.  A.  Thomas, 
A.  E.  A.  Tothill,  J.  Sowden,  J.  Clayton  Smith,  F.  C. 
Mathew,  H.  R.  Peck,  A.  J.  Rivett,  C.  L.  Tayler;  W.  Sleggs, 
and  J.  Patterson.  Dr.  Froembling  was  unanimously  re- 
elected President,  amidst  loud  applause,  on  the  motion  of 
Mr.  F.  C.  Mathew,  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  R.  Cleghorn."  Mr. 
H.  R.  Peck  was  elected  Secretary,  the  office  of  Treasurer  being 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  W.  Sleggs.  Messrs.  F.  C. 
Mathew  and  Jas.  Dell  were  elected  to  control  the  Benevolent 
Fund.  A  short  meeting  of  the  new  Council  followed  the 
general  meeting. 


Proprietary  Articles  Association  of  Canada. — The 
annual  meeting  was  held  at  Toronto  on  February  22,  when 
various  reports  were  received  and  discussed.    It  was  stated 
that  the  demoralisation  of  prices  in  the  retail  trade  caused 
by  cut-rate  druggists  is  spreading  all  over  Canada,  and  the 
condition    was    viewed    with    alarm.    The  Proprietary 
Medicine  Act  of  the  Dominion  is  working  well.  The 
following  officers  were  elected  :  Hon.   Presidents,  Mr. 
Henry  Miles,  Montreal,  and  Mr.  Brent  Good,  New  York; 
President,  Mr.  David  Watson,  Montreal ;  Vice-President, 
Mr.  J.  A.  Mackenzie,  Brockville ;  Secretary-treasurer,  Mr.

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Our  American  Letter. 

From  an  Ethical  Pharmacist. 


A  Bill  is  now  pending  in  Congress  which  will  prevent  the 
manufacture  awl  sale  of  dry  shampoos  made  of  gasoline, 
benzine,  carbon  tetrachloride,  and  similar  substances  in  the 
district  of  Columbia,  and  which  will  act  as  a  model  law  for 
other  States. 

A  Physician  in  Boston  recently  gave  a  prescription 
orally  to  a  pharmacist.  The  prescription  was  dispensed  and 
the  baby  died.  The  father  brought  a  suit  for  damages,  and 
the  physician-  was  made  to  pay  $2,500.  An  attempt  to  in- 
criminate the  pharmacist  failed. 

Professor  Charles  F.  Chandler,  known  on  both  sides  of 
the  Atlantic,  has  retired  from  an  active  teaching  life  of  over 
forty  years  in  duration.  Dr.  Chandler  is  known  to  pharma- 
cists chiefly  as  Professor  of  Organic  Chemistry  in  the  New 
York  College  of  Pharmacy,  but  he  has  held  chairs  of  a  similar 
nature  in  various  other  schooJs  and  colleges,  most  of  them 
now  being  affiliated  with  the  Columbia  University  in  New 
York. 

The  City  of  Buffalo,  falling  in  behind  ten  or  fifteen 
other  cities,  has  recently  enacted  an  ordinance  preventing 
the  sale  of  carbolic  acid  in  solutions  greater  than  5  per  cent, 
in  strength,  except  upon  physicians'  prescriptions.  The  other 
day  a  man  purchased  some  carbolic  acid  with  suicidal  intent. 
The  5-per-cent.  solution  was  rather  slow  in  acting,  and  the 
physicians  at  the  hospital  had  no  difficulty  in  bringing  the 
man  hurriedly  back  to  the  life  which  he  was  anxious  to 
leave  behind  him. 

One  of  the  Thorns  in  the  Flesh  of  the  American  drug- 
gist is  that  it  is  too  easy  for  clerks  to  open  drug-stores  of 
their  own,  and  thus  increase  competition.  The  Chicago 
Retail  Druggists'  Association  has  developed  a  somewhat 
unique  scheme  for  dealing  with  this  situation.  When  clerks 
develop  a  desire  to  become  proprietors  they  are  urged  not  to 
open-  a  new  store,  but  to  consult  the  Association  and  look 
over  the  stores  which  pharmacists  already  in  business  would 
be  willing  to  sell.  This  limits  the  development  of  new  stores, 
and  works  out  very  nicely. 

A  Searby  Memorial  Fund  has  been  inaugurated  in 
honour  of  the  late  William  M.  Searby,  Ph.C.  (G.B.),  a  dis- 
tinguished pharmacist  who  was  born  in  Great  Britain,  and 
who  recently  died  in  San  Francisco.  The  primary  object  of 
the  memorial  fund  is  to  conduct  "  The  Pacific  Pharmacist,"  a 
journal  started  by  Professor  Searby  three  or  four  years  ago, 
and  edited  by  him  with  marked  success  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  It  is  felt  that  this  paper  is  the  best  possible  monument 
to  the  memory  of  Professor  Searby,  and  that  it  ought  to  be 
kept  as  a  permanent  memorial.  Contributions  have  been 
solicited  from  friends  of  the  Professor  throughout  the  country. 

The  Liquor  Situation  is  still  a  rather  threatening  one. 
Three  druggists  were  recently  convicted  in  Boston  for  selling 
whisky  illegally,  and  other  arrests  continue  to  be  made  here 
and  there.  "  The  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  Michigan  con- 
templates revoking  the  phai-maceutical  certificates  of  fifteen 
or  twenty  druggists  who  have  been  convicted  in  the  courts. 
There  is  now  in  Congress  a  Bill  which  would  regulate  the 
inter-State  shipment  of  liquor,  and  there  is  also  another  allied 
measure  regarding  the  inter-State  traffic  in  cocaine.  Under 
the  terms  of  the  latter  it  would  be  illegal  to  ship  cocaine  and 
certain  other  narcotics  to  any  consumer  across  the  border 
into  another  State,  inter-State  sales  being  restricted  to  phar- 
macists, physicians,  hospitals,  etc. 

The  Welkin  still  Ring's  with  the  fierce  controversy 
brought  on  by  the  attack  of  the  "  Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  "  on  the  American  Druggists'  Syndicate 
and  the  National  Association  of  Retail   Druggists.  The 
A.D.S.  comes  out  with  a  strong  defence  in  its  organ  "  The 
Voice  of  the  Retail  Druggist,"  in  which  it  practically  de- 
clares all  of  the  A.M.  A.  charges  to  be  false.    It  says  that  its 
patent-medicine  business,  while  frankly  open  to  criticism  a 
year  or  two  ago,  has  been  reformed  by  Mr.  W.  C.  Anderson, 
anil  that  the  products,  the  labels,  and  the  literature  are  now 
commendable  in  every  respect,  and  in  nowise  injurious  to  the 
interests  of  physicians.    "  The  Voice  "  then  goes  on  to  attack 
Dr.  Simmons,  editor  of  the  "  Journal  "  of  the  A.M.  A.,  charg- 
ing him  with  all  sorts  of  tyranny  and  incapacity.    On  the 
other  hand,  the  defence  of  the  N.A.R.D.  is  that  it  is  re- 
sponsible for  its  own  policies  only;   that  it  is  not  dominated 
in  any  respect  by  the  A.D.S.  ;  that  it  has  no  sympathy  with 
or  control  over  the  A.D.S.  policies  or  business.    This  whole 
subject  is  being  talked  about  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific, 
and  it  has  unquestionably  become  the  topic  of  the  hour  in 
American  pharmacy.     Just  how  far  the  druggists  will  be 
injured  remains  to  be  seen.    Most  of  the  drug-journals  con- 
sider the  situation  little  less  than  critical,  but  the  N.A.R.D. 
is  going  ahead  very  much  as  if  nothing  at  all  had  happened. 


Startling-  Statements  have  recently  been  made  by  Dr. 
G.  G.  Burdick,  of  Chicago,  who  says  that  some  of  the  drug- 
clerks  and  physicians  of  that  city  have  an  agreement  by 
virtue  of  which  they  exploit  patients  to  the  limit.  A  drug- 
clerk,  finding  a  man  with  a  stomach-ache,  tolls  him  he  is 
perhaps  seriously  ill,  sends  him  to  a  physician  ;  the  physician 
makes  a  superficial  abdominal  incision,  pretends  to-  perform 
an  operation  for  appendicitis,  collects  a  big  fee,  and  divides 
the  spoils  with  the  drug-clerk.  There  is  strong  suspicion  that 
this  is  merely  newspaper  exaggeration,  but  the  Chicago  Retail 
Druggists'  Association  is  conducting  a  thorough  investigation, 
and  if  there  are  a  few  drug-clerks  and  physicians  who  have 
been  guilty  of  this  sort  of  chicanery,  they  will  find  their 
future  pathway  strewn  with  anything  but  roses. 

Just  as  the  Company-store  Movement  is  threatening 
to  attain  such  success  in  this  country,  one  of  the  companies  is 
forced  into  bankruptcy — the  J.  Jungmann  Corporation  of 
New  York.  Dr.  Jungmann  is  one  of  the  most  distinguished 
pharmacists  in  the  country.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the  Phila- 
delphia College  of  Pharmacy,  and  was  a  favourite  pupil  of 
Professor  Maisch.  Throughout  his  whole  career  he  has  held 
ethical  pharmacy  uppermost,  even  though  he  developed  five 
immense  stores  doing  an  enormous  volume  of  business.  The 
headquarters  establishment  at  1020  Third  Avenue,  in  New 
York,  comprised  five  storeys.  While  Dr.  Jungmann's  credi- 
tors have  forced  him  into  bankruptcy,  it  would  appear  that 
his  assets  exceed  his  liabilities  by  considerably  over  $200,000. 
Lack  of  ready  capital  to  "swing"  new  enterprises  explains 
the  present  dilemma  in  which  the  doctor  finds  himself. 

The  Company  Pharmacies  of  America  are  attracting  a 
great  deal  of  attention  these  days.  The  rumours  of  big 
"deals"  are  on  every  tongue.  The  United  Chemists'  Co. 
is  said  to  be  taking  over  the  eight  or  nine  large  establish- 
ments of  the  Owl  Drug  Co.  in  California.  The  three  biggest 
stores  in  Chicago,  the  nine  Cora  Dow  pharmacies  in  Cincin- 
nati, the  shops  of  Eugene  May  in  Pittsburg-  these  and  other 
successful  businesses  in  different  cities  are  said  to  have  been 
"approached"  by  some  large  but  unidentified  purchaser. 
The  American  Tobacco  Trust  is  at  the  back  of  the  United 
Chemists'  Co.,  and  the  retailers  fear  that  they  are  about  to 
be  swallowed  up  by  some  hungry  octopus.  All  this  time 
William  B.  Riker  &  Son  Co.,  owning  thirty  or  more  stores 
in  New  York,  Brooklyn,  and  Boston,  is  adding  about  a  store 
a  month  to  its  holdings.  The  Liggett  Co.,  a  retail  offshoot 
of  the  United  Drug  Co.,  is  also  gradually  increasing  the 
number  of  its  stores,  having  purchased  one  recently  as  far 
south  as  Raleigh,  North  Carolina. 

The  Dinner  in  honour  of  Mr.  Samuel  William  Fairchild 
on  Thursday,  February  24,  at  the  Union  League  Club,  was  one 
of  the  most  gorgeous  ever  given  in  New  York.  It  was  a 
recognition  by  leaders  in  the  commerce  and  finance  of  the 
city  of  Mr.  Fairchild's  conspicuous  services  as  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  of  the  House  Committee  of  the 
Club,  which  is  the  principal  Republican  club  and  headquarters 
of  the  party  in  New  York.  The  dinner  was  given  in  the  hall 
of  the  club,  which  was  for  the  occasion  made  like  an  outdoor 
garden,  with  growing  vines  and  flowers.  A  hundred  and 
fifty-five  gentlemen  sat  down  to  dinner,  and  others  who  could 
not  be  present  had  insisted  that  their  names  should  be  in- 
scribed on  the  list  of  hosts.  The  proceedings  throughout  were 
of  the  most  cordial  nature,  everything  being  done  to  impress 
the  guest  with  the  fact  that  New  York  business  and  financial 
men  desired  to  honour  him.  It  was  almost  literally  a  dinner 
of  millionaires,  but  this  fact  was  subordinated  to  the  leading 
idea  that  round  the  table  Mr.  Fairchild  saw  his  best  friends. 
To  crystallise  the  memory  of  the  event,  Mr.  Fairchild  was 
presented  with  a  beautiful  loving-cup. 

The  Decennial  Pharmacopoeial  Convention  to  be 
held  in  Washington,  beginning  May  10,  will  be  an  occasion  of 
great  importance.  Heretofore  certain  Government  depart- 
ments and  national  and  State  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
bodies  have  been  permitted  to  send  three  delegates  each  to  the 
Convention.  Now,  however,  the'  Board  of  Pharmacopoeial 
Trustees  proposes  to  submit  a  constitutional  amendment  limit- 
ing the  number  of  delegates  to  one  each.  The  Board  will  also 
propose  another  amendment  providing  for  a  "  general  com- 
mittee of  revision,"  comprising  fifty  instead  of  twenty-five 
members,  and  for  an  "executive  committee  of  revision"  of 
fifteen,  who  will  be  supposed  to  do  the  actual  work  under  the 
supervision  of  the  parent  committee.  In  the  meantime  the 
Board  has  given  its  approval  to  the  proposition  that  the 
National  Dental  Association  and  the  National  Wholesale 
Druggists'  Association  be  given  the  power  of  sending  dele- 
gates, but  it  has  apparently  ignored  the  demand  of  the 
N.A.R.D.  in  this  direction.  It  seems  clear  that  the  Conven- 
tion will  be  a  thoroughlv  representative  body,  and  that  the 
next  revision  of  the  U.S. P.  will  be  prepared  by  the  very  best 
brains  of  the  pharmaceutical  and  medical  professions  of 
America.

King  Haakon  of  Norway  is  at  present  making  a  tour 
through  the  fisheries  in  the  Lofotens,  and  on  March  6

The  Indian  Budget  show.s  an  increase  of  1,056,300/.  in 
opium  revenue  due  to  the  unexpectedly  high  prices  realised 
at  the  Calcutta  opium-sales.

Duty  on  Spirits. 
The  Lobby  correspondent  of  the  "Daily  Telegraph" 
states  that  in  order  not  again  to  arouse  Irish  Nationalist 
susceptibilities,  the  new  whisky  duty,  while  legalised  for 
the  past  year,  will  be  abandoned  in  the  next  Budget. 

The  Sale  of  Opium. 
The  Under  Secretary  for  India  has  informed  Sir  Herbert 
Roberts,  M.P.,  that  the  number  of  chests  of  Bengal  opium 
sold  for  export  in  1908-10  was  42,300;  against  45,900  in 
1908-9.  'The  revenue  expected  during  the  current  financial 
year  was  less  by  368.000/.  than  the  yield  of  last  year. 

Opium  and  Morphine. 

Sir  Edward  Grey  informed  Mr.  Theodore  Taylor  on 
Thursday,  March  10,  that  the  Government  is  still  con- 
sidering the  invitation  of  the  United  States  to  an  inter- 
national conference  in  regard  to  international  regulations 
for  the  traffic  in  opium,  morphine,  and  kindred  drugs. 
Government  Research  Chemists. 

Sir  William  Collins,  M.P.,  is  calling  the  attention  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  to  the  absence  of  any  scale 
of  salaries  for  research  chemists  employed  at  the  Royal 
Arsenal  similar  to  that  obtaining  in  the  establishment  of 
the  Research  Department  at  the  Royal  Gunpowder  Factory 
for  chemists  engaged  upon  similar  work.  Sir  William  in- 
formed our  Parliamentary  representative  that  he  is  taking- 
action  in  the  matter  on  behalf  of  the  B.Scs.  of  London 
University.  At  the  Royal  Gunpowder  Factory  there  is  an 
establishment  and  a  regular  increase  of  salary  to  a  certain 
maximum,  but  at  Woolwich  the  officers  commence  at  901. 
per  annum,  and  there  is  only  a  small  increase  of  salary. 

Mr.  Haldane  informed  Sir  William  on  Thursday  that 
there  is  no  intention  of  assimilating  the  salaries  of  the  two 
classes  of  chemists.  Those  in  the  research  department  are 
engaged  in  special  work,  and  those  in  the  ordnance  factory 
have  to  do  with  manufacturing  and  non-experimental  work. 

Society  of  Apothecaries  Bill. 
As  reported  in  the  last  issue  of  the  C.  <k  D.,  the  second 
reading  of  this  Bill  came  on  by  order  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  Thursday,  March  4.  The  offici.il  record  shows 
that  the  Speaker  made  the  following  statement  on  the  Bill  : 
"With  reference  to  this  Bill  it  is  one  which  seeks  to  em- 
power the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  to  grant 
diplomas  in  sanitary  science,  public  health,  State  medicine, 
school  hygiene,  and  tropical  medicine,  and  also  for  dentistry 
and  dental  surgery,  and  for  that  purpose  to  hold  examina- 
tions. I  have  considered  the  matter  very  carefully,  and  1 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  is  a  Bill  which  ought 
not  to  proceed  as  a  private  Bill,  but  must  proceed  as  a  public 
Bill,  as  it  deals  with  public  interests." 

The  order  was  then  discharged  and  the  Bill  withdrawn. 

.   Synthetics  for  Hops. 
In  the  course  of  the  debate  on  the  amendment  to  the 
Address  dealing  with  the  condition  of  the  hop  industry 
which  was  moved  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  February  25, 
Sir  William  Collins,  M.P.,  the  Chairman  of  the  Select 
Committee,  which  recently  considered  the  whole  question, 
said,  in  allusion  to  hop  substitutes,  that  there  was  no 
ground    for    saying  that  there   is  really   effective  sub 
stitute  for  hops.    "  There  is,  in  fact,"  he  added,  "  no  sub- 
stitute which  combines  the  valuable  properties  of  the  hop 
— the  aroma,  the  flavour,  and  the  preservative  powers  which 
the  hop  alone  possesses.    Nor  is  there  any  reason  to  think 
that  synthetical  chemistry  is  able  to  produce  one.    I  do 
not  think  scientific  chemists  would  support  the  suggestion 
of  the  hon.  member  that  the  prohibition  of  hop  substitutes 
would  do  away  with  this  difficulty.    While  there  are  sub 
stitutes  which  may  legitimately  be  used  for  malt  or  sugar 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  no  substitute  which  can  be 
used  for  the  hop."    Mr.  John  Gretton,  M.P.,  the  well 
known  brewer,  said  that  one  of  the  remedies  in  regard 
to  which  all  are  agreed  is  the  prohibition  of  the  use  of 
substitutes. 


Chemical  Society. 

A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  W.,  on 
Thursday,  March  3,  Professor  H.  B.  Dixon,  F.R.S., 
in  the  chair.  It  was  announced  that  the  dinner  to  the 
chemists  who  have  completed  fifty  years'  membership  of 
the  Society  will  take  place  on  May  26  at  the  Savoy  Hotel. 
A  long  list  of  papers  was  presented,  but  of  these  only 
three  were  got  through,  owing  to  the  interest  aroused  by 
the  "colour  and  constitution"  paper  referred  to  below", 
which  gave  rise  to  a  lengthy  discussion. 

Potassium  Mercuric  Iodide  in  Ether 
was  the  principal  matter  discussed  in  the  first  paper,  read 
by  Mr.  E.  Marsh,  of  Oxford.  When  a  mixture  of  mercuric 
iodide  and  potassium  iodide  in  molecular  proportions  is 
treated  with  ether,  a  colourless  solution  is  formed  which 
separates  into  two  layers ;  the  lower  layer  consists  of  the 
compound  HgI2,2KI,3(C2H5)20,  and  the  upper  layer  of 
ether.  This  ethereal  compound  behaves  in  most  curious 
ways  with  water ;  ether  or  water  being  expelled  and  new 
compounds  of  similar  character  being  formed,  depending 
on  the  quantity  of  water  added  and  the  temperature  to 
which  the  mixture  is  heated.  A  number  of  neat  experi- 
ments illustrating  these  curious  phenomena  were  shown. 
Taking  the  alkali  iodides  in  series,  it  was  found  that 
lithium  mercuric  iodide  combines  with  six  molecules  of 
ether,  and  the  proportion  of  ether  absorbed  decreases  as 
the  series  of  alkali  iodides  is  ascended ;  the  heaviest,  such 
as  calcium  and  rubidium  iodides,  showing  no  combination 
at  all.    A  paper  on 

Absorption- spectra  and  Chemical  Constitution, 
by  Messrs.  Baly  and  Tuck  with  Miss  Marsden,  was  then 
read.  In  this  it  was  shown,  by  comparison  of  the  absorp- 
tion-spectra of  nitro-compounds  of  the  aromatic  series,  that 
an  absorption-spectrum  (and  consequently  colour)  in  a 
compound  is  due  to  the  existence  of  residual  affinity.  This 
generalises  both  Mr.  Baly's  original  conception  of  the 
physical  explanation  of  colour  in  organic  compounds  and 
converts  Dr.  Armstrong's  quinonoid  theory  merely  into  a 
special  case  of  coloration.  Such  a  view  is  naturally  not 
acceptable  to  pure  chemists,  and  it  was  warmly  criticised 
by  Drs.  Armstrong  and  Hewitt.  Dr.  Armstrong  in  par- 
ticular asked  for  an  explanation,  on  this  hypothesis,  of 
the  intense  colour  of  mercuric  iodide  and  of  iodoform,  and 
took  the  opportunity  of  re-stating  his  own  views  on  the 
subject.  Mr.  Baly,  however,  in  his  reply,  proved  equal 
to  all  criticism,  and  the  honours  of  the  discussion  lay 
easily  with  him  for  that  evening,  at.  any  rate.  

ON~Thursday  last  the  remains  of  Mr.  Henry  Cavendish  were 
removed  from  his  house  at  Clapham,  in  order  to  be  privately 
interred  in  the  family  vault  in  All  Saints'.  Derby.  This  gen- 
tleman, who  was  son  of  the  late  Lord  Charles  Cavendish, 
great-uncle  to  the  present  Duke  of  Devonshire,  although  not 
much  heard  of  in  the  common  paths  of  life,  was  well  known 
and  highly  distinguished  in  the  scientific  world.  Having 
turned  his  attention  very  early  to  pneumatic  chemistry,  he 
ascertained,  in  1766,  the  extreme  levity  of  inflammable  air, 
now  called  hydrogen  gas.  In  the  same  path  of  science  he 
made  the  important  discovery  of  the  composition  of  water  by 
the  union  of  two  airs;  and  that  laid  the  foundation  of  the 
modern  system  of  chemistry,  which  rests  principally  on  this 
fact  and  that  of  the  decomposition  of  water,  announced  soon 
afterwards  by  M.  Lavoisier.  As  the  purity  of  atmospherical 
air  had  been  a  subject  of  controversy,  Mr.  Cavendish  con- 
trived essential  improvements  in  the  method  of  performing 
experiments  with  an  eudiometer,  by  means  of  winch  he  was 
the  first  who  showed  that  the  proportion  of  pure  air  "'  the 
atmosphere  is  nearly  the  same  in  all  open  places.  Hie  other 
and  much  larger  portion  of  our  atmosphere  he  sagaciously 
conjectured  to  be  the  basis  of  the  acid  of  nitre,  an  opinion 
that  he  soon  brought  to  the  test  by  an  ingenious  and  laborious 
experiment  which  completely  proved  its  truth,  whence  this 
air  has  now  very  generally  obtained  the  name  of  nitrogen. 
His  habits  had,  from  early  life,  been  secluded.  His  manners 
were  mild,  his  mind  firm,  his  nature  benevolent  and  com- 
placent. He  was  liberal  without  being  profuse,  and  charitable 
without  ostentation.  He  possessed  great  affluence,  winch  was 
to  him  rather  matter  of  embarrassment  than  of  gratification  , 
but  however  careless  about  its  improvement,  he  was  regular 
as  to  its  management  and  direction.  He  was  born  October  lu. 
1731,  and  died  on  February  24,  mO.-Thc  Times,  Saturday, 
March  10,  1810. 
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.ilHERENAISSANCE  OF  RUBBER 

THE  LONDON  MARKET 


MINCING  LANE,  the  centre  of  the  London  produce- 
trade,  is  an  extremely  narrow  and  unpretentious 
thoroughfare,  and  a  casual  observer  passing  through  it 
would  probably  fail  to  be  struck  with  anything  in  particular 
except  that  the  high  buildings  on  each  side  are  honey- 
combed with  offices  and  sample-rooms.  It  is  here,  however, 
that  produce  from  all  parts  of  the  earth  conies  under  the 
hammer,  so  to  speak — tea,  coffee,  cocoa,  sugar,  rubber, 
drugs,  spices,  gums,  ivory,  shells,  canes — it  would  be  easier 
to  name  the  raw  products  that  are  not  sold  in  Mincing  Lane 
than  to  enumerate  all  that  are.  No  conception  can  be 
formed  as  to  the  daily  turnover  in  produce  in  the  "  Lane," 
but  as  regards  concentration  of  wealth  and  resource  great 
strides  have  been  made  in  this  quarter  since  the  days  of 
the  old  East  India  Company,  when  goods  were  sold  "by 
the  candle."  Times,  methods,  and  conditions  have  altered, 
and  although  there  is  a  general 
lament  that  competition  has 
brought  down  profits  to  a 
narrow  margin,  it  is  safe  to  say 
that  the  "live"  firms  of  mer- 
chants and  brokers  make  as 
much  profit  to-day  as  did  their 
forefathers,  other  products 
having  come  into  the  market, 
and  more  of  all  kinds  is  sold. 
Who,  for  instance,  would  have 
believed  that  indiarubber, 
which  has  been  sold  in  London 
for  the  past  sixty  years  or  more 
in  quite  a  modest  way,  would 
have  attained  such  prominence 
as  it  has  to-day  ?  The  rise  of 
London  as  a  rubber-market  is  of 
quite  recent  date,  but  the  article 
has  many  elements  of  strength, 
and  in  spite  of  all  difficulties 
London  is  likely  to  remain  the 
world's  chief  market  for  the  dis- 
posal of  the  product.  It  is,  of 
course,  evident  that  our  mer- 
cantile and  shipping  facilities 
give  us  a  clear  lead  in  this  direc- 
tion. The  merchandise  of  many 
nations  passes  through  our^port, 
and  British  ships  are  more 
numerous,  and  their  routes 
more  diverse,  than  those  of  any 
other  nation,  so  that  they  collect 
and  convey  to  London  rubber 
from  all  parts  of  the  Tropics. 
Never  has  there  been  such  excitement 
there  is  to-day.  Yet  when  the  produce 
hundred  companies  recently  promoted 
market,  London  is  bound  to  have  the  preference,  as  the  bulk 
of  the  estates  are  in  the  Straits  Settlements,  the  Malay 
States,  Ceylon,  Borneo,  Java,  and  Sumatra,  and  the  money 
to  run  the  industry  is  drawn  from  London,  so  back  to 
London  must  come  Nature's  return  for  the  cash  in  solid  J 
rubber. 

There  are  quite  half-a-dozen  wharves  on  the  Thames  side 
which  make  a  speciality  of  housing  rubber.  One  of  the 
oldest  of  these  is  Bull  Wharf  (which  is  the  opium  depot 
also).  It  dates  back  to  1865.  At  that  time  Para  rubber 
was  shipped  direct  to  London,  mostly  by  sailing  vessels, 
which  brought  a  miscellaneous  cargo  of  South  American 
produce.     Now  most  of  the  Brazilian  rubber  shipped  to 


in  rubber  as 
of  the  several 
comes    to  the 


this  country  goes  direct  to  Liverpool,  but  is  sold  in  London, 
the  Mersey  city  being  a  distributing  centre  mainly,  although 
periodical  auctions,  of  African  rubber  chiefly,  are  held 
there.  Liverpool  is  said  to  have  the  largest  rubber-vaults 
I  in  existence,  and  the  quantity  handled  by  the  largest  firm 
;  there  in  1908  was  valued  at  some  4g  millions  sterling,  or 
about  half  the  total  imports  to  this  country.  The  operations 
at  the  Bull  Wharf  and  other  wharves  consist  chiefly  of 
receiving  the  rubber  taken  from  the  ship's  side  by  barges 
or  tugs  to  the  wharf,  after  which  it  is  sampled,  sorted,  and 
weighed — operations  requiring  a  staff  of  experienced  and 
expert  men.  The  making-up  of  samples  for  despatch  to  the 
Mincing  Lane  brokers'  offices  is  a  very  important  matter, 
as  is  also,  considering  present  high  values,  the  weighing- 
process.  Those  who  have  the  leisure  can  easily  spend  an 
interesting  hour  at  the  vaults,  where  may  be  seen  rubber 
from  practically  all  tropical 
countries  and  in  all  kinds  of 
packages,  but  mostly  in  chests 
and  boxes.  Ceylon  and  the 
Malay  States  favour  the  iatter 
style  of  package,  rubber  coming 
from  these  sources  being  mostly 
in  the  form  of  biscuits,  crepe, 
sheet,  scrap,  worms,  and  block, 
the  colour  varying  from  a  pale 
amber  to  dark  brown.  South 
American  rubber  is  mostly  in 
large  bales  and  cases,  the  well- 
known  fine  hard-cure  Para 
being  in  balls  or  more  or  less 
spherical  masses,  of  sizes  vary- 
ing from  5  lb.  to  100  lb.  each, 
and  when  cut  open  the  grey  and 
damp  mass  is  seen  to  be  made  up 
of  concentric  layers,  from  g  in. 
to  gin.  in  thickness,  showing  the 
stages  of  successive  smoking 
and  coagulation  of  rubber  into 
t  he  balls.  Matto  Grosso  rubber 
is  of  quite  a  different  shape, 
being  in  the  form  of  regularly 
shaped  pieces  about  9  in.  to 
10  in.  long,  and  of  a  straw 
colour.  Pernambuco  rubber  is 
in  the  form  of  rectangular  slabs 
of  various  sizes,  of  reddish  pink 
exterior  and  of  a  light  tint  in- 
ternally. Congo  rubber  is 
mostly  in  small  black  lumps 
of  fair  quality,  and  Gambia 
"  niggers  "  rubber  is  also  in  balls,  usually  black,  sticky,  and 
frequently  adulterated  with  wood  and  stones;  it  is  badly 
prepared.  Assam  rubber,  exported  from  Calcutta  and  ob- 
tained from  Ficus  elastica,  occurs  in  large  slabs  or  balls 
of  dark  reddish-brown  colour,  partly  white  and  pinkish. 
Java  is  beginning  to  produce  rubber,  and  already  sends  to 
London  indigenous  and  plantation  rubber  known  as  Ram- 
bong  (from  Ficus  elastica)  in  large  red  and  more  or  less 
translucent  pieces.  These  are  the  principal  descriptions  of 
indiarubber  handled  on  the  London  market. 

A  Mincing  Lane  rubber-auction  is  much  like  a  drug  or 
other  produce  auction.  Until  last  year  sales  were  held 
every  alternate  Friday,  but  Friday  being  mail  day  for  the 
East,  it  was  decided  in  September  last  to  alter  the  day  to 
every  alternate  Tuesday,  which  would  suit  the  time  of  the 
arrivals  of  the  principal  steamers.    Auctions  commence  at 


Minting  Lank. 
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11  a.m.  samples  being  shown  on  the  previous  day.  The 
auction  closes  at  5  p.m.,  an  interval  being  allowed  for 
luncheon.  On  several  occasions  lately  the  auctions  have, 
owing  to  their  length,  been  carried  over  to  the  Wednesday. 
They  are  always  held  at  the  Commercial  Sale-rooms,  and

at  the  time  indicated  the  first  selling  broker  (the  order  of  the 
auctions  having  been  fixed  by  ballot)  mounts  the  rostrum 
with  his  clerk  and  commences  to  go  through  the  lots  in  his 
catalogue,  at  the  termination  of  which  he  is  followed  by 
the  next  broker,  and  so  on.    The  rubber-auction  is  always

a  crowded  affair,  the  company  comprising  brokers,  mer- 
chants, dealers,  and  their  clerks.  The  routine  of 
a  sale  is  simple.  Each  lot  is  knocked  down  to  the 
highest  bidder  or  is  "bought  in,"  the  latter  term 
being  used  to  signify  that  the  bid  is  under  the  importer's 


limit ;  but  as  a  rule  these  lots  are  immediately  sold  to 
buyers  privately  at  the  conclusion  of  the  auction,  when 
many  more  lots  change  hands  at  prices  which  are  not 
reported.  Indeed,  there  is  always  business  being  done  in 
Para  rubber  which  is  never  reported  in  any  circumstances. 

Drug  auctions  as  a  rule  are  dull  affairs,  but  that 
cannot  be  said  of  rubber,  where  the  attention  of 
buyers  is  much  more  concentrated ;  but  as  the 
auctions  grow  in  length  buyers  occasionally  be- 
come tired,  then  prices  begin  to  "sag  "  several 
pence,  to  advance  again  later.  As  a  rule,  about  a 
hundred  lots  are  disposed  of  in  an  hour,  bids  ad- 
vancing ^d.  per  lb.  at  a  time  in  plantation  rubber. 
"  How  much  for  Lot  1 1  "  is  a  favourite  opening 
expression.  "  Gentlemen,  what  may  I  say  for 
Lot  1  ?  "  is  another.  As  a  rule,  bidding  commences 
close  upon  valuations,  and  proceeds  by  farthings. 
Perhaps  a  lot  is  just  about  to  be  knocked  down  to 
a  buyer  at  8s.  b^d.,  when  somebody  chirrups, 
"  Ha'penny,"  with  the  fall  of  the  hammer,  and  a 
dispute  arises,  which  is  usually  settled  by  the 
broker  or  a  show  of  hands.  The  broker,  it  need 
hardly  be  said,  is  the  intermediary  between  the 
importer  or  merchant  and  the  dealer  or  "  buyer," 
who  in  his  turn  sells  to  the  manufacturer,  the  last 
named,  as  a  rule,  not  being  present  at  the  auc- 
tions. The  dealers  buy  in  bulk,  and  divide  their 
purchases  into  lots  of  different  qualities,  and  sell 
this  regraded  rubber  at  various  prices.  This  does 
not  of  course  apply  to  rubber  of  standard  quality, 
such  as  crepe  or  plantation-washed  rubber  of 
clean,  pure,  and  uniform  quality.  This 
"  standardisation  "  of  plantation  rubber  is  becoming  quite 
a  feature,  the  regularity  of  quality  as  shown  by  leading 
marks  greatly  facilitating  business  and  the  execution  of 
orders.  These  standard  marks  are  increasing  year  by  year, 
and,  as  in  the  case  of  fine  Para,  regular  contracts  are  being 

made  on  the  basis 
of  a  given  mark 
that  has  esta- 
blished its  repu- 
tation, whether 
crepe,  sheet,  bis- 
cuits, or  block. 
This  "standard- 
isation "  enables 
many  estates  to 
sell  their  whole 
crop  or  output  for 
forward  delivery 
at  a  given  price, 
and  as  time  goes  on 
it  is  expected  that 
a  large  portion  of 
the  business  will 
be  done  in  this 
manner.  The  auc- 
tion at  which  the 
sketch  on  p.  390 
was  taken  proved 
to  be  one  of  the 
most  important 
ever  held  in  Lon- 
don, more  than 
three  thousand 
packages  being 
offered.  It  was 
mostly  Malay  and 
Ceylon  plantation 
rubber,  amounting 
to  about  170  tons, 
but  apart  from 
this  there  were 
consignments  from 
Brazil,  Peru, 
Bolivia,  Colombia, 

Mexico,  Madagascar,  Abyssinia,  W.C.  Africa,  Java,  and 
Uganda.  The.  prices  showed  a  general  advance,  those  paid 
for  fine  Malay  (plantation),  smoked  and  sheet,  reaching  the 
record  of  9s.  W^d.  per  lb.,  but  still  higher  rates  have  since 
"been  paid. 
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The  sale  conditions  of  the  London  General  Produce  |  2^  per  cent,  and  5  per  cent,  less  than  the  quantity  contracted 
Brokers'  Association  and  the  special  rubber  conditions  for,  the  claim  on  such  deficiency  is  fixed  by  arbitration, 
apply  to  the  auction.    The  broker  guarantees  the  solvency  |  Sheet  and  biscuit  rubber  sold  with  a  guarantee  of  quality 

for  specified  delivery  are  treated  somewhat 
differently,  as,  should  any  portion  prove 
inferior  to  guarantee,  the  buyer  has  the 
option  of  rejection. 

Occasionally  one  comes  across  some  curious 
descriptions  in  a  rubber-broker's  report,  such 
as  "  washed  pressed  niggers,"  "  superior  pale 
worms,"  and  "  fair  to  fine  virgin  pieces," 
which  to  the  uninitiated  seem  on  the  vulgar 
side ;  but  such  terms  are  full  of  meaning  to 
the  broker,  who  would  have  no  difficulty  in 
distinguishing  the  difference  between  a 
washed  nigger  and  a  pale  worm. 

London  and  Antwerp. 

The  most  important  rubber  markets  on  the 
Continent  are  Antwerp,  Havre,  and  Ham- 
burg. Antwerp  takes  about  five  thousand 
tons  annually,  and  Havre  about  a  thousand 
tons,  as  compared  with  imports  into  this 
country  of  35,062  tons  last  year.  Most  of 
the  Antwerp  imports  are  from  the  Congo 
Free  State,  and  are  sold  by  "  inscription"  or 
private  tender — a  system  which  is  obviously 
of  advantage  to  the  seller.  The  catalogues 
and  small  samples,  with  a  full  description  of 
the  lots  to  be  sold,  are  published  twenty 
days  before  the  sale,  so  that  purchasers 
have  an  opportunity  of  testing  the  rubber 
they    wish    to    bid    for,   and  the  result

of  his  principals  in  all  pri- 
vate contracts  for  rubber, 
and  any  disputes  arising  out 
of  these  contracts  are  settled 
by  arbitration  under  the 
rules  of  the  Produce 
Brokers'  Association.  The 
usual  terms  are  prompt  cash 
in  fourteen  days,  less  2£  per 
cent,  discount  and  draft 
i  per  cent.  If  a  parcel  of 
rubber  is  sold  with  a  guar- 
antee of  quality  for  ship- 
ment, and  afterwards  found 
to  be  inferior,  the  buyer, 
according  to  the  rules,  has 
to  accept  an  allowance,  pro- 
vided such  allowance,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  arbitrators,  is 
not  more  than  2  per  cent., 
or  otherwise,  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  contract. 
Should  the  parcel  or  any 
portion  tendered  be  rejected 
on  account  of  the  deficiency 
being  over  2  per  cent.,  the 
seller  has  the  option  of  sub- 
stituting guaranteed  quality 
on  the  spot  to  fulfil  his  con- 
tract within  three  clear 
days.  Whenever  it  is  ad- 
mitted by  the  seller,  or 
decided  by  arbitration,  that 
the  seller  has  failed  to  fulfil 
the  terms  of  his  contract, 
the  ''buyer"  may  close  by 
invoicing  back  the  rubber  to 
the  seller  at  once  at  a  price 
and  weight  to  be  fixed  by 
arbitration,  which  price 
must  not  be  less  than  2  per 
cent.,  and  not  more  than 
10  per  cent.,  over  the  esti- 
mated market  value  of  the  shipment  contracted  for  on  the 
day  upon  which  the  default  occurs;  the  difference  is  due  in 
cash  in  seven  days.    Whenever  a  seller  delivers  between

English  Law, 

as  administered  in  the  Courts,  frequently  de- 
pends for  its  decisions  upon  nice  technical  points  of  little 
or  no  apparent  importance,  and  seems  to  neglect  the  essen- 
tial facts  of  the  case.  It  really  matters  very  little,  as 
almost  everyone  who  has  served  an  apprenticeship  will 
agree,'  whether  such  apprenticeship  is  "regular"  or  not; 
the  essential  facts  in  the  case  of  Kirkby  v.  Taylor  are 
that  before  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  apprentice- 
ship was  the  only  recognised  means  of  qualifying  for  the 
business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  and  that  it  is  so  no 
longer.  Had  it  proved  a  sufficient  qualification  the  law 
would  scarcely  have  been  altered ;  but  the  alteration  having 
taken  place,  it  follows  both  logically  and  justly  that  they 
who  have  earned  the  new  qualification,  and  they  alone, 
should  be  entrusted  with  the  responsibilities  of  those  who 
possessed  the  old  one.  The  decision  in  the  case  referred 
to  does  not,  indeed,  go  so  far' as  this,  but  it  is  a  step  in 
that  direction.  Meanwhile,  the  London  and  Provincial 
U.K.  Druggists'  Association  cannot  be  congratulated  upon 
the  circular  addressed  to  members  of  Parliament  on  their 
behalf  by  Mr.  W.  James  Leggett.  A  more  confused  and, 
in  several  passages,  ungrammatical  letter  from  an  Associa- 
tion making  such  claims  it  would  be  difficult  to  imagine; 
and  the  muclr-enduring  M.P.  who  has  to  depend  entirely 
upon  it  for  his  guidance  may  well  be  pitied. 
The  Proprietary  Medicine 

discission  at  the  Therapeutical 
Society  seems  to  have  ended  in  a  "fizzle."  One  would 
have  thought  that  a  question  of  such  intense  interest  to 
medical  men  as  this  is  said  to  be  would  have  led  to  a 
spirited  debate,  and  that  some  of  those  who  heard  Dr. 
Dixon's  paper  would  have  resented  his  censure.  But  no  ! 
They  apparently  all  sat  like  mutes  at  a  funeral,  with  the 
notable  exception  of  Dr.  Beddoes,  whose  contribution  was, 
however,  too  pungent  to  be  palatable  to  the  pharma- 
ceutical brigade.  Dr.  Dixon  says  that  medical  men  arc 
themselves  the  principal  offenders  and  the  perpetuators  of 
what  he  regards  as  a  menace  to  the  public  and  the  pro- 
fession, and  he  considers  that  they  should  prescribe  only 
what  bears  its  composition  on  the  label.  Omne  ignotum 
fro  magnifico  applies  pretty  much  all  round.  Doctors  too 
often  despise  the  drugs  of  which  they  know  something, 
and  place  blind  faith  in  mixtures  of  which  they  know 
nothing  so  far  as  their  components  are  concerned,  but 
which  fashion  or  personal  experience  tells  them  is  good 
for  what  they  want. 
Poison  Regulations 

for  medical  men  are  long  overdue,  and 
it  is  satisfactory  that  the  General  Medical  Council  has 
agreed  to  place  no  obstacle  in  the  way  of  such  a  reform. 
Nor  will  there  be  any  opposition  from  dispensing  doctors 
themselves,  even  though  the  adoption  of  regulations  may 
in  many  cases  mean  a  great  change  in  the  established 
order,  and  consequently  no  little  inconvenience.  It  was 
suggested  in  a  C.  <i-  D.  leaderette  last  week  that  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  may  be  well  advised  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunity  offered  by  the  passage  of  a  new  Bill 
for  obtaining  a  legislative  reversal  of  the  "pharmacy" 
decision;  but  the  President's  remark  in  reply  to  Mr.  Lord 
Gifford  almost  looks  as  if  that  door  will  be  difficult  to 
reopen.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  the  Council  will 
embrace  every  opportunity  to  try  and  secure  whatever 
rights  pharmacists  thought  they  possessed  before  vested 


interests  begin  to  be  built  up  under  the  shadow  of  the 
fateful  decision  ? 

Synthetic  Camphor 

is  not  yet  added  to  the  successful  achieve- 
ments of  modern  chemistry,  as  a  companion  to  artificial 
dyes,  synthetic  perfumes,  and  a  few  other  products  which 
have  made  millions  for  discoverers  and  manufacturers.  The 
failure  of  the  French  Camphor  Company  (p.  351)  has 
parallels  in  other  countries,  and  is  directly  attributed  to 
the  Japanese  Government  reducing  the  price  of  natural 
camphor  below  the  price  at  which  synthetic  camphor  can 
be  produced  ;  but  there  is  another  factor  not  generally  re- 
cognised— namely,  that  synthetic  camphor,  when  used  in 
wardrobes,  gives  garments  a  musty  odour,  which  is  due,  I 
understand,  to  traces  of  impurities  that  cannot  be  profit- 
ably '  eliminated.  Chemists  say  that  the  two  kinds  of 
camphor  are  identical  except  as  regards  their  optical  pro- 
perties, but  the  musty  residue  of  the  synthetic  stuff  is  as 
clear  a  distinction. 

Plant-names 

vary  so  much  at  different  times  and  in  different 
places  that  it  is  well  not  to  speak  too  confidently  about 
them,  and  especially  to  remember  that  in  this,  as  in  most 
matters,  it  is  safer  to  affirm  than  to  deny.  "  The  Book  of 
Flowers,"  by  Katharine  Tynan  and  Frances  Maitland 
(Smith,  Elder  and  Co.),  errs  occasionally  in  both  respects, 
but  is  nevertheless  a  very  charming  work,  full  of  interest 
of  various  kinds,  and  containing  a  good  deal  of  first-hand 
information  on  popular  flower-names,  to  which  subject  the 
authors  appear  to  have  given  special  attention.  Like  most 
modern  writers,  however,  they  give  the  name  "  Harebell  " 
to  the  wild  campanula  ;  and  one  of  their  mistakes  is  the 
assertion  that  to  Gerard  the  wild  hyacinth  was  known  both 
by  this  name  and  as  the  "Blue-bell,"  the  fact  being  that 
Gerard  never  calls  the  hyacinth  "Blue-bell."  With  the 
herbalists  of  his  time  it  is  (I  believe  invariably)  the 
"Hare-bell,"  and  the  lamentable  interchange  of  names 
between  it  and  the  campanula  is  a  modern  confusion  partly- 
due  to  Scottish  influence. 

''The  Blue-bells  of  Scotland" 

arc  the  old  English  hare- 
bells ;  and  the  confusion  that  has  arisen  is  lamentable, 
both  because  the  name  "Hare-bell"  is  meaningless  as 
applied  to  the  campanula,  and  for  the  reason  that  our 
poets,  from  Shakespeare  to  Coventry  Patmore,  with  few 
exceptions,  give  it  to  the  wild  hyacinth.  The  name  "  Mar- 
guerite "  the  authors  rightly  give  to  the  little  field  daisy, 
not  to  the  chrysanthemum  daisy  (as  is  now  customary),  but 
they  do  not  seem  to  be  aware  of  the  reason  for  this — the 
supposed  use  of  this  flower  in  female  complaints  by  St. 
Margaret  of  Cortona.  Their  identification  of  culverkeys 
with  columbine  seems  impossible,  and  is  discredited  be-' 
forehand  by  the  Oxford  Dictionary.  They  say  of 
Cardarrvinc  pratensis  that  it -"was  called  "Cuckoo-flower" 
in  Shakespeare's  time  :  in  the  Midland  Counties  it  is 
rarely  called  anything  else  to-day.  Under  "Dittany  or 
Fraxinella  "  they  really  speak  (apparently  without  knowing 
it)  of  three  distinct  plants  ;  and  in  supposing  "  Gilly- 
flower "  to  be  a  corruption  of  "July  flower"  they  simply 
put  the  cart  before  the  horse.  But  in  spite  of  a  few  errors 
of  this  kind  the  book  is  one  which  every  lover  of  flowers 
ehould  possess.  It  is  the  more  interesting  to  pharmacists 
because  of  the  quaint  old  recipes  it  contains. 

It  is  proposed  in  Austria  that  the  preparation  and  sale  of 
cattle  powders  o'id  foods  should  require  a  Government  licence, 
only  to  be  granted  after  the  article  has  been  tested  and 
passed  by  an  agricultural  testing  laboratory.

British  Export  Trade. 

The  Chemist  and  Druggist  will  be  received  this  week  by 
many  who  are,  perhaps,  of  all  engaged  in  British  commerce,  . 
those  whose  prosperity  is  best  measured  by  the  barometric 
column  provided  in  the  Board  of  Trade  returns.  The 
Export  Merchant  Shippers  of  the  United  Kingdom  handle 
a  considerable  proportion  of  the  goods,  valued  at  about 
500  million  pounds,  which  are  annually  exported  from  these 
shores,  and  they  felt  even  more  acutely  than  internal  traders

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the  terrific  slump  of  1908,  following  American  financial 
disasters  of  that  year.  The  slump  continued  until  seven 
months  ago,  since  when  exports  have  been  steadily  improv- 
ing, so  that  1909  ended  a  good  deal  better  than  1908,  and 
each  month  of  the  present  year  has  been  better  than  the 
corresponding  month  of  1909.  The  Board  of  Trade  returns 
for  February  show  an  increase  in  the  value  of  imports  of 
690,214/.  over  January,  and  of  3,111,000/.  for  the  two 
months  compared  with  1909,  but  these  figures  are  still 
1,711,9907.  less  than  the  corresponding  period  of  1908.  Ex- 
ports exceeded  those  of  February  1909  by  3,667,418?.,  and 
marked  a  fall  from  February  1908  of  257,644/.,  but  the  two 
months'  exports  are  137,704/.  better  than  1908  and  9,667,487/. 
better  than  1909.  This  advance  is  gratifying,  and,  in  view 
of  the  optimistic  but  warranted  reports  from  the  United 
States  the  condition  altogether  favours  the  conclusion  that 
we  have  started  on  an  exceptionally  good  year  for  ex- 
porters. Machinery  is  the  only  item  among  exports  of 
manufactures  which  shows  a  decline  this  year  so  far 
(342,100/.),  and  ships  were  poorer  by  191,065/.  last  month. 
The  following  table  shows  the  figures  for  February  and 
January-February,  with  the  increase  or  decrease  of  the 
latter  over  January-February,  1909  :

These  figures  speak  for  themselves.  Much  greater 
activity  prevailed  in  the  chemical  and  drug  trades  in 
February  than  in  January,  while  as  regards  comparison  with 
February  1909  business  increased  by  247,985/.  The  various 
groups,  with  few  exceptions,  show  a  steady  improvement, 
particularly  those  applying  to  bleaching-powder  and  soda 
com]K)unds.  Coal  products,  not  dyes,  have  also  improved 
on  the  whole,  practically  the  only  decline  being  in  carbolic 
acid,  which  fell  to  6.932  cwt.,  valued  at  7,152/.  ;  tar  oil. 
creosote,  etc.,  show  an  enormous  increase,  the  exports  being 
4,291,648  gals.  Sulphate-of-copper  exports  are  still  on  the 
down  grade,  February  registering  a  decline  of  1,686  tons, 
but  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of  two  years 
ago  there  is  a  decline  of  8,228  tons.  When  prices  were  high 
the  consumption  abroad  fell  off.  but  now  values  have  been 


on  a  much  lower  scale  for  months  past,  yet  consumption  has 
not  improved. 

The  drug  and  medicine  figures  continue  to  grow  satisfac- 
torily, as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  values  :

The  quinine  consumption  also  shows  increased  figures. 
February  rising  by  practically  30,000  oz.  to  137,557  oz. 
Our  re-export  trade  is  also  maintained,  the  figures  for 
February  showing  an  expansion  of  1,710,9267..  of  which 
1.639,761/.  was  in  raw  and  partly  manufactured  materials, 
mostly  cotton,  wool,  and  rubber.  As  to  imports,  we  find  that 
manufactured  goods  show  an  expansion  of  939.479/..  chiefly 
in  metals  and  manufactures,  which  increased  by  541.889/.. 
while  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes,  and  colours  advanced 
45,383/.  to  822,943/.  The  prominent  feature  in  imports  is 
the  decline  by  1,472,090/.  in  raw  materials,  which  follows- 
on  a  decrease  in  January  of  1.352.239/.  Cotton  is  down 
by  practically  three  millions  sterling,  and  had  it  not 
been  for  a  remarkable  increase  in  indiarubber  the 
decline  would  have  been  considerably  worse.  TJnder 
this  heading  alone  the  advance  in  values  was. 
1,067.000/.,  or  over  100  per  cent.,  although  the  quantities 
only  advanced  from  53,438  cwt.  to  81,355  cwt.  Practically 
half  this  quantity  (37,488  cwt.)  was  re-exported,  this  item 
swelling  that  section  by  1.082,529/.  ,  so  that  our  net  imports 
for  home  trade  were  43,867  cwt.,  or  2,193  tons.  The 
chemical  group  shows  one  or  two  features,  the  chief  being 
an  increase  of  145,171  oz.  in  quinine,  which  leaves  the  im- 
ports at  365,848  oz.  for  the  month  and  627,590  oz.  for 
January  and  February.  Miscellaneous  chemicals  were  also 
up  by  64,466/.,  glycerin  by  3,203  cwt.,  and  tartaric  acid  by 
1,125  cwt  The  heaviest  declines  occurred  in  soda  com- 
pounds, by  10,817  cwt. ;  unenumerated  drugs  and  medicines, 
by  13,946/.  ;  and  tanning-substances,  by  40.550/.  Altogether 
the  month's  figures  are  most  encouraging,  and  go  to  show 
how  little  internal  politics  influence  business  with  cus- 
tomers abroad. 


Rubber. 

The  margin  between  the  supply  and  demand  of  india- 
rubber  appears,  from  the  illustrated  article  which  we 
publish  to-day,  after  the  manner  of  Mercutio's  wound, 
narrow,  but  enough  to  create  speculation  that  almost  rivals- 
the  South  Sea  Bubble.  With  this  we  are  not  directly 
concerned,  but  the  question  may  reasonably  be  asked.  Is. 
cultivation  to  do  for  the  rubber  forests  what  it  has  done 
for  the  South  American  cinchona  groves?  With  cin- 
chona we  have,  after  about  three  decades  of  culti- 
vation in  the  East,  the  drug  marketed  in  more  reliable 
quality  at  a  price  which  is  reckoned  in  pence,  where  thirty 
years  ago  shillings  were  paid.  Then  the  demand  for 
cinchona  was  in  excess  of  the  supply,  just  as  rubber  is- 
now,  and,  although  the  total  money  in  it  was  small  com- 
pared with  rubber,  the  necessity  for  cinchona  was  as  great. 
Cultivation  of  rubber  trees  in  the  East  and  elsewhere  than 
South  America  is  a  modern  factor  in  rubber  supply.  At 
present  most  that  the  world  uses  comes  from  natural 
forests,  and  it  is  not  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  there  was 
grave  doubt  about  the  possibility  of  cultivating  rubber- 
yielding  trees  in  the  East.  Thus,  writing  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  of  July  23,  1887,  a  Ceylon  corre- 
spondent said  : 

"  It  is  rather  remarkable  that,  considering  what  a  great 
success  cinchona  production  has  been  in  Ceylon,  greater 
trouble  has  not  been  taken  with  the  indiarubber  tree.  The 
climate  suits  the  plant,  and  its  juice  seems  to  be  as  free  and 
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as  plentiful  as  in  Para ;  but  none  of  the  planters  seem  to  be 
able  to  do  anything  with  it.  Some  years  ago  thousands  of 
trees  were  planted,  and  are  still  standing,  but  rubber  does 
not  yet  figure  in  the  exports.  I  am  told  that  the  soil  and 
climate  are  too  good,  and  the  foliage  gets  so  heavy  as  to 
break  down  the  tree  long  before  the  age  at  which  it  produces 
good  rubber.  But  surely  if  that  is  really  the  evil  it  might 
be  met  by  careful  lopping  and  proper  supports." 

Since  that  was  written  Ceylon  has  become  the  pioneer  of 
Hcvea  Brasilensis  in  the  East.    It  was  in  1876  that  seed 
lings  were  despatched  from  Kew  to  Peradeniya,  the  plants 
having  been  raised  from  seed  obtained  from  Brazil,  and 
the  late  Dr.  Trimen,  with  almost  prophetic  vision,  de 
voted  himself  to  the  study  of  the  plant  and  its  growth 
while  all  the  world  looked  on  with  something  akin  to  pity 
on  his  devotion  to  a  thing  which  seemed  a  superfluity. 
Now  Ceylon's  exports  of  Hevea  rubber  were  666  tons  last 
year ;  while  the  Federated  Malay  States,  the  climate  and 
soil  of  which  are  admirably  adapted  for  Hevea  Brasilen- 
sis, has  outstripped  Ceylon  in  production,  owing  to  its 
natural  advantages  in  the  way  of  virgin  country  and  the 
easy  terms  on  which  land  and  loans  have  been  granted  by 
the  Government.    It  is  estimated  that  in  1914  the  world's 
output  of  rubber  will  be  about  87,840  tons,  compared  with 
70,000  tons  last  year.    This  is  on  the  assumption  that  the 
Brazilian    production    in    1914    will    remain    as    now — 
40,000  tons.    These  figures  do  not  take  into  account  the 
stimulus  of  production,  especially  in  the  Middle  East, 
which  would  be  brought  about  by  a  continuance  of  present 
high  rates,  neither  do  they  take  into  account  the  rapidly 
accelerated  pace  at  which  capital  is  being  invested  in 
rubber.    He  would  be  a  bold  man  who  would  predict  the 
number  of  acres  under  rubber  in  1914-15.  Moreover, 
circumstances  as  regards  South  America  have  changed 
since  the  early  cinchona  days.    Now  there  are  millions 
of  British  capital  invested  in  that  great  continent,  and  it 
cannot  be  expected  that  the  devastation  of  rubber  forests 
will  not  be  controlled  at  the  instigation  of  wise  financiers. 
It  would  be  unwise,  therefore,  to  conclude  that  rubber  will 
follow  the  course  of  cinchona.    It  seems  fairly  conclusive, 
however,  that  at  the  moment  the  whole  market  is  out 
of  true  perspective,   and  these   continued  high  record 
prices  and  large  dividends  cannot  always  be  maintained. 
It  is  said  that  when  depression  sets  in  wild  rubber  will 
not  stand  the  competition;  but  against  that  is  the  fact 
that  cultivated  rubber  has  not  yet  reached  the  quality 
of  the  fine  Para  product,  due  to  the  old-fashioned  method 
of  curing,  which  science  has  failed  to  imitate ;  in  fact, 
science  has  done  little  for  rubber.    We  recall  in  this  con- 
nection a  brief  editorial  note  in  the  C.  <£■  D.  of  June  18, 
1892,  on  the  successful  production  of  rubber  from  turpen- 
tine by  Professor  Tilden  via  isoprene,  when  we  remarked 
that  "some  practical  application  of  this  discovery  can 
surely  be  made."    Practically  no  progress  has,  however, 
been  made  since  then  with  artificial  rubber,  and  if  more 
success  meets  the  attempts  of  scientists  a  cheaper  primary 
material  than  turpentine  will  be  required  as  a  starting 
point. 


German  Chemical  Industry. 

The  improvement  in  the  general  economic  conditions  in 
Germany  has  also  made  itself  felt  in  the  chemical  industry 
of  the  country,  and  is  expressed  in  the  quotations  for 
leading  securities.  The  figures  issued  by  the  Imperial 
Statistical  Board  show  that  both  in  volume  and  value  the 
exchange  of  German  chemicals  with  other  countries  in  1909 
experienced  a  considerable  increase  as  compared  with  the 
preceding  year,  and  in  a  number  of  cases  the  very  favourable 
results  obtained  in  1907  were  even  surpassed  in  1909. 
While  the  quantity  of  imports  advanced  in  the  past  three 


years  the  value,  which  amounted  to  15,000,000?.  in  1907, 
declined  to  14,000,0002.  in  1908,  but  in  1909  the  value  rose  to 
15,450,000/.  On  the  other  hand,  the  value  of  the  exports 
reached  28,590.000?.  in  1907,  27,015,000?.  in  1908,  and 
31,250,000?.  in  1909.  The  surplus  of  exports  over  imports 
amounted  to  15,800,000?.  in  1909,  as  compared  with 
13,000,000?.  in  1908  and  13,550,000?.  in  1907.  The  difficul- 
ties in  the  way  of  export  trade  in  1909  were  the  same  as  in 
the  preceding  year,  but  the  actual  results  show  that  the  ob- 
stacles have  been  skilfully  met.  The  United  States  continues 
to  be  the  most  important  market  for  German  chemical 
products,  though  the  higher  protective  duties  and  the  more 
stringent  application  of  the  patent'  laws  are  expected  to 
hamper  chemical  exports  in  the  near  future.  This  especially 
applies  to  coal-tar  dyes,  owing  to  the  high  duty  of  30  per 
cent,  ad  val.  Trade  with  China  was  very  poor,  and  that 
with  India  was  scarcely  satisfactory.  A  considerable  in- 
crease took  place  with  Great  Britain,  and,  according  to  the 
"  Frankfurter  Zeitung,"  it  is  stated  in  this  connection  that 
the  opinion  prevails  in  English  circles  that  the  compulsory- 
working  clause  of  the  Patents  Act,  1907,  is  a  mistake, 
obviously  in  the  fear  of  retaliatory  measures.  This  opinion, 
however,  may  be  dismissed  as  trivial  and  held  only  by  a 
certain  small  section  whose  interests  are  directly  affected. 

The  "C.  &  D."  Phoenix. 

We  reproduce  the  title  of  a  Japanese  contemporary 
which  comes  to  us  regularly.  It  is  slightly  reduced  from 
the  original.  The  Phoenix  is  an  exact 
.■opy  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
mark  used  on  some  of  our  stationery, 
pamphlets,  and  books.  We  presume  we 
may  accept  this  use  of  our  mark  as  a 
compliment,  similar  to  that  paid  to  us 
by  another  Japanese  journal,  which  has 
faithfully  reproduced  as  the  title  for 
each  of  its  issues  our  Coloured 
Supplement  heading,  altering  only  the 
wording.  We  have  long  been  in  touch 
with  the  Eastern  Island  Empire,  and 
leading  Japanese  wholesale  drug  and 
chemical  houses  get  the  O.  &  D.  re- 
gularly, and  the  C.  Jb  D.  is  known  to 
druggists  in  Japan  as  the  leading  jour- 
nal of  British  pharmacy  and  the  drug 
and  chemical  trades,  whose  Phoenix  is 
to  the  Japanese  the  hall-mark  of  excel- 
lence. That  is  probably  why  "  The 
Japan  Druggist  "  uses  it  to  indicate  the 
native  article.  It  may  not  be  generally 
known  to  the  trade  at  home  that 
Japanese  business  in  chemicals  and 
drugs  is  good,  and  the  Japanese  are 

orking  hard  at  the  export  trade  in  proprietary  medicines, 
especially  with  China. 

Opium— Dried  and  Powdered. 

In  further  reference  to  the  new  heading  in  the  Board  of 
Trade  Returns  showing  the  exports  of  "opium  dried  and 
powdered  h>  the  United  Kingdom,"  we  are  informed  by 
the  Principal  of  the  Statistical  Office,  H.M.  Customs  of 
Excise,  that  this  was  "raised  on  account  of  the  special 
interest  now  attaching  to  the  trade  in  pure  opium,  as 
distinct  from  preparations  of  opium  for  strictly  medicinal 
purposes."  It  is  well  known,  however,  on  this  side  that 
such  opium  is  shipped  in  this  form  to  the  United  States 
only,  where  it  is  allowed  entry  at  a  lower  rate  than  the 
crude  drug.  It  will  be  remembered  that  some  five  years 
ago  the  United  States  Customs  maintained  that  powdered 
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opium  came  under  the  provision  in  the  tariff  for  cruHe  or 
ommanufactured  opium,  with  duty  at  $1  per  lb.  This 
■classification  was  opposed  by  the  importers,  who  set  up 
the  claim  that  the  article  is  a  drug  advanced  in  condition, 
not  specially  provided  for,  with  duty  at  the  rate  of 
£c.  per  lb.,  and  10  per  cent,  ad  vol.  The  importers  took  an 
appeal  to  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers,  which  sus- 
tained the  Collector's  return.  Not  satisfied  with  this,  the 
.importers  appealed  to  the  United  States  Circuit,  which 
reversed  the  decision  of  the  Appraisers.  Evidently  there 
■is  some  soreness  over  this  point  with  the  United  States 
'Customs,  as  all  imports  of  powdered  opium  are  still 
assessed  at  $1  per  lb.  ;  but  the  importer  protests  as  a 
matter  of  course,  and  his  claim  in  due  time  comes  before 
the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  and  is  allowed.  The 
•new  entry  in  the  Board  of  Trade  Returns  is.  therefore, 
-of  quite  limited  interest,  but  the  United  States  Customs 
would  probably  like  to  know  the  amount  of  revenue  they 
lose  annually  by  the  decision  of  the  Appeal  Court,  and  an 
•obliging  British  Government  unconsciously  helps  them. 

The  Modern  Dispenser. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Morris,  the  secretary  of  the  London  Hos- 
pital, who  is  also  a  pharmacist,  gave  a  lecture  to  one  of 
the  Metropolitan  branches  of  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation on  "  The  Administration  of  a  Voluntary  Hos- 
pital." The  lecture  was  of  a  practical  nature,  but  it 
interested  us  chiefly  from  the  reference  to  modern  hospital 
•dispensers,  whose  status  has  improved  with  the  advance  in 
knowledge  of  the  medical  officers.    He  said  : 

"  The  old  hospital  dispenser  of  fifty  years  ago  has  been 
replaced  by  a  trained  chemist  whose  knowledge  of  drugs  and 
their  active  principles  is  at  the  service  of  the  staff;  it  is  not 
sufficient  for  him  to  know,  nowadays,  that  morphine  comes 
from  the  poppy  and  has  such  and  such  an  action  on  such  and 
such  nervo  centres;  that  strychnine  is  found  in  nux  vomica, 
and  has  a  stimulating  action  on  such  and  such  muscles;  he 
must  now  know  something  of  why  a  group  of  atoms  in  certain 

•combination  (making  morphine)  are  likely  to  have  a  certain 
action,  and  why  the  same  atoms  in  another  combination 

■(making  strychnine)  are  likely  to  have  another  action.  He 
is  expected  to  appreciate  the  fact  that  bread,  containing 

•carbon,  hydrogen,  oxygen  and  nitrogen,  is  a  food,  whilo 
atropine,  containing  the  same  four  elements  and  these  only, 
is  a  deadly  poison  ;  his  acquaintance  with  theories  based  on 

these  facts  is  assumed  and  he  will  be  consulted  on  such 

•matters." 

ldol  =  breaking. 

Dr.  A.  Rendle  Short  and  Mr.  Walter  Salisbury  com- 
municate to  the  "  British  Medical  Journal  "  the  result  of 
-An  investigation  on  the  action  of  cutaneous  ana?sthetics,  in 
which  they  state  : 

Apart  frcm  tie  theoretical  conclusions  mentioned  in 
speaking  of  the  effects  of  menthol,  we  believo  that  we  have 
been  able  to  obtain  definite-  evidence  that  none  of  the 
drugs  at  present  in  use  for  painting  on  or  rubbing  into  the 
skin  have  any  power  to  relieve  pain.  The  use  of  bella- 
donna, opium,  aconite,  menthol,  and  cocaine  for  bruises, 
thrombosis,  inflammation,  or  neuralgia  should  therefore 
be  discontinued  and  replaced  by  more  efficacious  means, 
such  as  rest,  massage,  and  counter-irritation. 

These  investigators  employed  in  their  experiments  lin.. 
emp.,  ung.  belladonnae;  ung.  atropine;  ung.  galla;  c.  opio  ; 
lin.,  emp.  opii ;  lin.  aconiti  ;  ung.  aconitinx,  and  ung. 
cocaina;.  The  effects  on  the  skin  and  on  a  mucous  mem- 
brane of  the  drugs  in  question  were  studied  by  vigorously 
applying  the  substance  to  the  back  and  front  of  the  finger  as 
far  as  the  middle  phalangeal  joint,  and  by  rubbing  a  little 
of  the  preparation  into  the  tongue.  The  tests  for  detect- 
ing differences  in  the  pain  sense  of  the  finger  were  (1)  the 
intolerable-temperature  test,  (2)  the  faradic-pain  test,  (3) 
the  pin-prick  test,  (4)  the  thermal-discrimination  test,  and 
(5)  the  tactile-sense  test.  The  tongue  tests  were  on  some- 
what similar  lines.    As  stated  above,  the  investigators 


have  obtained  results  at  variance  with  the  opinions 
hitherto  almost  universally  held.  In  referring  to  the 
tingling  produced  on  the  tongue  by  aconitine  there  is 
thought  to  have  been  a  slight  numbing  of  the  pain  sense. 
Menthol  was  not  found  to  paralyse  the  nerve-endings. 
The  sensation  of  cold  which  it  produces  is  by  virtue  of  its 
chemical  action  on  the  nerve-endings  especially  devoted  to 
the  sense  of  cold.  The  surface  temperature  of  the  skin 
was  found  to  be  reduced  by  menthol,  but  this  property  is 
also  possessed  in  the  same  degree  by  alcohol.  The  details 
of  the  various  tests  and  experiments  are  given  at  con- 
siderable length  in  the  paper,  but  we  think  the  conclusions 
will  occasion  much  surprise  not  only  to  medical  men  but 
to  pharmacists  who  prepare  and  dispense  large  quantities 
of  these  liniments  and  ointments  under  the  impression  that 
they  are  used  for  relieving  pain. 

Cultivation  of  Belladonna. 
We  referred  briefly  last  week  (p.  357)  to  the  work  by 
Chevalier  on  the  influence  of  fertilisers  upon  the  alkaloid? 
of  belladonna.  This  work  he  undertook  at  the  request  of 
the  French  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  and  during  the  laet  few 
years  he  has  been  experimenting  on  solanaceous  plants  of 
pharmaceutical  interest,  mainly  with  a  view  to  devising  a 
method  of  raising  the  alkaloidal  content.  In  the  official 
resume  of  his  results  on  belladonna  ("  Comptes  Rendus," 
1910,  vol.  150,  p.  344)  it  is  pointed  out  that  pharmaco- 
logists are  well  aware  that  cultivated  belladonna  always 
contains  less  alkaloid  than  the  wild  plant.  Austrian  bella- 
donna contains  usually  0.251  to  0.372  per  cent,  of  total 
alkaloids,  while  that  grown  in  Italy  yields  0.107  to  0.187 
and  the  French  product  0.300  to  0.450  per  cent.  It  is  added 
that  in  all  countries  the  collection  of  wild  belladonna  shows 
a  tendency  to  decline.  M.  Chevalier's  experiments  were 
made  at  Houdan.  where  a  field  containing  50,000  plants  per 
acre  was  placed  at  his  disposal.  The  soil  was  permeable, 
contained  3.22  to  4.8  per  cent,  of  lime  and  0.07  per  cent,  of 
phosphoric  acid,  and  nitrogenous  manures  equal  to  from 
0.12  to  0.15  per  cent,  were  applied.  The  principal  results 
obtained  were  as  follows  :

The  crops  from  these  plots  gave,  when  used  for  galenical 
preparation.-,  an  average  alkaloidal  content  of  0.5104  per 
cent,  for  the  dry  leaves.  The  results  show  that  it  is  advan- 
tageous to  use  nitrogenous  manures,  especially  nitrates  and 
farmyard  manure  in  combination.  Experiments  with 
Datura  Stramonium  gave  quite  analogous  results,  the  alka- 
loidal content  of  plants  manured  with  nitrogenous  products 
being  0.200  to  0.268,  as  compared  with  the  normal  0.07  to 
0.18.

The  Depart- 
ment spent  over  500/.  two  years  ago  in  importing  Para  rubber 
seeds  from  Singapore,  in  response  to  glowinsr  reports  from  the 
East,  but  regrets  the  money  has  been  spent  ill-advisedly.  For 
the  past  twentv-five  years  the  Department  has  been  distribut- 
in<r  Hcvca.  throughout  the  island,  and  the  largest  tree, 
although  thirty  years  of  age,  yields  latex  with  great  re- 
luctance. 
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Essential  Oils  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 


The  recent  communication  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
by  Messrs.  Hill  and  Umney  on  the  essentia]  oil  monographs 
of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  (0.  &  D.,  February  19,  1910, 
p.  293)  has  awakened  interest  in  the  desirability  of  a 
consensus  of  opinion  on  the  correctness  of  the  factors.

Important  Innovations. 

THE  German  Imperial  Board  of  Health  has  issued  a  list 
of  the  preparations  proposed  for  inclusion  in  the  fifth 
■edition  of  the  German  Pharmacopoeia  (which  is  expected 
to  appear  this  year)  and  of  the  substances  to  be  omitted, 
as  well  as  the  proposed  text  of  the  monographs  of  the  more 
important  new  preparations  adopted  and  of  some  others 
which  have  undergone  a  complete  revision.  The  list  is 
published  in  the  press  with  a  request  for  suggestions.

Fungus  chirurgorum, 
Herba  cochleariaa,  Herba  conii,  Liquor  ammonii  acetici, 
Liquor  ferri  oxychlorati,  Lithium  salicylicum,  Oleum  oli- 
varum  commune,  Oleum  papaveris,  Plumb,  acetic,  crudum, 
Rotulae  menthae  pip.,  Rotulae  sacchari,  Semen  erucae,  Sirupus 
papaveris,  Spiritus  cochleariae,  Styli  caustici,  Tartarus  borax- 
atus,  Ung.  adipis  lanae,  Vinum  colchici,  Vinum  ipecacuanha. 

From  the  text  of  the  articles  published  it  is  apparent 
that  a  total  change  has  been  decided  upon  in  the  general 
construction  of  monographs.  In  preceding  editions  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  no  chemical  formulae  or  molecular  weights 
were  given;  the  modus  operandi  for  applying  each  test  or 
making  an  estimation  was  minutely  described,  but  no  men- 
tion was  made  of  the  object  of  the  test,  and  in  volumetric  or 
gravimetric  estimations,  after  detailing  the  application  of 
the  operation,  it  is  briefly  stated  that  so  many  c.c.  of 
solution  is  to  be  used.  Otherwise  no  data  are  given  ;  each 
substance  must  simply  correspond  with  the  requirements  set 
forth,  and  not  another  word  is  wasted.  In  the  new  edition 
not  only  are  the  chemical  formulae  and  the  molecular  weights 


to  be  given,  but  the  description  of  each  test  will  be  followed 
by  the  substance  to  be  discovered  given  in  brackets.  Fur- 
ther, after  the  description  of  a  volumetric  estimation  will 
follow  the  statement  that  so  many  c.c.  of  the  normal  solution 
employed  corresponds  to  a  certain  quantity  of  the  substance 
to  be  determined,  using  a  stated  indicator.  The  following 
examples  illustrate  the  construction  and  tests  to  be  adopted  : 

Chloroform.  —  *  HCl3  Molecular  w.  i^ht  119.39.  Con- 
tains 99  to  99.4  per  cent,  of  pure  chloroform  and  1  to  0.6  per 
cent,  of  absolute  alcohol. 

A  clear,  colourless,  volatile  liquid.  Chloroform  has  a 
peculiar  odour,  a  sweetish  taste,  is  very  slightly  soluble 
in  water ;  soluble  in  all  proportions  in  alcohol,  ether, 
fatty  and  ethereal  oils.  S.G.  1.485  to  1.489.  Boiling- 
point  60°  to  62°  C.  On  shaking  20  c.c.  of  chloroform 
with  10  c.c.  of  water  and  immediately  decanting  5  c.c. 
of  the  water,  the  latter  should  not  redden  litmus,  and,  care- 
fully poured  over  solution  of  silver  nitrate  diluted  with  an 
equal  volume  of  water,  should  cause  no  turbidity  (hydro- 
chloric acid).  On  shaking  chloroform  with  iodine-zinc-starch 
solution,  the  latter  should  neither  assume  a  blue  colour,  nor 
should  the  chloroform  be  coloured  (chlorine).  Chloroform 
should  not  have  a  suffocating  odour  (phosgene).  Best  filter- 
paper  soaked  in  chloroform  should  on  evaporation  of  the 
latter  possesses  no  foreign  odour.  After  frequently  shaking 
20  c.c.  of  chloroform  and  15  c.c.  of  sulphuric  acid  in  a  3-cm. 
wide  glass-stoppered  flask,  previously  rinsed  out.  with  sul- 
phuric acid,  the  acid  should  not  assume  any  coloration  within 
an  hour's  time  (organic  impurities). 

Chloroform  for  Anaesthesia  should  correspond  with  the 
requirements  given  for  chloroform,  but  on  shaking  chloro- 
form for  anaesthesia  with  sulphuric  acid,  the  latter  should 
remain  colourless  for  forty-eight  hours.  On  frequently 
shaking  20  c.c.  of  chloroform  for  anaesthesia  with  15  c.c.  of 
sulphuric  acid  and  4  drops  of  formaldehyde  solution  in  a 
3-cm.  wide  glass-stoppered  flask,  previously  rinsed  out  with 
sulphuric  acid,  the  sulphuric  acid  should  remain  colourless 
for  half  an  hour  (organic  impurities).  Chloroform  for  anaes- 
thesia is  to  be  stored  in  bottles  of  brown  glass,  completely 
filled  and  well  closed,  containing  not  more  than  60  c.c.  To 
be  kept  protected  from  light. 

Hydrogenium  Peroxydatum  Solution  (new). — Con- 
tains at  least  3  per  cent,  by  weight  of  hydrogen  peroxide, 
H.O*.    Molecular  Weight  34.016. 

A  clear,  colourless,  and  odourless  liquid  with  a  faintly 
bitter  taste.  Slightly  reddens  litmus.  At  ordinary  tem- 
perature it  decomposes  very  slowly,  evolving  oxygen ; 
on  boiling  or  on  coining  into  contact  with  certain  sub- 
stances, as  manganese  oxide,  it  decomposes  very  rapidly. 
On  adding  to  solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide  a  few  drops 
of  dilute  sulphurio  acid  and  a  few  c.c.  of  solution  of 
potassium  permanganate,  the  mixture  effervesces  and  the 
colour  of  the  permanganate  solution  disappears.  On  shaking 
1  c.c.  of  solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide,  acidified  with  a  few 
drops  of  dilute  sulphuric  acid,  with  about  2  c.c.  of  ether  and 
adding  a  few  drops  of  solution  of  potassium  chroinate,  the 
ethereal  layer  on  shaking  will  assume  a  deep  blue  colour.  On 
adding  to  lodine-zinc-starch  solution  a  few  drops  of  dilute 
hydrochloric  acid  and  one  drop  of  solution  of  hydrogen  per- 
oxide, the  mixture  assumes  a  blue  to  violet  colour.  On  adding 
dilute  sulphuric  acid  to  5  c.c.  of  solution  of  hydrogen  per- 
oxide, no  change  shall  take  place  within  ten  minutes  (barium 
salts).  Solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide  to  which  a  few  drops 
of  solution  of  sodium  acetate  have  been  added  should  not  be 
altered  by  the  addition  of  solution  of  calcium  chloride  (oxalic 
acid).  To  neutralise  50  c.c.  of  solution  of  hydrosren  peroxide 
not  more  than  2.5  c.c.  of  j?  potassium  hydroxide  (free  acid) 
should  be  required.  Twenty  c.c.  of  solution  of  hydrogen  per- 
oxide evaporated  in  a  water-bath  should  not  leave  over 
0.02  gram  residue. 

Determination  of  Strength. — Ten  grams  of  solution  of 
hydrogen  peroxide  is  diluted  with  water  to  100  c.c.  To 
10  c  c.  of  this  mixture  are  added  5  c.c.  of  dilute  sulnhuric  acid 
and  10  c.c.  of  solution  of  potassium  iodide  (1  +  9),  and  the 
whole  is  allowed  to  stand  for  half  an  hour  in  a  closed  flask. 
To  take  up  the  iodine  liberated,  at  least  17.7  c.c.  of  j\j 
sodium-thiosulphate  solution  should  be  required,  correspond- 
ing to  a  minimum  content  of  3  per  cent,  of  hydrogen 
peroxide  (1  c.c.  jo  sodium-thiosulphate  solution  =  0.00170  gram 
hydrogen  peroxide,  with  mucilage  of  starch  as  indicator). 

To  be  keot  in  a  cool  place  and  away  from  light.

Petroleum  benzin   A  sufficiency 
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Dissolve  th-a  caoutchouc  in  150  parts  of  petroleum  benzin 
without  shaking-.  Melt  the  copaiba  and  wool-fat,  and  heat 
for  about  ten  minutes  to  100°  C.  Dissolve  the  half -cooled 
mixture  in  15  parts  of  petroleum  benzin,  and  add  to  the 
caoutchouc  solution.  Dry  the  orris  powder  at  100°  C  and 
with  a  sufficiency  of  petroleum  benzin  form  a  thick  uniform 
paste  which  can  be  poured  out,  and  add  to  the  former  solution. 
This  mixture  is  spread  on  undressed  shirting  to  form  a  plaster 
0.9  mm.  thick  (including  shirting)  and  kept  at  ordinary  tem- 
perature until  the  benzin  has  evaporated. 

Emulsio  Olei  Jecoris  Asselli. 
Cod-liver  Oil  Emulsion. 

Contains  50  per  cent,  of  cod-liver  oil.

Gum  acacia  and  tragacanth  added  uniformly  to  oil  in  a 
dry  bottle.  Gelatin  dissolved  in  water  and  added  to  above 
when  cool,  and  shaken  for  five  minutes.  To  the  emulsion  are 
added  the  solution  of  calc.  hypophos.  in  aq.  cinnamom.  and 
the  benzaldehyde  in  the  syrup.  The  whole  is  well  shaken.

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin, 
on  Wednesday,  March  2,  at  3  p.m.,  Mr.  John  Smith 
(President)  in  the  chair.  The  other  members  of  the 
Council  present  were  :  Sir  Wm.  Jas.  Baxter,  J.P.  (Vice- 
President),  Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh,  Messrs.  G.  D.  Beggs  (Hon. 
Treasurer),  Thos.  Batt,  Richard  Blair,  H.  Bowden,  Wm. 
J.  Hardy,  Jas.  Michie,  James  Tate,  David  M.  Watson, 
and  Wm.  F.  Wells. 

Resignation  of  a  Member  of  Council. 
Mr.  Ferrall  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  C.  P.  Fairweather, 
of  Kingstown,  resigning  his  position  as  member  of  the 
Council,  on  the  ground  that  he  could  not  give  the  necessary 
time  and  attention  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
office. 

The  President  said  the  Council  were  sorry  to  receive 
Mr.  Fairweather's  resignation,  as  he  was  a  very  active 
member  of  the  Council  and  attended  the  committee  meet- 
ings very  regularly.  For  that  reason  he  was  6ure  they  all 
regretted  that  he  had  seen  his  way  to  resign.  (Hear, 
hear.)  He  supposed  it  only  remained  for  the  Council  to 
accept  his  resignation,  and  to  co-opt  a  member  in  his  place 
at  next  meeting. 

Pharmaceutical  Licence  Examination. 

A  discussion  took  place  regarding  6ome  correspondence 
which  had_  passed  relative  to  the  refusal  of  the  Council  to 
allow  admission  to  an  applicant  for  the  licence  examina- 
tion, on  the  ground  that  the  applicant  had  not  served  his 
apprenticeship  with  a  properly-qualified  man.  The  matter 
was  referred  to  the  solicitors  of  the  Society. 

A  Restored  Druggist. 

Mr.  Wm.  Dixon  Quirey,  R.D.,  Coleraine  (formerly  of 
Belfast),  whose  name  had  been  omitted  from  the  register 
on  account  of  several  letters  having  failed  to  find  him, 
was  now  restored  to  the  list,  on  his  own  application. 
Preliminary  Examination  Matters. 

Mr.  P.  B.  Dooley  applied  for  return  of  the  two-guinea 
fee  he  had  paid  for  registration,  having  passed  the  Pre- 
liminary examination  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Ireland, 
but  the  Council  had  declined  to  register  him  under  the 
circumstances. 

The  President  said  that  the  Council  were  not  prepared 
to  accept  the  Preliminary  Examination  of  the  Apothe- 


caries' Hall,  as  the  Medical  Council  do  not  accept  it.  The 
Council  had  no  evidence  before  it  that  the  examination  was 
up  to  the  standard  required.  As  to  the  fee,  of  course,  the 
Council  would  return  it. 

Mr.  Wells  said  they  had  not  absolutely  refused  the- 
applicant.    They  adjourned  it  for  a  time. 

Mr.  Watson  :  What  we  said  was  that  we  could  not. 
accept  it  at  present. 

The  President  :  We  postponed  it  pending  the  accept- 
ance by  the  Medical  Council  of  the  Preliminary  Examina* 
tion  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall.

The  genus  Ornithogalum  has  been  stated  to  contain 
about  one  hundred  species,  and  of  these,  according  to  the 
"  Flora  Capensis,"  seventy-three  are  natives  of  South 
Africa,  eleven  species  having  been  found  in  Natal.  The 
name  of  this  genus  is  derived  from  two  Greek  words, 
meaning  "a  bird"'  and  "milk,"  or  literally  "bird's 
milk,"  an  expression  commonly  employed  to  designate 
some  marvellous  thing.  One  species  of  this  genus — namely, 
0.  umbettatum — is  known  as  the  "  Star  of  Bethlehem," 
on  account  of  its  star-shaped  flowers  and  the  fact  that  it 
is  abundant  in  Palestine,  where  the  bulbs  of  the  plant, 
when  cooked,  are  employed  as  a  nutritious  article  of  food. 
The  same  species,  however,  is  a  common  weed  in  some 
parts  of  England  and  Scotland.  The  particular  species 
under  consideration.  Ornithogalum  thyrsoides,  Jacq.,  is  a 
bulbous,  liliaceous  plant  ,  which  is  common  in  Cape  Colony, 
where,  among  other  vernacular  names,  it  is  known  as 
"  Chinkerinchee,"  and  in  some  parts  of  the  Eastern  Pro- 
vince it  is  called  the  "  Snowdrop."  The  plant  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  authors  on  account  of  its  reputed 
poisonous  properties,  many  deaths  among  horses  having 
been  attributed  to  it  when  mixed  with  the  forage. 
Although  its  poisonous  action  would  appear  to  have  been 
well  established,  some  doubt  has  been  expressed  in  certain 
quarters  respecting  the  correctness  of  this  conclusion.  It 
was,  therefore,  deemed  desirable  to  subject  the  plant  to  a 
complete  chemical  examination. 

The  material  employed  in  this  investigation  consisted  of 
the  entire  flowering  plants,  obtained  from  South  Africa, 
and  their  identity  was  confirmed  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes. 
A  preliminary  examination,  both  of  the  bulbs  and  the  over- 
ground portions  of  the  plant,  showed  the  complete  absence 
of  an  alkaloid.  A  quantity  (about  3.5  kilos.)  of  ground, 
-air-dried  material,  consisting  of  the  entire  plants,  was  com- 
pletely extracted  with  hot  alcohol,  and,  after  the  removal 
■of  the  greater  portion  of  the  alcohol,  the  resulting  extract 
was  distilled  with  steam,  when  a  small  amount  of  an 
essential  oil  was  obtained.    The  portion  of  the  extract 


which  was  soluble  in  water  contained  a  considerable 
quantity  of  inorganic  salts,  together  with  amorphous 
matter,  and  a  sugar  which  yielded  ^-phenylgiucosazone. 
The  portion  of  the  extract  which  was  insoluble  in  water 
consisted  of  a  dark-green  resin,  and  amounted  to  about 
4  per  cent,  of  the  weight  of  the  entire  dried  plant.  This 
resin  was  extracted  successively  with,  various  solvents,  and 
the  products  separately  examined.  The  petroleum  extract 
yielded  a  considerable  amount  of  palmitic  acid,  which 
was  present  in  both  a  free  and  combined  state,  together 
with  pentatriacontane,  C35H72,  a  phytosterol,  C,;H160, 
and  a  very  small  amount  of  volatile  fatty  acids. 

The  ether-extract  consisted  chiefly  of  resinous  material, 
but  from  it  there  was  isolated  a  small  amount  of  the 
dihydric  alcohol,  ipuranol,  C23H  380,,(OH).,.  This  alcohol, 
although  first  obtained  by  the  authors  from  the  stems  of 
Ipomosa  purpurea,  Roth,  is  evidently  widely  distributed 
in  nature,  having  since  been  obtained  from  olive-bark, 
wild-cherry  bark,  the  nutmeg,  and  the  South  African  plant 
Bumex  Echlonianus,  Meisner.  In  the  meantime  two 
other  new  dihydric  alcohols  have  been  obtained — namely, 
citrullol  C22H3l.02(0H)2J  from  colocynth,  and  trifolianol, 
C^H^O^OH).,,  from  the  flowers  of  the  common  red 
clover,  and  as  they  possess  similar  characters  they  are 
evidently  members  of  a  homologous  series,  which  is  repre- 
sented by  the  general  formula,  C„H2„  604.  The  chloro- 
form, ethyl  acetate,  and  alcohol  extracts  consisted  almost 
entirely  of  resinous  products. 

With  regard  to  the  reputed  poisonous  properties  of  the 
plant,  these  have  been  fully  confirmed.  The  toxic  prin- 
ciple appears  to  be  chiefly  contained  in  the  resin,  and 
especially  in  that  portion  of  it  which  is  soluble  in  ether. 
As,  however,  all  the  extracts  of  the  resin,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  portion  removed  by  light  petroleum,  are  physio- 
logically active,  there  would  appear  to  be  several  poisonous 
substances  present,  but  the  attempts  to  obtain  these  in  a 
more  definite  form  were  not  successful.  When  the  entire 
ground  plant,  in  amounts  of  5  grams,  or  the  various 
extracts  of  the  resin  in  amounts  of  0.1  gram,  were  ad- 
ministered to  guinea-pigs,  death  ensued  with  the  same 
symptoms  of  gastro  enteritis  as  are  stated  to  be  produced 
in  horses  after  eating  the  plant  or  certain  South  African 
fodder  containing  it. 

Specimens  of  the  substances  obtained  were  exhibited  on 
the  lecture-table,  and  Dr.  Power  demonstrated  the  colour- 
reaction  which  ipuranol  gives  with  acetic  anhydride  and  sul- 
phuric acid. 

Mr.  Holmes  inquired  whether  an  antidote  had  been  dis- 
covered for  the  poison  of  this  plant.  He  mentioned  that 
a  consignment  of  the  plants  was  recently  sent  to  this  country. 
The  three  principles — ipuranol,  citrullol,  and  trifolianol — 
seemed  to  form  a  connecting-link  between  three  families 
botanically  far  apart. 

Professor  Greenish  mentioned  that  it  was  the  first  time 
that  Dr.  .Power  had  read  a  paper  before  the  Society,  and 
hoped  it  would  not  be  the  last.  He  remarked  on  the 
small  quantities  of  material  employed  in  the  research, 
which  must  have  added  considerably  to  the  difficulties  of 
the  investigation. 

Dr.  Pojvjjr  briefly  replied,  and  said  that  much  of  the 
credit  of  the  investigation  belonged  to  MjuJifigerson.

The  Utilisation  of  Atmospheric  Nitrogen 
was  the  title  of  the  next  paper,  by  Professor  A.  W. 
Crossley.  This  was  an  interesting  account  of  the  methods 
that  are  in  use  or  have  been  proposed  for  utilising  the 
nitrogen  of  the  air,  and  was  illustrated  by  lantern-slides 
and  experiments.  Nitrogen  forms  four-fifths  of  the  gases 
of  the  atmosphere,  and  the  quantity  varies  but  little. 
Formerly  it  was  looked  upon  merely  as  a  diluent  of  the 
oxygen,  but  now  its  use  as  a  storehouse  of  nitrogen  for 
industrial  purposes  has  been  recognised.  The  lecturer  then 
traced  the  cycle  of  changes  by  which  nitrogen  is  absorbed 
by  plants,  transmitted  to  animals,  and  returned  to  the 
soil  as  manure.  There  is,  however,  considerable  wastage 
in  the  process.  This  led  up  to  a  consideration  of  Liebig's 
views  upon  agriculture  expressed  as  "agriculture  without 
manuring  is  a  robbery  of  Nature."  The  salts  abstracted 
from  the  soil  by  plants  can  be  replaced  by  the  use  of 
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potash  salts,  phosphates,  and  nitrates  as  manures.  Every 
acre  of  land  in  Great  Britain  is  enriched  by  nitrates 
formed  from  the  nitrogen  of  the  air  by  means  of  thunder- 
storms to  the  extent  of  11  lb.  per  annum.  Allusion  was 
then  made  to  the  potash-mines  at  Stassfurt  and  elsewhere 
in  Germany,  the  most  important  source  of  potash  salts. 
Guano  deposits  formerly  utilised  as  a  source  of  nitrogenous 
material  are  now  exhausted,  while  the  sodium-nitrate 
deposits  of  Chili  will  be  worked  out  in  from  twenty-one 
to  forty-two  years,  according  to  the  widely  differing 
estimates  of  experts.  The  production  of  ammonium  sul- 
phate from  gas-liquor,  the  dry  distillation  of  shale,  and 
the  waste  gases  of  blast-furnaces,  coke-ovens,  and  gas- 
generators  amounted  to  325,000  tons  in  1908,  but  coal  could 
not  supply  all  the  nitrogenous  products  needed  for  the 
soil  in  view  of  the  exhaustion  of  the  Chili  saltpetre  beds. 

The  nitrogen  in  the  air,  estimated  at  4,000  billion  tons,  is 
practically  inexhaustible.  Sir  William  Crookes  in  1897 
called  attention  to  the  necessity  of  fresh  sources  of  nitro- 
genous material  for  fertilising  the  soil,  and  suggested  the 
utilisation  of  the  nitrogen  of  the  atmosphere  for  the  pur- 
pose. Professor  Crossley  then  outlined  the  methods  of  pre- 
paring ammonia,  the  direct  process  of  combining  the 
elements  not  being  hopeful,  because  it  is  a  reversible  one. 
Many  metals  give  rise  to  nitrides  when  heated  with  nitrogen, 
and  these  nitrides  yield  ammonia  when  acted  upon  by 
water.  This  was  experimentally  shown  by  passing  nitrogen 
over  a  heated  mixture  of  calcium  oxide  and  magnesium, 
and  subsequently  decomposing  the  nitride  by  passing  over 
it  superheated  steam,  a  sheet  of  red  litmus  paper  held 
within  range  demonstrating  the  formation  of  ammonia  by 
changing  colour  to  blue.  Berthelot  in  1869  observed  the 
formation  of  hydrocyanic  acid  when  a  mixture  of  acetylene 
and  nitrogen  is  submitted  to  the  action  of  the  electric 
spark.  Subsequently  unsuccessful  attempts  were  made  to 
prepare  cyanogen  and  ammonia  on  a  commercial  scale  by 
jsassing  nitrogen  over  a  highly  heated  mixture  of  coal  and 
alkalies.  In  1894  the  inventions  of  Moissan  and  Willson 
made  possible  the  preparation  of  calcium  carbide  in  the 
electric  furnace  on  a  large  scale,  and  shortly  afterwards 
Frank  and  Caro,  reviewing  the  earlier  work  of  Marguerite 
Sourdeval  and  Mond,  proved  that  carbides  are  capable  of 
absorbing  large  amounts  of  nitrogen.  Owing  to  the  demand 
for  cyanides  for  gold-extraction,  Frank  and  Caro  regarded 
cyanides  and  ferrocyanides  as  the  most  valuable  com- 
pounds of  nitrogen,  and  it  was  discovered  that  barium 
carbide  most  easily  fixed  nitrogen,  forming  barium  cyana- 
mide, BaNCN,  from  which  cyanide  could  be  readily  formed 
fay  treatment  with  alkaline  carbonates.  These  inventors 
were  subsequently  induced  to  prepare  calcium  cyanamide 
as  a  source  of  ammonia,  which  would  be  available  for 
manuring  purposes,  and  they  successfully  carried  this  out. 
It  was  afterwards  found  that  crude  calcium  cyanamide, 
"  nitrolime,"  could  be  employed  directly  as  a  fertiliser. 
The  lecturer  then,  after  explaining  the  need  for  pure 
nitrogen  in  making  nitrolime,  gave  particulars  of  the  Linde 
method  of  separating  nitrogen  from  liquid  air.  Lantern- 
slides  were  then  shown  of  the  works  of  the  North-Western 
Cyanamide  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  Odde,  on  the  Hardanger  Fjord, 
in  Norway,  and  of  the  hydro-electric  power  installation. 
A  separate  company  makes  the  calcium  carbide  from  Welsh 
coal  and  lime,  and  in  giving  an  outline  of  the  process 
Professor  Crossley  referred  to  the  exothermic  nature  of 
the  reaction.  The  intense  heat  that  results  exerts  a  dele- 
terious effect  on  the  walls  of  the  furnace,  and  endeavours 
have  been  made  by  the  addition  of  calcium  chloride  or 
calcium  fluoride  to  reduce  the  temperature  of  the  reaction. 
The  electric  method  of  heating  the  lime  and  coal  is  pre- 
ferable, as  the  heating  takes  place  within  the  mass,  and 
as  soon  as  the  reaction  commences  the  current  can  be 
turned  off.  Nitrolime  contains  from  55  to  67  per  cent, 
•of  calcium  cyanamide.  Its  use  as  a  fertiliser  depends  on 
the  reaction  with  water,  which  produces  calcium  carbonate 
and  ammonia,  although  the  reaction  is  not  so  simple  where 
the  soil  is  concerned.  Calcium  carbonate  and  free  cyana 
mide  are  probably  formed  as  the  first  step,  and  the 
cyanamide  by  absorption  of  moisture  is  transformed  into 
urea,  from  which  ammonia,  and  by  subsequent  nitrification, 
nitric  acid,  is  formed.  Nitrolime,  as  a  manure,  must  be 
applied  below  the  surface,  and  not  to  growing  plants.  The 


lecturer  then  mentioned  other  developments  that  have- 
followed  the  manufacture  of  nitrolime.  Ammonia  can  be 
obtained  from  nitrolime  by  the  action  of  steam,  and  in 
this  way  ammonium  sulphate  is  made  at  the  Odde  Works. 
Ammonia  can  be  converted  into  nitric  acid  by  combus- 
tion with  oxygen,  Ostwald  having  devised  a  process  in. 
which  platinum  is  employed  as  a  catalytic  agent.  Nitro- 
lime can  be  converted  into  cyanide  by  melting  it  with, 
common  salt,  and  is  so  made  at  works  near  Berlin,  the 
cyanide  being  employed  in  gold  and  silver  extraction. 
Further  products  are  dicyandiamide  and  its  salts,  which 
are  employed  in  the  colour  industry,  and  also  as  cooling, 
material  in  gunpowders  to  prevent  the  destructive  action  of 
modern  powders  on  the  rifling.  Ferrodur,  made  by  melting, 
nitrolime  with  fluxes,  finds  a  use  as  a  case-hardener  for 
iron  and  steel. 

The  last  part  of  the  lecture  dealt  with  the  production 
of  nitric  acid  direct  from  the  air  by  the  Birkeland-Eyde 
process  carried  on  at  Notodden  in  Norway  by  a  com- 
bination of  firms.  Air  is  passed  over  a  flame  produced 
by  an  electric  arc  burning  in  a  magnetic  field,  the  nitric 
oxide  being  dissolved  in  water  and  then  neutralised  with 
lime  to  make  a  product  for  use  in  agriculture— Norwegian 
saltpetre.  The  lecturer  advocated  the  establishment  of 
works  in  this  country,  and,  as  water-power  is  not  available, 
other  cheap  sources  of  energy,  such  as  Mond  gas,  could  be 
employed  for  generating  the  current.  He  also  suggested 
that  nitrifying  bacteria  might  be  utilised. 

Discussion. 

Mr.  Kilburn  Scott  dealt  with  the  matter  from  an  elec- 
trician's point  of  view.  He  said  the  nitrous  oxide  produced 
by  silent  discharge  in  power-stations  gives  much  trouble 
at  times.  He  also  referred  to  the  possibility  of  utilising 
Mond  gas,  which  has  been  sold  at  2d.  per  1,000  c.f . 

Mr.  Garsed,  referring  to  the  enrichment  of  soils  by 
thunderstorms,  mentioned  an  experience  in  regard  to  land 
reclamation  in  Egypt.  In  that  country  thunderstorms  are 
rare,  and  consequently  the  nitric-nitrogen  in  the  soil  is 
very  small.  If  sodium  nitrate  is  used  as  a  fertiliser  no 
difficulty  is  found  in  raising  crops. 

Mr.  Self  asked  whether  there  are  any  disadvantages 
in  using  nitrolime  direct  as  a  fertiliser,  as  he  said 
authorities  differ  on  this  point.  He  also  inquired  whether 
the  workmen  employed  at  Odde  were  British. 

Professor  Crossley  briefly  replied.  He  referred  Mr.  Self 
to  the  record  of  experiments  carried  out  at  Rothamstead, 
and  regretted  he  did  not  know  the  nationality  of  the  work- 
men employed  at  Odde.  In  regard  to  the  lack  of  water- 
power  in  this  country,  he  said  it  would  be  possible  to 
build  a  dam  in  a  high  part  of  Scotland,  and  so  obtain  the 
necessary  power. 

A  vote  of  thanks  concluded  the  meeting.

In  the  Examination  Hall,  where  refreshments  were 
served,  samples  of  oil  of  Bois  de  Rose  and  Madagascar 
sandal-wood  oil  distilled  by  Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.  were 
exhibited.  The  sandal-wood  oil  is  almost  brown,  and  has 
an  odour  of  citronelle.  The  Bois  de  Rose  comes  from  French 
Guiana.  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  showed  a  collection  of  the 
insect-pests  of  rose-trees.  . 


To  Abort  a  Cold.— The  inhalation  through  the  nostrils  of 
formaldehyde  vapour  is  very  efficacious.

both  the  schoolmaster  and  the  proof-reader  were  very  much 
abroad  :  "  The  cystoscopie  appearances  varez  according  to 
the  amornet  of  disturbance  the  eggs  evoke  in  the  mucout 
membrane.

Several  grades  of  irritation  cause  distina 
petches  of  hy  percunna  and  ecchymosis,  the  mucous  mem  brans 
becoming  swollen,  and  appearing  upraited  demanded  01 
epithelium  and  ob  vioswly  inflamed."

Brief  Records. 

Bristol  Pharmaceutical  Association.  —  At  a  meeting 
held  last  week,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  T.  Grant,  it  was 
decided  to  conduct  a  postal  canvass  of  the  chemists  in  the  dis 
trict  regarding  the  Shop  Hours  Act,  in  order  to  ascertain  if 
some  decision  can  be  arrived  at  regarding  earlier  closing. 

The  Newcastle  Association  met  in  the  Hotel  Metro- 
pole  on  Wednesday  evening,  March  9,  when  Mr.  W.  Wyatt, 
Ph.C.,  discoursed  eloquently  on  "  The  Land  of  Robin  Hood  ; 
reminiscences  of  apprenticeship  days."  There  was  a  goodly 
company  of  ladies  and  gentlemen,  over  whom  Mr.  Buckley 
presided,  and  all  were  delighted  with  the  lecture. 

Great  Yarmouth  Pharmaceutical  Association.— A 
meeting  was  held  at  156  King  .Street,  Great  Yarmouth,  on 
March  3.  Mr.  J.  S.  Shearman  (President)  in  the  chair. 
Messrs.  Male,  Palmer,  W.  G.  Poll.  P.  R.  Hill,  A.  R.  Davies, 
C.  E.  Williams,  H.  E.  Goddard,  T.  J.  Woodcock,  and  E.  H. 
Kellam  were  also  present.  Many  interesting  letters  were 
read,  and  one  from  the  Preston  Association  was  ordered  to  be 
dealt  with  by  the  committee.

Holden  read  a  paper  on  "Co-operative  Buying,"  in  which 
he  described  the  advantages  to  be  gained  by  the  Association 
adopting  a  co-operative  buying  scheme.  After  discussion 
the  subject  was  deferred  for  a  fortnight,  and  several  members 
promised  to  join  if  a  "  trade  section  "  were  formed. 

Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association.- At  the 
meeting  on  March  3  Mr.  Young,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
read  a  paper  on  "  The  Uplifting  of  Pharmacy."

This  could  be  remedied  by  the  nationalisation 
of  pharmacy.  Mr.  Youne  condemned  the  sale  of  patent  medi- 
cines.   The  paper  was  followed  by  a  short  discussion. 


Aberdeen  Pharmaceutical  Association.— The  seventy- 
second  annual  general  meeting  of  this  Association  was 
held  in  Robert  Gordon's  College  on  March  2,  Mr.  David 
Anderson  (Vice-President)  in  the  chair.  The  annual  report 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Treasurer's  report  were 
submitted  and  approved.  The  membership  stands  at  sixty, 
being  an  increase  of  seven  on  the  previous  year.  Mr.  A. 
Wales  Berry  was  elected  to  membership.  Correspondence 
from  the  Preston  Chemists'  Association  regarding  the  sale 
of  medicated  wines  and  spirits  was  remitted  to  the  Executive 
Committee  for  consideration.  Office-bearers  for  session  1910-11 
were  elected  as  follows :  President,  Mr.  Robert  Leslie ; 
Vice-President,  Mr.  David  Anderson ;  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Charles  Simpson;  Secretary,  Mr.  William  F.  Hay;  and 
Auditor,  Mr.  James  Spence. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association.— The  President 
(Mr.  F.  L.  K.  Loxley)  presided  over  a  small  gathering  of  the 
members  of  this  Association  at  73  Newman  Street,  London, 
W.,  on  March  3,  when  Mr.  F.  J.  R.  Bennett  read  a  paper  cn 
"  Eminent  Scientists."  Democritus  was  the  first  one  dealt 
with,  his  conception  of  the  atomic  theory  being  accorded 
attention,  while  Ptolemy  I.  of  Egypt  and  Archimedes  fol- 
lowed. The  latter  was  charactered  as  primarily  a  mathe- 
matician, who  King  Hiero  discovered  possessed  "  marvellous 
mechanical  ingenuity."  His  famous  discoveries,  especially 
that  of  specific  gravity,  were  recalled.  The  life,  experiments, 
and  deductions  of  Dalton  leading  up  to  his  formulation  of  the 
atomic  theory  were  next  expounded  in  detail,  while  another 
famous  advocate  of  the  theory  in  Berzelius  was  also  men- 
tioned. The  discoveries  of  Jenner  in  regard  to  vaccination 
and  the  life  work  of  Pasteur,  especially  his  treatment  of 
hydrophobia,  comprised  the  bulk  of  the  communication,  which 
contained  many  personal  details  and  interesting  accounts  of 
fundamental  experiments.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Bennett 
terminated  the  proceedings. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry.- Dr.     J.  Lewkowitsch 
was  in  the  chair  at  a  meeting  of  the  London  Section  at, 
Burlington  House,  Piccadilly,  W.,  on  March  7.    Mr.  Walter 
C.  Hancock  read  the  first  paper,  on  "The  Rational  Analysis 
of  Clays" — rational,  as  distinguished  from  ultimate,  analysis - 
being  a  mineralogical  separation  of  the  constituents  of  clay 
into  clay-substance,  quartz,  and  felspar.    From  these  data 
inferences  can  be  drawn  which  serve  as  guides  to  the  industrial 
employment  of  clays.    Mr.  A.  W.  Onslow  next  described  the 
use  of  high-pressure  gas  in  furnaces,  by  which  constant  and  . 
easily  reproduced  temperatures  up  to  2,600°  F.  can  be  ob- 
tained.   The  application  was  described  of  high-pressure  gas  . 
to  glass-making,  lead-melting,  and  the  tempering  of  axle- 
trees  and  steel  bars.    Mr.  G.  N.  Huntly  then  showed  a  new  ■ 
gas-sampling  tube  which  fulfils  the  conditions  needed  for 
taking  samples  of  flue-gases  over  the  whole  period  of  a  boiler 
trial.    Dr.  J.  Gordon  Parker  and  Mr.  M.  Paul  called  atten-  - 
tion  to  an  error  in  Van  Schroeder's  method  of  analysing- 
vegetable-tanned  leather.    The  error  consists  in  the  deter- 
mination of  the  "tanning  figure"  or  "degree  of  tannage," 
part  of  the  mineral  substance  being  deducted  twice.  The- 
last  paper  was  a  description  by  Messrs.  J.  B.  Henderson  and 
T.  McCall  of  a  case  of  spontaneous  decomposition  of  blasting 
gelatin  which  occurred  in  Queensland  last  December. 

Leeds  Chemists'  Association.- At  a  well-attended 
meeting  in  the  Grand  Restaurant  on  March  9,  Mr.  R.  Broad- 
head,  of  Batley,  read  a  paper  on  "The  Social  Evolution  of 
Pharmacy,"  in  which  he  strongly  assailed  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  and  its  policy,  especially  in  regard  to  the  1908  Act. 
He  was  firmly  of  opinion  that  it  was  only  by  having  paid 
members  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  that  "their  interests., 
could  be  efficiently  guarded  and  protected.  He  criticised 
the  conduct  of  the  Editor  of  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal," 
and  in  conclusion  he  strongly  emphasised  the  need  of  a  re- 
organised Society,  and  said  that  social  evolution  had  beeiv 
a  failure,  and  what  was  now  wanted  was  social  revolution. 
A  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr.  Broadhead. 
Mr.  Pilkington  Sargeant  presided  at  the  meeting,  and  in 
opening  it  he  referred  to  the  comparative  inactivity  of  this 
and  other  associations  this  session,  saying  that  this'  may  be 
due  to  reaction  after  the  passing  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act.  The  Council  had  endeavoured  to  set  Mr.  Chater  to  ad- 
dress a  meeting,  and  made  arrangements,  but  Mr.  Bremridge- 
was  not  quite  sure  whether  it  would  be  advisable — or  per- 
missible even— for  Mr.  Chater  to  visit  Leeds.  The  President 
complained  of  the  treatment  the  Council  of  the  Association 
had  received  in  this  matter,  and  after  referring  to  othei- 
subjects  invited  members  to  submit  any  special  matter  which- 
they  might  desire  to  have  discussed. 

M-.U.A.P.-The  annual  report  of  the  National  Union  of 
Assistant  Pharmacists  has  been  issued  ,as  an  eisrht-pa^e 
pamphlet  with  cover,  the  latter  and  two  pages  of  the  white 
paper  beinsr  devoted  to  advertisements.  A  report  of  the  fir=t 
annual  meeting  held  at  Birmingham  on  April  9.  1909.  starts 
the  record,  and  this  is  followed  by  reports  of  the  more  pro- 
minent happenings  of  the  Union  during  the  vear,  all  of  which 
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have  been  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.  The  agenda  of  the  second 
annual  meeting,  to  be  held  at  Anderton's  Hotel,  Fleet  Street, 
London,  E.C,  on  Good  Friday,  March  25,  occupies  a  page. 
This  sets  forth  sixteen  items  which  will  be  considered,  and, 
as  a  full  day's  work  is  anticipated,  the  London  Secretary, 
Mr.  F.  B.  Bullen,  85  Lyndhurst  Avenue,  Streatham  Hill, 
London,  S.W.,  has  arranged  for  a  luncheon  and  tea  to  be 
served  in  the  hotel  at  2s.  bd.  for  the  two  meals. — A  meeting  of 
the  Bristol  Branch  was  held  at  Padden's  Restaurant,  Bristol, 
on  March  3,  the  President  in  the  chair.  Mr.  J.  W.  Dowty 
handed  in  his  resignation  as  Secretary,  in  view  of  his  early 
removal  from  the  city,  and  the  Chairman  voiced  the  members' 
appreciation  of  his  services.  Mr.  J.  Bransom  was  appointed 
to  the  vacant  office.  Mr.  Brooks,  PLC,  then  addressed  the 
members  on  ,:  Literature  and  the  Pharmacist."  He  recom- 
mended good  light  literature  to  counteract  the  depressing 
effect  of  shop-life,  and  various  interesting  extracts  were  given 
as  illustrative  types.  A  discussion  as  to  the  procedure  at 
the  next  general  meeting  ended  the  proceedings. 

Dewshury  Pharmacists'  Association. — The  annual 
meeting  of  the  above  Association  was  held  at  the  Church 
House,  Dewsbury.  on  March  7,  Mr.  R.  Broadhead  (President), 
of  Batley,  occupying  the  chair.  Others  present  were  Messrs. 
W.  Blakeley  (Birstall),  S.  N.  Pickard  (Ossett),  J.  Rhodes 
(Mirfield),  A.  B.  Barker  (Heckmondwike),  R,  Gledhill, 
J.  Day,  R.  J.  H.  Day,  G.  N.  Gutteridge,  and  G.  Walker 
(Hon.  Secretary).  Consideration  of  a  letter  from  the  Preston 
Chemists'  Association  with  regard  to  correspondence  from 
the  Inland  Revenue  in  reference  to  the  Spirits  Act  was 
deferred  until  the  next  meeting.  The  Secretary  then  read 
his  annual  report.  The  free  supply  by  the  Corporation  of 
"  Glaxo  "  food  to  mothers  had  been  dealt  with.  The  sale  of 
"  paregoric  without  opium  "  had  been  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  County  Council,  who,  however,  stated  that  legal  diffi- 
culties prevented  their  taking  action.  The  opposition  offered 
to  the  issue  of  poison-licences  had  proved  unsuccessful  A 
resolution  had  been  forwarded  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
urging  that  legislation  be  sought  for  restricting  the  place- 
name  '"  pharmacy "  to  places  of  business  carried  on  by 
bond-fide  chemists  only.  Fault  had  been  found  that  the 
social  side  of  the  Association  was  not  sufficiently  cultivated, 
but  only  nine  members  had  attended  a  whist-drive  held 
recently.  The  report  and  accounts  were  adopted,  the  latter 
showing  a  credit  balance  of  51.  15s.  8d.  Hearty  thanks  were 
•accorded  the  officers  for  their  services  during  the  past  year. 
Mr.  R.  Broadhead  was  re-elected  President,  and  Messrs. 
A.  B.  Barker  and  G.  M.  Gutteridge  were  re-appointed  Vice- 
Presidents.  Mr.  G.  Walker  was  again  elected  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  and  Messrs.  Pickard  and  Gutteridge  appointed 
delegates  to  the  West  Riding  Federation.  It  was  decided  to 
invite  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry,  of  Liverpool,  to  explain  the 
aims  and  objects  of  the  United  Chemists'  Association,  Ltd. 

Bradford  Chemists'  Association.— A  meeting  was  held 
on  March  8  at  the  Rawson  Hotel,  Mr.  John  Gordon  (Presi- 
dent) presiding.  Mr.  R.  H.  Jackson  said  that  the  adjourned 
licensing  sessions  were  to  take  place  on  the  following  day,  and 
he  would  like  to  know  if  the  chemists  were  taking  any  joint 
action  in  regard  to  the  method  in  which  wine-licences  are 
granted.  He  thought  it  absurd  that  they  should  be  bound 
down,  as  the  authorities  are  endeavouring  to  bind  them  down, 
to  sell  only  medicated  wines.  With  a  licence-fee  of  101.  lO.s. 
a  chemist  had  to  sell  about  400  bottles  of  wine  before  he  could 
be  recompensed  for  his  outlay.  After  a  short  discussion  the 
matter  was  allowed  to  drop.  The  hon.  secretary  reported  the 
receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  R.  T.  Booth  Co.,  which  had  been 
issued  to  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
asking  them  to  state  whether  or  not  face  value  or  limited 
"  cut  "  was  the  style  which  they  preferred  in  dealing  with 
proprietary  articles.  It  was  agreed  that  the  matter  should 
be  left  for  individual  members  to  decide  for  themselves. 
Correspondence  regarding  the  sale  of  medicated  wines  and 
spirituous  tinctures  which  had  passed  between  the  Preston 
Chemists'  Association  and  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue 
was  read.  The  Secretary  was  directed  to  reply  to  the  Preston 
Association  that  the  Bradford  Association  had  already  com- 
municated with  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  on  the  matter. 
In  regard  to  a  letter  from  the  Federation  of  Local  Pharma- 
•  ceutical  Associations  upon  the  question  of  discussing  trade 
subjects  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  the  Secre- 
tary was  instructed  to  reply  that  the  Association  is  not  now 
affiliated  with  the  Federation.  A  paper  entitled  "  The 
Apothecary  in  Shakespeare's  Time,"  by  Mr.  F.  Pilkington 
Sargeant  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Beacock,  was'  then  delivered,  and 
the  authors  received  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks. 


Halifax  Chemists'  Association. 

The  monthly  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the 
Old  Cock  Hotel  on  March  8.  There  were  present  :  Messrs.

On  the  suggestion  of 
Mr.  B.  C.  Hodgson  it  was  decided  to  write  to  the  Chamber 
of  Trade  asking  them  to  approach  the  joint  railway  com- 
panies with  a  view  to  an  extension  of  the  free-delivery  area 
being  made  to  Salterhebble. 

Joint  Proprietaries. — Mr.  P.  W.  Swire  read  a  paper  on 
"  A  Joint  Proprietary."  He  said  competition  is  not  likely 
to  diminish,  but  one  way  to  meet  it  would  be  to  run  a  joint 
proprietary  article.  Chemists  would  in  this  matter  have  a 
great  advantage  over  those  who  have  to  advertise  their 
proprietaries,  as  the  goods  would  bear  the  hall-mark  of 
personality.  The  sale  could  be  confined  to  chemists,  and 
a  monopoly  could  be  thus  provided  far  superior  to  that 
alleged  to  be  given  by  the  sale  of  poisons.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  paper  it  was  resolved  that  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  P.  W.  Swire,  Black,  and  Smithies  be 
formed  to  consider  the  question  further  and  bring  sugges- 
tions for  the  next  meeting.

Port  of  London  Inquiry. 


11  HE  Board  of  Trade  inquiry  into  the  proposed  port 
dues  of  London  was  resumed  at  the  Westminster 
Palace  Hotel,  before  Lord  St.  Aldwyn,  on  March  4. 

On  the  part  dealing  with  raw  materials  and  rebates,  Mr. 
E.  Clements  put  forward  the  case  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  the  objections  of  certain  trades  and 
affiliated  associations.  Among  these  was  the  Chemical 
Trade  Section,  whose  objection  was,  briefly,  as  follows  : 

"  The  rate  on  the  aggregate  imported  constituent  materials 
should  not  be  higher  than  that  on  the  manufactured  article. 
This  might  be  managed  in  some  cases  by  the  adjustment  of  the 
rates  actually  levied,  and  in  others  by  granting  drawbacks  to 
London  manufacturers  or  allowing  them  to  import  raw 
materials  free,  but  requiring  them  to  pay  import  rates  on  their 
finished  products  when  such  products  are  delivered  inland." 

He  said  this  was  the  first  of  the  general  objections  put 
in  by  the  London  Chamber  on  behalf  of  a  number  of 
sections,  and  including  particularly  the  Mincing  Lane  Metal 
Trade  and  Chemical  Trade  Sections.  As  the  clearest  and 
best  way  of  putting  before  Lord  St.  Aldwyn  what  this 
objection  was,  he  moved  an  amendment  to  Clause  4  of  the 
Provisional  Order,  viz.  : 

"  Provided  that  all  port  rates  paid  in  respect  of  goods  im- 
ported and  subsequently  re-exported  which  have  remained 
in  the  custody  of  the  Port  of  London  Authority,  or  a 
wharfinger,  or  a  bonded  warehouse  between  the  periods  of 
their  importation  and  re-exportation  shall  be  repaid  by  the 
London  Port  Authority  on  the  subsequent  re-exportation  of 
such  goods;  and  that  such  goods  shall  be  exempt  from  port 
rates  in  respect  of  their  re-exportation." 

The  great  point  of  that  amendment  was  that  it  asked 
for  total  exemption  from  port  rates.  The  re-export  trade 
consisted  of  the  trade  in  Colonial  and  foreign  produce 
of  all  kinds  sent  into  the  Port  of  London  for  sale  and  for  re- 
distribution after  sale  all  over  the  Continent  and  America 
and  anywhere  in  the  world. 

The  Chairman  :  But  your  amendment  is  not  limited  to 
oversea  trade  ? — It  is  not  confined  to  that. 

Why  not? — Because  there  is  importation  and  re-exporta- 
tion coastwise,  but  it  consists  mainly  of  this  foreign  and 
Colonial  produce.  Mr.  Clements  went  on  to  say  that  the 
re-export  trade  had  been  steadily  declining,  and  it  would  be 
lost  if  additional  charges  were  nut  on  it.  The  loss  would 
fall  on  the  traders  and  the  brokers  interested  in  the  trade 
of  the  wharfingers,  but  it  would  also  fall  very  heavily  on 
the  Port  Authority  in  their  capacity  of  warehousemen  and 
dock-owners. 

Witnesses  concerned  in  various  trades — jute,  wool,  rubber 
growers,  tea  importers,  wines  and  spirits,  etc. — were  then 
called,  and  the  proceedings  were  adjourned. 

Sir  H.  Kearley's  Evidence. 

On  March  7  Sir  Hudson  Kearley,  Chairman  of  the  Port 
Authority,  gave  further  evidence  in  reply  to  witnesses. 
He  agreed  that  the  entrepot  trade  would  require  very  tender 
treatment,  and  as  between  the  items  comprised  in  that  trade, 
there  should  be  a  differentiation  respecting  certain  articles. 
They  should  out  on  no  tax  whatever  which  would  damage  it 
or  which  would  lose  it  to  the  Port  of  London.  He  intended 
to  have  a  complete  comparison  made  of  the  dues  on  different 
trades  levied  in  other  ports,  so  that  those  trades  should  not 
leave  London.  Trade  had  not  left  London  because  of 
excessive  charges,  but  because  there  had  been  a  different 
method  of  transacting  business — a  species  of  competition. 

The  Chairman  said  he  could  not  possibly  see  his  way  to 
recommend  the  Board  of  Trade  to  exempt  manufacturers 
from  export  rates  for  their  goods.  The  only  way  the  point 
could  be  dealt  with  was  by  leaving  it  to  the  Port  Authority 
to  deal  with  particular  goods  on  their  merits. 

On  the  part  of  the  Order  dealing  with  the  riverside,  the- 
objection  of  the 

London  Waterside  Manufacturers'  Association, 
who  were  represented  by  Mr.  Wedderburn,  K.C.,  eame  up. 
It  was  to  the  effect  that  : 

"  The  Order  does  not  ensure  the  due  proportion  between 
the  burdens  on  the  river  trade  and  the  dock  trade  as  con- 
templated by  Section  13  (3)  of  the  Act.    The  goods  dealt  with' 
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outside  the  docks  are  much  more  in  quantity  than  in  value  as 
compared  with  the  whole  trade  of  the  Port,  and  the  rates  are 
based  not  on  value  but  on  quantity.  The  order  should  ensure 
that  the  actual  rates  levied  on  goods  discharged  or  loaded  in 
the  docks  and  the  river  respectively  shall  stand  in  their 
proper  proportion." 

Subsequent  objections  on  the  paper  were  those  of  the 
West  Ham  Chamber  of  Commerce  : 

"  The  maximum  rates  in  the  case  of  certain  articles 
(chemicals),  etc.,  which  do  not  enter  the  docks  shall  not  be 
more  than  sdW  part  of  the  average  value." 

The  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  (Chemical  Trade 
Section)  objected  as  follows  : 

"No  steps  are  taken  to  provide  against  the  rates  on  goods 
discharged  from  or  taken  on  board  ships  not  within  the 
premises  of  the  Authority  exceeding  js^o  part  of  the  value  of 
the  foreign  and  colonial  trade." 

Chemical  Products. 

Mr.  W.  Pearce,  M.P.,  chemical-manufacturer,  called 
by  Mr.  Wedderburn,  supported  the  proposal  that 
the  relations  on  amounts  levied  on  the  dock  and 
river  trade  should  be  accurately  observed  by  the 
Port  Authority.  Section  13,  Sub-section  3  of  the  Act  arose 
from  an  amendment  of  his  own  in  Parliament,  which  had 
the  effect  that  the  amount  of  money  levied  on  the  river  goods 
should  not  exceed  50,000?.  He  thought  the  matter  could 
be  met  by  classification.  It  was  material  that  goods  that 
trsed  the  river  only  ought  to  be  on  a  different  scale  to  those 
entering  the  docks.  Witness  also  explained  why  the  sub- 
section has  the  form  it  has.  Subsequently  the  waterside 
manufacturers  were  discontented,  and  they  felt  that  there 
ought  to  be  in  the  Act  of  Parliament  something  which  would 
protect  them  and  set  up  a  relation  between  the  amount  to  be 
levied  by  the  river  traffic  and  the  dock  traffic,  and  a  further 
limitation  was  inserted  in  the  House  of  Lords  in  putting 
them  on  a  different  scale  of  duty,  because  the  advantage 
they  would  derive  would  be  in  a  secondary  degree  to  that 
of  those  using  the  docks.  Witness  pointed  out  that  no 
"variation  is  made  in  the  schedule.  Illustrating  the  point, 
he  mentioned  that  the  annual  aggregate  trade  in  the 
chemicals  business  is  275,000Z.  on  eleven  articles.  One- 
Hiousandth  part  of  that  would  be  2111.  On  the  schedule 
maximum  sales  the  dues  proposed  to  be  levied  are  1,745/ 
On  five  out  of  eleven  of  these  articles  the  duty  amounts  to 
more  than  1  per  cent,  of  the  value,  and  those  articles  are 
pyrites,  purple  ore,  salt,  salt  cake,  and  nitre  cake.  The 
coal  figure  is  230  tons.  Witness  thought  there  should  be 
something  clearer  in  the  Order  to  preserve  the  relation  of 
the  1,000  and  the  3,000,  and,  secondly,  that  in  the  schedule 
itself  the  maximum  there  contained  should  bear  the  same 
-relation  to  that  which  could  be  raised  on  each  article.  He 
asked  the  Chairman's  attention  to  the  grave  importance  of 
these  due6  to  the  manufacturers  of  London,  and  said  he 
viewed  the  proposed  rates  with  the  greatest  alarm. 

Mr.  Wedderburn  :  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  water- 
side manufacturers  is  it  important  that  they  should  be 
secured  from  this  order  1 — Yes.    If  were  applied  to 

the  specific  articles,  I  think  manufacturers  would  be 
secured. 

By  securing  that  the  aggregate  amount  collected  from 
the  Port  rates  from  those  using  the  river  should  not  exceed 
in  one  year  half  the  aggregate  amount  of  goods  using  the 
docks  ? — That  is  so. 

Mr.  Honoratus  Lloyd,  K.C.  (for  the  Port  Authority)  : 
Are  you  content  with  the  protection  you  have  received  at  the 
hands  of  Parliament? — We  are  attempting  to  have  the 
intention  of  the  clause  defined. 

Is  not  your  object  to  put  into  the  Provisional  Order  that 
which  would  prevent  an  excess  beyond  what  you  say  is  the 
aggregate  river  traffic  ? — It  might  be  so,  and  it  might  put 
the  Port  Authority  in  default  for  the  time  being,  which  they 
should  remedy  by  coming  to  Parliament  for  fresh  powers. 

Is  it  not  a  fact  that  you  are  asking  that  the  limitations 
prescribed,  whatever  they  are,  should  not  be  exceeded, 
and  that  that  should  be  made  clear  by  the  Provisional 
Order  ? — Yes. 

Mr.  Lloyd  :  On  the  other  hand,  the  Act  of  Parliament 
contemplated  that  the  excess  might  exist,  and  it  should 
then  be  the  duty  of  the  Port  Authority  when  the  excess 


did  exist  to  make  provision.  You  are  asking  for  something 
different. 

Mr.  Wedderburn  :  The  point  is  not  limiting  the  amount 
of  the  excess,  but  seeing  that  the  excess,  if  it  took  place, 
should  be  borne  in  equal  proportions  by  the  dock  trade  and 
the  river  trade.  It  is  a  question  not  of  amount,  but  of 
proportion. 

Witness  :  What  I  mean  is  that  the  sums  of  money  raised 
from  dues  on  goods  should  be  in  proportion,  whether 
10,000/.,  100,000/.,  or  300,000/.  The  aggregate  proportion 
should  remain  the  same. 

Mr.  Lloyd  :  The  Act  of  Parliament  has  provided  for  a, 
separate  form  of  account  differentiating  between  the 
charges.  You  want  to  go  further  than  that.  Not  being 
content  with  the  protection  that  Parliament  has  given  you, 
you  say  the  Provisional  Order  should  give  you  something 
more. — Witness  replied  that  he  accepted  the  suggestion  that 
he  was  seeking  some  further  protection. 

River  and  Dock  Dues. 
Mr.  Siemens,  waterside  manufacturer,  recalled,  was  asked 
as  to  what  the  due  proportion  should  be  between  the  river 
traffic  and  the  dock  traffic.  Was  it  a  fact  that  the  river 
traffic  was  very  much  larger  in  quantity  than  the  dock  traffic  ? 
—Witness  said  the  river  traffic  comprised  about  18,000,000 
tons  and  the  dock  traffic  12,000,000.  The  18,000,000 
tonnage  had  to  produce  100,000/.  That  was  equivalent  to 
24,000,000  pence,  and  it  made  Id.  to  M.  per  ton.  The  dock 
trade  at  12,000,000  had  to  produce  48,000,000  pence, 
which  meant  that  the  average  of  the  dock  ton  should  be 
4d.  due. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald,  K.C.  (for  the  Port  Authority)  :  Are  you 
saying  that  the  rate  on  articles  is  to  be  three  times  more  in 
the  dock  than  in  the  river  ? — Yes. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald  urged  that  it  was  absurd  to  contend  that 
the  words  meant  that  the  rates  on  the  same  articles  were 
to  be  three  times  the  amount  if  dealt  with  in  regard  to  the 
docks  as  against  the  amount  charged  in  the  river. 

The  Chairman  said  it  seemed  to  him  quite  clear  that  this 
dispute  between  the  river  trade  and  the  dock  trade  was 
well  within  the  competence  of  Parliament.  It  was  before 
both  Houses,  and  was  settled  so  far  as  any  question  of  the 
relations  between  them  were  concerned  by  Sub-section  (3), 
Clause  13.  He  did  not  think  he  should  be  justified  in 
inserting  in  the  Provisional  Order  what  had  been  sug- 
gested. Indirectly  the  matter  could  be  raised  again  on  the 
question  of  classification. 

This  ended  the  hearing  on  Monday.  Next  day,  after 
"Exemptions"  in  Part  7  of  the  Provisional  Order  had 
been  dealt  with, 

Alkali  Trade. 

Mr.  Clements  (for  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.)  pointed 
out  anomalies  and  inconsistencies  in  the  schedule  of  port 
rates,  and  said  it  was  absolutely  impossible  to  find  any- 
thing like  principle  or  affixed  basis. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald,  on  behalf  of  the  Port  Authority,  said 
the  standard  of  articles  varied  greatly,  and  also  according 
to  the  market  conditions.  There  was  an  enormous  differ- 
ence between  the  prices  got  for  the  same  article.  Messrs. 
Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.  put  down  salt  at  about  lO.s.  a  ton, 
as  compared  with  16.s.  according  to  other  tables  put  in, 
making  a  difference  of  60  per  cent.  If  they  took  salt-cake, 
it  was  21.  2s.  6d.  in  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.'s  and  25s.  in 
others,  and  there  were  other  material  differences  the 
moment  they  looked  at  the  schedule  of  prices. 

The  Chairman  said  he  could  understand  the  suggestion 
of  an  ad  valorem  maximum  or  actual  rate  if  these  dues 
were  of  larger  amount  than  they  were,  although  he  con- 
fessed even  then  it  would  be  difficult  on  application. 
An  ad  valorem  rate  was  really  impracticable. 

The  objections  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Chemical  Trades  Section,  and  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.  were 
next  heard.  The  former  urged  that  there  should  be  a  pro- 
vision against  the  increase  of  the  actual  port  rates  without 
the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  similar  to  that  under 
Section  23  (2)  of  the  Act,  unless  the  maximum  port  rates 
were  considerably  reduced.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.  made  a 
similar  representation,  and  also  said  : 

"  Sub-section  (3)  of  Section  13  of  the  Act  is  disregarded  as 
in- the  majority  of  cases  the  maximum  rate  is  more  than 
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one-thousandth  part  of  the, value  of  the  goods  on  which  it  is 
levied,  and  no  steps  are  taken  to  provide  against  the  rates 
on  goods  discharged  from  or  taken  on  board  ships  not  within 
the  premises  of  the  Authority  exceeding  one  three-thousandth 
part  of  the  value  of  the  foreign  and  colonial  trade.  The 
maximum  rates  are  anomalous  and  often  excessive,  little 
regard  being  paid  to  the  value  of  the  goods."  They  suggested 
the  substitution  of  a  schedule  on  an  ad  valorem'  basis,  and 
attached  a  schedule  relating  to  the  maximum  rates  on  goods 
with  which  they  were  familiar. 

Mr.  Clements  said  the  Board  of  Trade  were  dominant 
in  this  matter  of  rates ;  they  were  to  fix  the  Provisional 
Order,  and,  when  fixed,  the  date  when  it  should  come  into 
operation,  and  in  the  Act  they  might  require  the  Port 
Authority  to  increase  the  rates,  and  the  schedule  was  re- 
gulated, or  would  be  regulated,  by  the  Order.  The  pro- 
visions as  to  lowering  rates  which  appeared  in  Section  13 
were,  he  thought,  more  or  less  illusory.  He  alluded  par- 
ticularly to  the  one-thousandth  part  of  the  question.  What 
had  been  said  that  morning  showed  plainly  what  a  tre- 
mendous scope  there  was  for  the  raising  of  the  actual  port 
rates  within  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (3),  Section  13. 
That  one-thousandth  part  was  one-thousandth  part  of  the 
aggregate  value  of  the  goods.  The  Chairman  had  pointed 
out  that  the  values  depended  upon  the  quality  of  the 
articles,  and  he  thought  it  had  been  said  that  that  de- 
pended on  the  marketable  condition,  and  it  was  very  ob- 
vious that  that  aggregate  value  of  protection  might  prove 
to  be  altogether  illusory.  Sir  Hudson  Kearley,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Port  Authority,  early  in  the  proceedings  ad- 
mitted that  there  was  nothing  in  the  Act  to  prevent  the 
Authority  from  raising  their  rates  without  notice,  and  he 
rather  waived  aside  the  point  he  raised  as  to  its  being  in 
their  power  to  raise  the  rates  without  giving  notice.  That 
question  of  notice  was  one  of  very  considerable  importance, 
and  although  the  Port  Authority  would  not  think  of 
springing  anything  with  absolute  suddenness  upon  the 
traders,  yet  it  might  be  that  what  was  their  view  and 
the  traders'  view  of  adequate  notice  might  be  something- 
altogether  different.  Any  increase  of  rates  must  of  neces- 
sity cause  a  considerable  disturbance  of  trade1,  and,  in  the 
absence  of  any  provision  requiring  the  Port  Authority  to 
give  reasonable  notice,  he  submitted  that  it  would  be  only 
right  to  insert  a  clause  in  the  Provisional  Order  binding 
the  Port  Authority  not  to  make  any  increase  in  their  rates 
without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  Chairman  :  Do  you  really  ask  that.  Parliament  hav- 
ing laid  down  that  the  Port  Authority  should  levy  rates 
within  certain  maxima,  if,  having  fixed  the  actual  rates  to 
be  levied,  they  desire  to  increase  or  decrease  the  actual 
rates  that  have  been  raised,  they  are  to  go  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  ? 

Mr.  Clements  snid  he  did,  as  regarded  the  question  of 
increase.  Sir  Hudson  Kearley  had  asked  for  a  very  large 
margin,  50  per  cent.,  and,  unless  the  Port  Authority  pro- 
posed at  once  to  work  up  to  the  one-thousandth,  it  was 
obvious  they  might  raise  the  rates  at  their  own  sweet  will 
and  pleasure. 

The  Chairman  :  The  question  of  notice  is  another 
matter.  I  am  against  you  distinctly  with  regard  to  the 
Board  of  Trade. 

Mr.  Clements  said  he  desired  to  obtain  the  authority  of 
the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  Chairman  :  I  am  against  you  on  that. 

Other  objections  were  subsequently  heard,  and  the  inquiry 
was  adjourned  until  Thursday. 

A  Conference  Suggested. 

A  very  largely  attended  and  urgently  called  meeting  of 
the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  held  on  Wednesday, 
March  9,  to  consider  important  developments  in  connection 
with  this  subject.  Among  those  present  were  Mr.  Stanley 
Machin  (Chairman  of  the  Council).  Mr.  Bennett  (J.  Bennett 
Lawesfe  Co.,  Ltd.).  Mr.  David  Howard.  Mr.  William  Pearce, 
M.P.,  Mr.  John  C.  Umnev.  and  representatives  of  Messrs. 
Brunner.  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  United  Alkali  Co.,  Ltd., 
Boake.  Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd..  and  members  of  most  sections 
of  the  Chamber.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Howard,  seconded 
bv  Mr.  Umney.  Mr.  Stanley  Machin  was  voted  to  the  chair. 
Mr.  Machin  explained  that  Lord  St.  Akhvyn  had  now  sat  as 
arbitrator  for  seven  days,  and  as  a  result  e-eneral  principles 
had  been  practicallv  acreod  upon.  Where  the  question  was 
one  of  general  principles,  counsel   had  appeared  for  the 


Chamber.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  Musgrave)  was  then  called 
upon  to  explain  t he  principles  which  had  been  accepted  and 
rejected.  He  stated  that  the  claim  of  merchants  for  special 
exemption  re  export  had  been  refused,  but  every  considera- 
tion had  been  given  to  the  claim  of  manufacturers  to  bo 
placed  on  terms  of  absolute  equality  in  competition  with 
foreign  trading.  In  order  to  simplify  the  consideration  of 
the  subject,  he  had  written  a  letter  from  the  Chamber,  sug- 
gesting a  conference  with  the  Port  Authority  as  to  rates  and 
classifications,  representatives  of  the  Board  of  Trade  being 
allowed  to  be  present.  This  was  approved  by  the  Port 
Authority,  and  the  present  meeting  was  convened  to  discuss 
the  suggestion. — Mr.  Howell  (solicitor  to  the  Chamber)  stated 
that  the  results  of  negotiations  so  far  had  certainly  not  been 
unsatisfactory.  It  had  been  conceded  that  at  least  half  the 
rates  in  the  proposed  schedule  should  be  the  maximum  col- 
lected, and  that  export  rates  should  be  reduced  to  half  those 
altered  rates.  In  his  opinion  it  would  be  well  for  each 
section  if  a  conference  were  decided  on  to  go  prepared  with 
an  actual  concrete  suggestion  as  to  rates,  and  not  to  ask  for 
absurd  rates  which  under  no  circumstances  would  be  accept- 
able.— Mr.  Pearce  said  it  would  be  advisable,  in  the  event  of 
such  negotiations  or  conferences  being  arranged,  that  each 
section  should  work  to  the  principle  of  attempting  to  obtain 
rates  as  a  maximum  equal  to  Id.  in  the  pound  sterling. — Mr. 
Umney  dissented  from  this  as  being  much  above  the  scale 
upon  which  collection  is  to  bo  based,  the  Act  providing  for 
a  collection  only  of  sfeu  th  part  of  the  value  _  as  de- 
termined after  two  years  working.— Mr.  Pearce  replied  that 
this  was  only  intended  to  be  in  the  aggregate,  and  Mr.  Umney 
responded  that,  in  his  opinion,  if  each  trade  worked  to  tho 
ideaof  3J  t  .tn^nigre  ite  would  e  n«arer  t->  that  th»n  nfojjth. 
— Some  doubt  was  expressed  as  to  the  wisdom  of  conferences, 
but  Mr.  Howard  questioned  if  by  any  other  method  sections 
or  trade  associations  would  be  heard  in  detail. — After  fur- 
ther discussion  it  was  agreed,  on  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Ruther- 
ford (Collins  &  Co.),  that  the  meeting  should  accept  the  idea 
of  conferences,  and  should  base  their  claims  upon  the  collec- 
tion of  dues  equivalent  to  two  parts  per  thousand. 

Subsequently  an  informal  conference  was  held  between  the 
representative's  of  the  Chemical-trade  Sections  present,  and  it 
was  agi-eed  that  in  the  conference  with  the  Port  of  London 
Authority  the  section  should  be  represented  by  the  Chair- 
man (Mr.  John  C.  Umney). 


Agri-Horticultural  Licences. 

(Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  Sec.  2.) 

Consideration  of  Applications. 

Middlesex.— The  Chairman  of  the  County  Council  has 
issued  a  statement  pointing  out  that  in  1909  nine  licences  were 
issued,  two  applications  postponed,  and  six  refused.  Much 
time  and  thought  had  been  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the 
applications,  in  an  endeavour  "to  secure  the  convenience  of 
Durchasers  of  insecticides  and  weed-killers  without  running 
the  slightest  risk  of  endangering  the  public  safety  or  ignoring 
the  obvious  intentions  of  the  Legislature  that  dangerous 
poisons  should  only  be  sold  by  unqualified  persons  in  cases 
where  they  cannot  readily  be  obtained  from  qualified 
vendors." 

Applications  Granted. 

Bristol. — T.  J.  Gibbs.  119  Bell  Hill,  St.  George. 

RAMSGATE. — The  Town  Council  had  before  them  on  March  3 
an  application  from  Messrs.  John  Harman  &  Sons,  florists, 
etc.,  24  Grange  Road.  Twelve  local  chemists  filed  a  petition 
objecting  to  the  issuing  of  a  licence  on  the  ground  of  tho 
dangerous  nature  of  the  substances  which  the  applicants  asked 
to  bo  allowed  to  sell,  and  for  which  the  present  facilities  were 
already  more  than  adequate.  The  petitioners  stated  that  if 
it  was  decided  that  seedsmen  were  inherently  proper  persons 
to  deal  in  arsenic  and  nicotine,  it  would  in  fairness  be  incum- 
bent on  the  Council  to  grant  such  a  licence  to  every  seedsman 
who  applied.  This  would  mean  unrestricted  trade  in  deadly 
poisons,  and  would  be  a  violation  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of 
1868.  The  Town  Clerk  said  that  the  petition  had  been  fully 
considered  by  the  Watch  Committee.  Mr.  Larkin.  who  sup- 
ported the  objectors,  contended  that  licences  were  intended 
more  particularly  for  country  districts.  A  motion  by  Mr. 
Hacker  that  the"  matter  be  referred  back  to  the  committee 
was  defeated,  a  majority  of  the  Council  deciding  to  grant 
the  application. 

Inspection. 

Favepsham. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Town  Council  on  March  2. 
Mr.  E.  Jenkins,  chemist  and  druggist,  moved  the  appointment, 
of  the  sanitarv  inspector  as  inspector  of  premises  licensed 
for  the  sale  of  poisons,  at  a  fee  of  11.  Is.  per  year.  That 
official,  however,  said  he  would  not  care  to  say  whether  he 
was  capable  of  discharging  the  duties  until  he  had  ascertained 
the  nature  of  the  responsibility  attached  to  them.  The  matter 
was  deferred  for  another  three  months  by  ten  votes  to  two.

Trade  Law. 

Photograph  -  mounting-.  —  In  the  Chancery  Division  on 
March  4,  Mr.  Justice  Parker  reserved  judgment  in  the  action 
(reported  in  the  C.  <b  D.,  March  5,  p.  350)  brought  by  the 
Adhesive  Dry  Mounting  Co.,  Ltd.,  against  L.  Trapp  &  Co., 
of  Milton  House,  Chiswell  Street,  E.C.,  to  re-strain  an  alleged 
infringement  of  a  patented  process,  No.  17327  of  1901,  for 
the  mounting  of  photographs. 

High  Court  Cases. 

[Unless  where  otherwise  stated  the  actions  are  in  the  High 
Courts  of  Justice,  London.] 

Alleged  Slander. 
Before  Mr.  Justice  Ross,  in  the  Dublin  King's  Bench 
Division,  on  March  3,  Mr.  John  Bartley,  B.L.,  applied  (in 
the  case  of  Hassavd  v.  Harten)  on  behalf  of  the  defendant, 
Edward  Harten,  Blackrock,  for  an  order  remitting  to  the 
Recorder's  Court  this  action,  which  is  brought  by  Robert 
Hassard,  Auburn  Street,  Dublin,  manufacturer  of  patent 
medicines,  against  the  defendant  for  damages  for  alleged 
slander.  Counsel  moved  on  the  affidavit  of  defendant,  who 
denied  that  he  slandered  the  plaintiff ;  also  that  he  had  a 
good  defence  to  the  action ;  and  that  the  plaintiff  was  a 
person  in  want  of  visible  means,  for  he  lived  in  a  house 
valued  at  only  14Z.  ;  that  the  plaintiff  had  been  formerly  a 
telegraphist  in  the  General  Post  Office,  but  was  retired  on  a 
pension.  The  plaintiff  alleged  that  he  was  in  the  embroca- 
tion business,  at  180  Great  Britain  Street,  and  supple- 
mented his  income  thereby.  The  words  of  the  alleged 
slander  were  not  stated. — Mr.  Overend,  B.L.,  opposed  the 
motion  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff. — Mr.  Justice  Ross  re- 
mitted the  case ;  costs  to  be  costs  in  the  cause. 

Minimum  Prices. 
In  the  Dublin  Chancery  Division,  on  March  8,  before 
the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  the  case  of  Messrs.  F.  Cade  & 
Sons,  mineral-water  manufacturers,  Cork,  against  Messrs. 
J.  Daly  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Cork,  was  mentioned.  It  was  listed 
on  a  motion  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  for  an  interlocutory 
injunction  (pending  the  hearing  of  the  action)  restraining 
the  defendant  company  from  selling  to  licensed  traders 
within  a  radius  of  sixteen  miles  from  the  Cork  Post 
Office  (excluding  the  towns  of  Queenstown  and  Midleton) 
certain  bottled  liquors  set  forth  in  an  agreement  of 
December  31,  1907,  at  prices  lower  than  those  agreed 
upon.  The  plaintiffs  and  the  defendants  are  both  members 
of  the  South  of  Ireland  Mineral-water  Manufacturers 
and  Bottlers  Trade  Protection  Association.  Mr.  Ronan, 
K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  the  action  was  by  a  body 
of  traders  who  had  entered  into  an  agreement  not  to  sell 
certain  bottled  drinks  below  a  certain  price.  They  were 
moving  to  restrain  one  of  their  number  from  breaking  that 
agreement.  The  Solicitor-General,  who  was  for  the  de- 
fendants, considered  there  was  no  question  of  law  in  the 
case,  which  it  would  be  more  satisfactory  to  have  decided 
on  the  trial  of  the  action.  Subject  to  his  Lordship's  ap- 
proval, it  had  been  arranged  that  the  motion  should  stand 
over  for  the  trial,  the  defendants  agreeing  to  deliver  the 
defence  within  two  days  after  the  receipt  of  claim,  and  to 
take  short  notice  of  trial.  The  plaintiffs  would  deliver 
their  statement  of  claim  at  once.  The  Master  of  the  Rolls 
allowed  the  motion  to  stand  over  till  the  trial  of  the 
action. 

Slandering  Soap-makers. 

After  a  trial  which  has  lasted  for  seven  days,  before 
Lord  Guthrie  and  a  special  jury  in  the  Court  of  Session, 
Edinburgh,  the  series  of  actions  which  was  initiated  by 
Lever  Bros.,  Ltd.,  Port  Sunlight,  in  the  English  courts 
in  1907,  and  in  which  they  obtained  50,000Z.  as  damages, 
terminated  on  Tuesday,  March  8.  Ogston  &  Tennant, 
Ltd.,  soap  manufacturers,  Glasgow  and  Aberdeen,  had 
two  actions — one  against  the  "Daily  Record  and  Mail," 
Glasgow,  and  the  other  against  the  Associated  News- 
papers, Ltd.,  London — in  which  they  sought  to  recover 
25.000Z.  in  each  case  for  slanders  against  them  said  to 
be  contained  in  the  series  of  articles  which  appeared  in 
the  "Daily  Record  and  Mail"  and  also  in  the  "Daily 
Mail,"  London,  and  other  newspapers  belonging  to  the 


company.  The  slanders  charged  Lever  Bros,  and  others 
with  selling  short-weight  soap  and  with  trying  to  deceive 
the  public  and  bribe  the  Press  and  others  in  various  ways. 
The  questions  at  issue  in  the  present  instance  were 
whether  the  articles  complained  of  implicated  Ogston  & 
Tennant  in  these  charges,  and  if  so  what  damages  should! 
be  awarded.  The  jury,  after  an  hour  and  twenty 
minutes'  absence,  returned  a  verdict  for  the  pursuers,  and 
awarded  them  9,O0OZ.  as  damages.  Counsel  then  intimated 
with  reference  to  the  case  against  the  Associated  News- 
papers, Ltd.,  that  it  had  been  settled,  and  that  the  pur- 
suers were  to  get  4,500Z.  as  damages,  besides  expenses. 
Sulphuric-acid  Patent. 

In  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  on  March'  8,  Lordi 
Salvesen  began  the  trial  of  an  action  raised  by  the 
Badische  Anilin  und  Soda  Fabrik,  Ludwigshafen,  against 
Nobel's  Explosive  Co.,  Ltd.,  Glasgow,  for  an  injunction 
to  have  the  respondents  restrained  from  infringing  cer- 
tain patents  belonging  to  them,  and  for  15,000^.  as 
damages.  There  are  five  patents,  and  they  relate  to  a 
continuous  process  for  the  manufacture  of  sulphuri-:- 
anhydride.  The  gases  from  roasting  pyrites  are  purified 
from  minute  quantities  of  arsenic,  phosphorus,  and  mer- 
cury. The  plaintiffs  claim  an  exclusive  right  to  a  contact 
process  in  which  the  gases  are  purified  before  introduc- 
tion to  the  contact  mass.  They  further  claim  to  have  dis- 
covered that  after  the  sulphur  dioxide  and  oxygen  have 
united  in  the  contact  mass  excessive  heat  is  generated, 
and  the  sulphuric  anhydride  is  decomposed  into  sulphur 
dioxide  and  oxygen.  The  inventor  introduced  a  means 
of  regulated  cooling  of  the  contact  mass,  and  by  these 
two  processes  he  claims  to  have  provided  a  practically 
continuous  manufacture  by  which  he  obtains  99  per  cent, 
of  the  sulphuric  acid.  The  pursuers  state  that  they  have 
always  been  willing  and  have  offered  to  grant  licences 
to  use  the  letters  patent  to  any  manufacturer  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  that  one  manufacturer  took  the  licence 
and  the  licensee  has  worked  the  patent  in  this  country. 
The  market  for  the  products  of  the  process  is  limited 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  cost  of  the  necessary 
plant  is  very  heavy.  The  respondents  plead  that  the  in- 
vention referred  to  has  been  anticipated,  and  has  had 
prior  use  by  a  firm  in  Silvertown,  near  London,  and  that 
the  processes  protected  by  the  letters  patent  have  not  been 
carried  on  within  the  United  Kingdom  but  are  carried  on 
exclusively  or  mainly  outside  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
hearing  of  the  evidence  in  the  action  is  expected  to  last 
about  four  weeks,  and  a  number  of  chemical  experts 
from  Germany  have  been  cited  as  witnesses,  and  their 
evidence  will  be  taken  through  an  interpreter. 

Pharmacy  Acts. 
Address  on  Poison-label. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  took  proceedings  at  the 
Police  Court,  York,  on  February  24,  against  George 
Coverdale,  Ltd.,  Parliament  Street,  York,  for  infringement 
of  Section  17  of  the  1868  Act  in  respect  to  improper  labelling 
of  a  poison  sold — namely,  morphine  in  the  form  of  a  mixture 
of  soap  liniment  and  tincture  of  opium.  The  article  was 
sold  at  the  premises  of  the  company  at  24  Blossom  Street. 
York,  and  bore  a  laudanum-label  with  the  name  of  Mr. 
George  Coverdale,  a  registered  chemist,  but  not  the  address 
of  the  place  at  which  it  was  sold.  There  were,  however,  on 
the  label  addresses  of  four  of  the  company's  shops  in  York, 
one  in  Ripon,  one  in  Rotherham,  two  in  Scarborough,  and 
one  in  London.  Evidence  as  to  the  purchase  and  analysis 
of  the  article  was  given.  For  the  defendants,  Mr.  Coverdale 
complained  that  the  summons  did  not  state  where  the  lini- 
ment had  been  purchased.  He  considered  that  it  was  an 
advantage  to  have  all  the  addresses  on  the  labels.  After- 
some  argument  the  Magistrates  intimated  that  they  con- 
sidered the  offence  a  technical  one,  and  would  not  impose 
a  penalty  on  condition  that  the  defendants  destroyed  their 
existing  labels  and  provided  proper  ones,  and  paid  two 
guineas  costs.    The  necessary  undertaking  was  given. 

County  Court  Case. 

Blood-circulators. 
At  Greenock  Sheriff  Court  on  March  3,  Dr.  Macaura, 
London  and  Glasgow,  applied  for  interdict  against  "Pro- 
fessor" Harry  Cameron,  Greenock,  to  prevent  the  latter 
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from  selling  or  offering  for  sale  blood-circulators  made  by 
pursuer  and  also  from  distributing  pursuer's  handbook  on 
health.  "  Professor  "  Cameron's  solicitor  stated  that  de- 
fender was  not  manufacturing  and  selling  blood-circulators 
in  infringement  of  pursuer's  patent,  but  merely  dealing  in 
second-hand  instruments  and  in  second-hand  handbooks. 
Interim  interdict  was  granted.  On  March  8  the  defender 
appealed  against  this  decision'to  the  Sheriff  Principal. 

The  Dentists  Act  (1878). 

Appeals  to  the  Lords. 

It  is  intimated  that  an  appeal  has  been  set  down  for 
hearing  in  the  House  of  Lords  from  the  decision  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal  in  the  case  of  Bellerby  c.  Heyworth  and 
Brown,  also  in  the  case  of  Minter  v.  Snow,  in  which 
similar  questions  arise. 

A  De-registered  Dentist. 

At  Louth  (Lines)  on  March  3,  James  D.  Gov,  Rams- 
gate,  Louth,  and  Swallowb'eck,  near  Lincoln,  was  sum- 
moned for  unlawfully  using  the  title  of  "dentist"  and 
the  qualification  L.D.S.,  which  he  did  not  possess.  The 
defendant  pleaded  guilty  to  a  technical  offence.  His 
solicitor  stated  that  defendant  was  registered  111  1879,  p.nd 
took  the  L.D.S.  diploma  by  examination,  but  he  was  struck 
off  the  register  because  he  contravened  the  rules  of  the 
British  Dental  Association  by  advertising.  Defendant 
was  fined  5/.  and  costs  for  each  offence. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Liq.  Amyion.  Acex. 
At  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  on  March  9,  Arthur  Moyse, 
described  as  a  chemist,  of  Caledonian  Road,  Islington, 
was  fined  20s.,  with  12s.  6(7.  costs,  for  selling  a  solution  of 
ammonium  acetate  deficient  in  ammonium  acetate  to  the 
■extent  of  98  per  cent.  Mr.  Roberts  prosecuted  for  the 
Islington  Borough  Council.  Mr.  Ricketts  tendered  a  plea 
of  guilty,  explaining  that  it  was  part  of  a  stock  which 
his  client  had  taken  over.  Mr.  Roberts  told  Mr.  Bros, 
the  magistrate,  what  the  solution  is  used  for,  e.g.,  in 
ough  mixtures,  and  Mr.  Ricketts  said  it  is  better  known 
as  liquid  ammonia — a  concentrated  form  of  ammonia. 
The  Magistrate  impressed  upon  the  defendant  the  desir- 
ability of  examining  his  stock. 


Bankruptcy  Reports. 


Re  Trances  Moseley,  trading  as  John  Moseley,  Sponge 
Merchant,  175  Graham  Road,  Hackney,  and  late  of  61  Bed- 
ford Street,  Mile  End. — The  first  meeting  of  creditors  under 
this  failure  was  held  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  on 
March  8,  when  accounts  were  submitted  showing  liabilities 
1.029/.  3s.  7(7.,  and  no  available  assets.  It  appeared  that  the 
■debtor  took  over  the  business  on  the  death  of  her  father  in 
1892  and  traded  until  last  September.  The  failure  was 
■attributed  to  want  of  capital  and  heavy  business  and  personal 
■expenses.  In  the  absence  of  any  offer  the  estate  was  left 
with  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  wound  up  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  bankruptcy. 

Re  Thomas  Henry  El  wick.  177  Carlton  Road,  Notting- 
ham, lately  98  Chilwcll  Road.  Beeston,  Drug-store  Dealer. — 
A  meeting  of  the  creditors  was  called  at  the  offices  of  the 
■Official  Receiver,  Nottingham,  on  March  1,  but  a  quorum 
was  not  present,  and  the  affairs  were  left  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Wynne  Humphreys.  The  debtor  gives  his  gross  liabilities  as 
305/.  Is.  6(7.,  of  which  275/.  lis.  6c?.  is  expected  to  rank  for 
dividend;  the  assets  are  estimated  at  30/.  10s.,  leaving  a 
deficiency  of  275/.  lis.  6(7.  Failure  is  attributed  to  "  bad 
trade."  The  Official  Receiver  states  that  the  debtor  was 
formerly  a  clerk  in  an  engineer's  office  at  a  salary  of  180/.

About 
six  weeks  prior  to  the  receiving  order  the  debtor  removed 
the  business  from  Beeston  to  177  Carlton  Road,  the  20/.  in 
•cash  required  for  this  purpose  being  found  by  his  prospective 
landlord.  He  also  borrowed  30/.  from  a  moneylender  at 
60  per  cent,  per  annum,  repayment  being  secured  by  a  bill  of 
sale.  The  bill  of  sale  covered  not  only  household  furni- 
ture, but  also  the  stock  and  other  trade  effects,  but  as 
no  action  was  taken  bv  the  holder  to  obtain  possession 
prior  to  the  receiving  order,  the  Official  Receiver  claimed  all 
the  trade  effects  under  the  Order  and  Disposition  Clause  of 
the  Bankruptcy  Act,  1883.

J.P.  (the  chairman),  presided  on  Tuesdav  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing-at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Birmingham,  on  March  8.  In  moving- 
the  adoption  of  the  report  he  reviewed  the  outstanding  figures 
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of  the  balance-sheet  [C.  it  March  5,  p.  352)  and  proceeded 
to  speak  of  the  effect  of  the  Budget  on  the  business,  par- 
ticularly in  relation  to  the  extra  duty  on  spirit  of  3s.  9d.  per 
gal.  proof.  This  gave  rise  to  a  great  outcry  by  pharmacists, 
hospitals,  members  of  the  medical  profession,  and  others,  who 
used  spirit  in  the  manufacture  of  tincture  and  other  galenicals, 
but  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  whilst  showing  his 
sympathy,  said  he  could  not  differentiate  between  them  and 
other  users  of  spirit.  In  their  own  business  the  duty  on  spirit 
amounted  to  many  thousands  of  pounds  per  annum,  whilst  it 
had  been  stated  that  the  extra  duty  on  the  spirit  used  in  the 
General  Hospital  alone  would  entail  an  extra  charge  of  5 
a  year  on  that  institution.  Sir  Thomas  next  alluded  to  the 
fact  that  the  company  had  obtained  a  supply  of  radium, 
which  had  been  largely  taken  advantage  of  by  members  of 
the  medical  profession  not  only  in  Birmingham,  but  through- 
out the  country.  Sir  Thomas  also  referred  at  some  length  to 
chemical  industry  and  research  (see  p.  416),  and  proceeding 
with  his  comments  upon  the  directors'  report,  said  it  was 
gratifying  that  there  had  been  an  improvement  during  the 
past  year  in  the  volume  of  exports  as  well  as  in  the  number 
of  buyers.  In  South  Africa  the  faith  which  they  had  in  the 
recuperative  powers  of  the  country  had  been  well  justified. 
In  the  Indian  market  the  competition  became  more  and  more 
severe,  and  it  wa?  consequently  to  the  company's  credit  that 
they  were  exporting  larger  quantities  of  their  products  year 
by  year  to  the  country.  Having  spoken  of  the  depressed  state 
of  the  cotton  industry  during  the  year  Sir  Thomas  said  their 
own  textile  mills  at  New  Charford,  Saltley,  and  Charford, 
Bromsgrove,  had  been  able  to  show  a  very  satisfactory  result — 
even  better  than  in  the  preceding  years.  The  general  outlook 
for  the  current  year  of  the  cotton  trade  was  anything  but 
favourable.  With  regard  to  the  cod-liver  oil  industry,  things 
this  season  were  very  awkward,  and  on  account  of  the  stormy 
weather  and  the  condition  of  the  livers  the  results  so  far  were 
anything  but  satisfactory.  On  the  previous  day  they  received 
a  telegram  from  their  works  manager  at  the  factory,  Balshad, 
in  the  Lofotens,  that  His  Majesty  King  Haakon  of  Norway 
had  graciously  visited  the  factory  in  the  rounds  he  was 
making  of  the  fisheries,  and  expressed  himself  as  greatly 
interested  in  what  he  saw.  Mr.  A.  W.  Southall  seconded  the 
report,  which  was  adopted.  Mr.  W.  F.  Southall  was  re- 
elected a  director

Third  Appendix  to  Squire's  Poclet  Companion  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia :  A  Review  of  Therapeutics  and 
Pharmacy  from,  190S  to  1910.  With  suggestions  of 
suitable  preparations  in  which  to  prescribe  the  drugs 
mentioned.  6|  by  4g.  Pp.  159.  (Squire  &  Sons, 
413  Oxford  Street,  London,  W.) 

This  is  the  third  of  the  series  of  Appendices  which  have 
been  issued  in  connection  with  Squire's  "Pocket  Com- 
panion." The  first  Appendix  was  issued  in  1905  and  the 
second  in  1906.  The  third  Appendix  is  a  review  of  the  pro- 
gress of  therapeutics  and  pharmacy  since  the  publication  of 
the  eighteenth  edition  of  Squire's  "Companion."  It  is 
divided  into  three  sections — (a)  devoted  to  the  review, 
(b)  containing  particulai'6  of  special  pharmaceutical  pre- 
parations, and  (c)  dealing  with  weights  and  measures,  solu- 
bilities, and  a  comparison  of  the  chief  standardised  potent 
preparations  of  the  British,  United  States,  French,  and 
German  Pharmacopoeias.  The  information  regarding  recent 
advances  in  therapeutics  and  pharmacy  is  given  in  a  concise 
and  interesting  manner,  the  monographs  including  references 
to  stovaine,  arsacetin,  atoxyl,  calcium  lactate,  standardisa- 
tion, novocaine,  sodium  acid  phosphate,  etc.  The 
"  Appendix  "  will  be  found  of  as  much  use  to  pharmacists 
as  it  is  to  physicians  and  surgeons. 

Assemblyman  Conklin,  of  New  York  State,  who  has 
been  fighting  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  upwards  of  a 
year,  is  still  continuing  his  efforts.  His  latest  advice  to 
the  group  of  druggists  whom  he  is  representing  is  to  the 
effect  that  they  should  ignore  the  annual  tax  of  $2  for 
re-registration  as  being  unconstitutional.  He  is  also  con- 
tinuing his  efforts  to  have  the  present  law  declared  uncon- 
stitutional as  a  whole,  but  just  what  he  hopes  to  gain  is 
not  clear,  when  it  is  recognised  that  a  new  law  will  be 
enacted  this  winter.  He  says,  however,  that  his  main 
purpose  is  to  make  the  present  law  so  unpopular  as  to 
force  the  passage  of  a  new  Act.

Developing  and  Fixing  Ferrotypes. 

The  following  solution  for  simultaneously  developing 
and  fixing  dry-plate  ferrotypes  is  given  by  Mr.  Haysede  in 
the  "British  Journal  of  Photography"  : 


Sodium  sulphite  cryst   1  oz. 

Sodium  hyposulphite    8  oz. 

Sodium  carbonate  cryst   2  dr. 

Pctassium  bromide                 ..  2  dr. 

Hydroquinone    5  dr. 

Water   24  oz. 

Ammonia  (28  per  cent.)   2  dr 


If  the  tintype  develops  too  light,  add  more  hypo;  if  too 
dark,  add  more  ammonia. 

Cold=weather  Developer. 

Mr.  Woodeson  Jackson, in  the  "Amateur  Photographer 
and  Photographic  News,"  recommends  the  following  de- 
veloper in  cases  where  the  minimum  exposure  has  been 
given.  The  modified  metol  developer  gives  a  clean  image 
with  most  rapid  plates  when  no  bromide  is  used,  and 
when  the  developing-solution  is  comparatively  warm — i  e 
at  about  70°  F. 


Distilled  water    60  parts 

Metol   1  part 

Sodium  sulphite  (cryst.)   4  parts 

Sodium  bisulphite   1  part 

Sodium  carbonate  (cryst.)        ...  5g  parts 


Add  and  dissolve  these  in  the  order  given.  The  distilled 
water  may  be  slightly  warmed  with  advantage.  This  solu- 
tion is  mixed  with  half  its  volume  of  water  before  develop- 
ment, so  that  the  actual  strength  in  metol  is  8  grains  to  the 
lj  oz.  The  time  of  development  at  70°  F.,  with  a  normally 
exposed  plate,  is  from  two  and  a  half  to  three  and  a  half 
minutes. 

Ilford  Versatile  Plates* 

Ilford,  Ltd.,  have  recently  introduced  a  new  series  of 
plates  under  the  name  of  "  Versatile,"  which  are  specially 
designed  for  the  use  of  amateur  photographers.  The  three 
varieties  are  :  (1)  Rapid,  a  fast  plate,  affording  extreme 
latitude  for  the  inexperienced  and  sufficient  speed  for  most 
outdoor  work  at  all  times  of  the  year ;  (2)  Most  Rapid,  the. 
fastest  plate  on  the  market,  adapted  for  outdoor  exposures 
on  objects  in  rapid  motion  and  indoor  and  poorly  lighted 
work  of  every  kind  ;  (3)  Ortho,  a  fast  colour-sensitive  plate 
for  use  with  or  without  a  screen.  The  H.  and  D.  speeds 
are  200,  400,  and  270  respectively.  An  interesting  feature 
in  connection  with  the  "Versatile"  plates  is  that  they 
are  only  to  be  supplied  direct  to  appointed  agents.  The 
idea  of  the  proprietors  in  instituting  special  agencies  is  to 
ensure  that  those  photographic  chemists  who  make  special 
efforts  to  introduce  and  popularise  a  particular  brand  of 
plates  shall  reap  the  reward.  The  plates,  which  are  sold 
at  the  usual  retail  prices,  are  advertised  to  the  public  in 
the  same  way  as  the  other  Ilford  products.  The  special 
agency  idea  has  caught  on  very  well,  but  as  there  are 
probably  some  towns  where  agents  have  not  yet  been 
appointed,  applications  from  unrepresented  districts 
should  be  made  without  delay.

On  pouring  a  little  on 
the  tongue  we  find  that  a  few  seconds  after  it  reaches  the  i 
palate  the  taste  recalls  the  appetising  flavour  of  a  good 
sardine;  this  quickly  disappears,  and  is  followed  by  a-, 
flavour  which  we  can  only  describe  as  that  of  fresh  butter. 
Messrs.  Wright,  Layman  &  TJmney  believe  that  this  dis- 
tinctive character  of' 1910  oil  is  due  to  the  livers  being  lean. 
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The  oil  agrees  with  the  approved  characters,  the  analytical 
factors  determined  in  their  laboratory  being  :  Sp.  gr.  U.927, 
saponification-number  187.9,  iodine-number  159.1  (after 
eighteen  hours'  contact),  unsaponifiable  matter  1.15  per 
cent.,  and  acidity  (calculated  ae  oleic  acid)  0.42  gram  per 
100  c.c.  Analytically,  therefore,  the  oil  is  first  class,  and  it 
should,  without  doubt,  please  customers,  for  it  is  pleasant 
to  take  and  beautiful  in  appearance.  Samples  and  quota- 
tions can  be  obtained  from  W.,  L.  &  IT.  on  application.

The  use  of  the  various  remedies  was  explained  to  Tashi 
Lama,  and  two  monks  of  the  medical  faculty  visited  the 
traveller's  camp  for  two  days  in  the  endeavour  to  write 
down  in  Tibetan  the  contents  of  the  chest  and  use  of  the 
medicines.

ficial    dentures     which  is 

original  in  composition  and  effective  in  use.  It  is  a  fine 
powder,  but  has  the  property  of  agglomerating  in  use,  so 
that  the  plate  is  thoroughly  cleaned.

and  pleasant  to  use.  The  Car-ma-me  liquid  dentifrice  also 
has  antiseptic  properties,  but  is  designed  for  those  who- 
have  no  special  trouble  with  their  teeth  or  gums,  and  desire 
to  avert  trouble.  We  have  selected  these  preparations  for 
comment  as  illustrative  of  the  whole  series,  all  being  as 
nicely  produced  and  as  reliable.  The  others  comprise  skin- 
cream  (Is.  and  2.s.),  a  greaseless  preparation  ;  skin  protector 
for  motorists  (Is.)  ;  perfume  (like  all  the  rest,  "  Honey  of 
Flowers  ") ;  soap  (box  of  three  tablets,  Is.)  ;  complexion  or 
face  powder  (an  excellent  shillingsworth)  :  brilliantme- 
solid.  Is.) ;  bath  salt  (new  style)  ;  nail-polishing  set  (three 
sticks,  three  emery-boards,  a  polish,  and  cloth,  the  whole 
complete,  Is.).  The  firm  are  protecting  the  retail  prices, 
so  that  retailers  will  get  33  per  cent,  on  them,  and  they 
solicit  the  co-operation  of  chemists.

Exports  and  Research. 


SPEAKING  at  a  meeting  of  his  company's  shareholders 
at  Birmingham,  on  March  8,  Sir  Thomas  Barclay- 
referred  to  the  uses  of  radium  and  its  production,  stating 
that  for  years  it  had  been  left  to  a  German  syndicate  to 
exploit  the  Cornish:  deposits  of  pitchblende ;  the  ore  ob- 
tained from  the  Terras  Mine,  Grampound  Road,  being- 
exported  to  Germany,  where  the  uranium  and  radium  are 
extracted,  the  valuable  radium  compounds  being  sent  back 
here  for  the  use  of  British  medical  practitioners.  A 
brighter  sid«  of  the  picture  is  furnished  by  the  information 
that  the  British  Radium  Corporation,  Ltd.,  has  secured 
valuable  deposits  of  pitchblende  at  the  Trenwith  Mine,  St. 
Ives,  and  is  now  working  this  up  in  an  excellently  equipped 
factory  at  Limehouse.  This,  continued  Sir  Thomas,  is 
only  a  type  of  what  is  going  on  in  other  directions,  for  in 
a  similar  way  are  the  products  of  the  coal-tar  industry  in 
this  country  exploited  by  Germany.  We  export  annually 
one  and  a  half  million  pounds'  worth  of  the  proximate  con- 
stituents of  coal-tar,  such  as  benzine,  toluene,  phenol,  naph- 
thaline, and  anthracine ;  these  substances  form  the  raw 
material  of  the  German  synthetic-chemical  industry,  and 
are  returned  to  us  at  highly  enhanced  values.  Among  the 
many  examples  of  pharmaceutical  products  prepared  from 
these  sources  are  phenazone  (antipyrine) ,  aeetanilide,  phe- 
nacetin,  saccharin,  salicylic  acid,  aspirin,  coumarin,  and 
salol.  In  addition,  a  large  proportion  of  these  coal-tar  dis- 
tillates are  consumed  in  the  manufacture  of  aniline  dyes 
and  other  dye-stuffs,  of  which  artificial  indigo  is  a  promi- 
nent example.  The  indigo  grown  in  India  was  formerly 
worth  about  four  million  pounds  annually,  but  the  artificial 
indigo  is  rapidly  displacing  it.  One  firm  alone  engaged  in 
the  production  of  artificial  indigo  in  its  gigantic  works  on 
the  Rhine  employs  over  6,000  hands,  and  has  about  150 
skilled  chemists,  many  of  whom  are  receiving  large  salaries. 
This  is  not  a  question  between  Tariff  Reform  and  Free 
Trade,  but  of  common-sense,  business  acumen,  and  patriot- 
ism. Unless  manufacturers  in  this  country  look  to  their 
laurels,  we  shall  find,  as  the  years  go  by,  that  our  occupation 
will  have  gone  ;  but  out  of  the  savings  effected  by  our  being- 
able  to  make  proper  use  of  the  crude  products  exported  to 
Germany  Britain  might  not  only  pay  subsidies  equal  in 
extent  to  those  given  by  the  State  to  the  German  Univer- 
sities, but  could  provide  additional  employment  for  vast 
numbers  of  our  people.  The  explanation  is,  no  doubt, 
mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  in  Germany  they  have  for  many 
years  bent  their  energies  to  promoting  high  technical  edu- 
cation. Sir  Thomas  quoted  comparative  figures  of  the 
amounts  spent  on  higher  education  in  Germany  and  Eng- 
land, with  reference  to  subsidies  paid  by  the  respective 
States  to  Universities,  he  explained  that  the  figures  for 
Germany  were  for  1903,  and  for  British  Universities  for 
1908.  The  subsidies  to  ten  British  Universities  average 
10.000Z.  each;  the  average  subsidy  to  twenty-one  German 
Universities  is  50,000Z.  A  grant  is  made  to  Berlin  Univer- 
sity which  is  actually  one  and  a  half  times  as  much  as  is 
paid  to  the  whole  of  the  British  Universities.  _  Another 
aspect  of  the  case  applies  specially  to  pharmacists.  _  In 
Germany,  where  so  many  experts  are  engaged  in  original 
research,  they  are  frequently  discovering  some  compound 
for  which,  when  it  has  been  subjected  to  experimental  tests 
by  medical  practitioners,  and  found  to  possess  remedial 
advantages  in  certain  diseases,  the  medical  experts  supply 
the  manufacturers  with  certificates,  thus  introducing  the 
remedies  to  the  medical  profession,  not  only  in  Germany, 
but  to  the  world.  When  this  is  done,  the  new  remedy  so 
certified  is  brought  by  the  manufacturers  to  the  notice  of 
the  profession  in  this  country.  The  British  manufacturer 
has  no  such  help,  as  the  General  Medical  Council  are  ex- 
tremely jealous,  and  rightly  so,  of  nostra  being  recom- 
mended by  any  duly  qualified  practitioner.  They  would 
not  for  a  moment  countenance  such  cases.  I  think,  con- 
cluded Sir  Thomas,  it.  might  be  possible  to  remedy  this 
difficulty  and  assist  British  manufacturers  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  body  of  specialists  whose  busines  it  would  be  to 
examine  and  report  on  any  new  remedy  in  the  interest  of 
the  public.  If  that  were  done  it  would  largely  stimulate 
-workers  engaged  in  original  research. 
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Trade  Report  and  Market  Review. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock 
the  goods.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  oils,  ana  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here 
quoted  are  obtained  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers  cannot,  therefore,  for  these 
and  other  reasons,  expect  to  purchase  at  these  prices.

fPHE  week  under  review,  so  far  as  drugs  and  chemicals 
■*-  are  concerned,  has  been  extremely  quiet,  with  few  im- 
portant changes.  Rubber  continues  the  principal  topic  in 
Mincing  Lane,  where  the  prices  paid  at  the  fortnightly 
auction  again  broke  all  previous  records.  Cloves  have 
been  a  rising  market,  and  this  week  alone  prices  have 
advanced  about  \d.  per  lb.,  while  the  oil  is  also  dearer. 
Ipecacuanha  is  also  a  feature,  much  higher  prices  having 
been  paid  privately,  and  the  stocks  are  extremely  small. 
There  is  talk  of  famine  rates  later  owing  to  attention  being 
devoted  to  rubber  cultivation  and  collection.

English  coriander  is  scarce  and  dear,  likewise  turmeric. 
Saffron,  as  anticipated,  is  now  much  dearer.  Menthol  is 
quite  neglected.  Turkey  opium  is  quiet,  Persian  being 
firm,  and  morphine  prices  vary  somewhat.  The  principal 
alterations  are  given  below  :

100  kilos.  The  low  quotations  are  attributed  to  large  stocks 
on  hand,  which  it  is  desired  to  clear. 

Calumba.— As  there  were  practicallv  no  arrivals  last  year, 
recourse  was  had  to  the  stocks  in  second  hands,  so  that  prices 
have  gradually  improved,  and  for  current  qualities  from 
m.60  to  m.65  per  100  kilos,  is  quoted. 

Carnauba  Wax.— Unaltered.  Demand  is  limited  to  strictly 
necessary  wants,  so  that  prices  are  barely  maintained.  Of  the 
last  arrivals  of  3,600  bags  in  Hamburg  some  small  lots  are 
being  offered,  the  greater  part  having  been  already  dispessd 


of  of  this  description.  Yellow  is  not  to  be  had  and  there  are 
no  arrivals  spoken  of.  Fatty  grey  is  quoted  at  m.174,  and 
current  grey  at  m.194  per  100  kilos,  duty  not  paid. 

Citric  Acid. — There  is  a  decidodly  firmer  tendency,  said 
to  be  due  to  the  increased  demand  on  the  part  of  consumers 
and  the  fact  that  blank  sales  have  taken  place  and  must  now 
be  covered.  Large  quantities  are,  however,  not  at  disposal 
either  from  makers  or  dealers,  and  m.290  per  100  kilos,  had  to 
be  paid  for  lead-free  qualities. 

Dextrin. — Business  in  all  descriptions  of  starch  products 
has  improved  and  there  is  a  general  inclination  to  believe  the 
depression  as  over.  Business  has  been  done  for  delivery  at 
an  average  price  of  from  m. 28.50  to  m.29  per  100  kilos.,  which 
is  also  the  spot  quotation  for  large  lots. 

Ergot. — Russian  has  declined,  especially  for  shipment,  this 
being  chiefly  due  to  the  lack  of  demand  from  America. 
Delivery  is  quoted  m.2.85  per  kilo.,  and  spot  (Hamburg)  at 
m.2.90. 

Glycerin. — Crude  descriptions  have  further  declined  by 
m.2.50,  and  as  the  demand  for  dynamite  glycerin  is  also  said 
to  have  abated,  the  time  should  not  be  far  distant  for  the 
Convention  to  announce  an  official  reduction  in  the  price  of 
c.p.  glycerin.  Second-hands  have  fallen  considerably,  the 
Convention  being  underbid  by  several  marks. 

Pyrogallic  Acid. — The  dissolution  of  the  Convention 
appears  to  have  brought  about  the  lowest  prices  possible,  so 
that  by  ordering  bottom  quantities  m.7.50  per  kilo,  would  be 
accepted. 

Rhatany. — In  spite  of  considerable  arrivals  prices  are  main- 
tained at  m.HO  to  m.115  for  sticks,  while  for  cu.-rent  natural 
m.95  and  m.115  per  100  kilos,  has  been  paid,  according  to 
quality. 

Tin  Oxide. — Sine©  the  dulness  felt  at  the  end  of  January, 
the  situation  has  somewhat  improved,  and  the  Convention 
has  established  a  basis  price  of  m.318  per  100  kilos.  The  tin- 
market  also  shows  a  steadier  tendency. 

Russian  Iodine  Factory. 

An  iodine  factory  is  being  erected  on  the  Bay  of  Olga,  North 
Manchuria,  near  Vladivostock,  by  two  German  chemists, 
Messrs.  Hertel  and  Cyrus.  The  bay  on  which  the  factory  is 
being  built  is  said  to  be  exceptionally  rich  in  seaweed.  The 
new  works,  says  the  "  Zeitschrifte  de  Allgem.  Osterr. 
Apotheker  Vereines,"  are  the  first  of  the  kind  in  East  Asia. 

Olive  Oil. 

A  Liverpool  firm  of  olive  oil  brokers,  in  a  circular  dated 
March  8,  state  that  a  prosecution  has  at  last  taken  place  over 
a  sale  of  olive  oil  adu'terated  with  arachide  (see  C.  <£•  D., 
February  26,  p.  316),  and  though  the  case  against  the  de- 
fendant was  dismissed,  as  it  was  proved  that  he  was  entirely 
innocent,   the  matter  is  to  be  carried  further  and  the 
real  culprits  proceeded  against.      In  regard  to  the  olive- 
oil  market,   the  firm  state  that  "  it  would  appear  that 
the  action  of  consumers,  dealers,  and  shippers  in  restrict- 
ing their  purchases  to  actual  requirements  is  at  last  having 
the  desired  effect  on  the  producing  countries,  and  is  causing 
holders  of  oil  in  the  interior  to  be  more  anxious  to  realise.  .  If 
this  policy  is  continued  for  some  time  longer  we  hope  that 
prices  will  decline  to  figures  which  will  give  buyers  and 
shippers  confidence  in  purchasing,  and  thus  afford  steady 
markets  to  work  in,  instead  of  the  uncertain  and  spasmodic 
ones  which  have-  been  experienced  so  far  this  year."  A 
correspondent    of    the    "  Daily    Telegraph,"    writing  in 
regard   to  the  Italian  olive  crop,   states  that  last  year 
was  on©  of  the   worst  known  in  the  olive-growing  dis- 
tricts of  Tuscany,  and  it  was  therefore  hoped  that  the 
present  season   would  show  an  abundant  crop ;   but  un- 
fortunately this  is  not  the  case.    In  December  last  there  were 
prospects  of  at  least  half  a  crop  in  the  Lucca  district  and 
Tuscany  generally.    Since  then,  however  (says  the  writer), 
adverse    climatic    conditions    have    wrought  considerable 
damage,  and  much  fruit  has  been  blown  off  the  trees,  with  the 
result  that  the  amount  of  oil  which  will  be  produced  will  fall 
far  short  of  the  original  estimates,  it  being  asserted  that 
Tuscany  cannot  provide  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  average 
quantity  as  compared  with  a  normal  season.    It  is  not  an- 
ticipated that  any  reduction  in  prices  will  take  place  for  new 
crop.    The  "  Telegraph  "  article  is  written  from  the  public 
point  of  view  and  the  remarks  apply  to  eating  oils  only. 

Hoffmann  Anniversary. — February  19  was  the  five- 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Frederick  Hoff- 
mann, the  inventor  of  Hoffmann's  drops  and  the  founder 
of  the  mechanical-dynamic  school  of  medicine.  Hoffmann 
was  born  in  1660  at  Halle,  studied  in  Jena  and  Erfurt, 
occupied  the  chair  of  medicine  in  Halle,  and  acted  for 
some  time  as  physician  to  Frederick  I.  In  his  nine-  and 
twelve-volume  works,  "  Medecina  Rationalis  Systematica  " 
and  "  Medecina  Consultatorla,"  he  established  the  prin- 
ciples of  his  scientific  system.

Essential  Oils  of  the  Pharmacopoeia. 

Sir, — We  have  read  with  considerable  interest  the  paper 
by  Messrs.  Hill  and  Umney  on  the  above  subject,  and  also 
the  various  letters  which  have  appeared  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist.  As  we  have  had  considerable  experience 
in  the  analysis  of  essential  oils,  we  should  like  to  draw 
attention  to  the  following  points  : 

01.  Anthem. — The  rotation  of  four  samples  from  authentic 
sources  ranged  from  +0.48°  to  +0.74°. 

01.  Cajuput. — In  perfectly  genuine  samples  a  rotation  of 
-2°  is  often  exceeded.  Of  twenty-one  samples  six  showed 
rotations  ranging  from  -2.26°  to  -2.84°. 

01.  Copaiba. — The  suggested  sp.  gr.  0.900  to  0.910  excludes 
many  genuine  oils;  the  lower  limit  should  be  0.896,  but  0.910 
may  be  exceeded  at,  times. 

01.  Eucah/pt. — The  suggested  standard  of  55  per  cent,  of 
cineol  (oucalyptolj  is  a  reasonable  one. 

01.  Junipcri. — As  the  optical  rotation  of  genuine  oils  from 
reputable  sources  frequently  exceeds  -12°  an  upper  limit  of 
-16°  would  be  more  reasonable.  The  minimum  limit  for 
sp.  gr.  should  be  0.865. 

01.  Limonis. — The  suggested  limits  for  optical  rotation  are 
somewhat  restrictive,  +56°  to  +66°  would  include  all  genuine 
oils. 

01.  San  tali. — As  has  already  been  pointed  out  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  perfectly  genuine  oils  may  have  rota- 
tions as  low  as  -13.32°.  Speaking  only  of  well-authenticated 
samples,  a  requirement  of  anything  more  than  90  per  cent,  of 
santalol  would  probably  prove  ineffective. 


Ol.  Terebinth.  Beet. — All  samples  of  turpentine,  even  when 
freshly  rectified,  leave  a  distinct  residue  on  distillation.  This 
is  a  function  of  exposure  to  a  high  temperature  during  dis- 
tillation, along  with  unavoidable  condensation  of  the  flask 
contents  at  the  termination  of  the  process. 

01.  Bctulee— The  sp.  gr.  given,  1.180  to  1.187,  is  somewhat 
low. 

01.  Fceniculi.—As  with  anise  oil  the  solidification  tempera- 
ture is  a  better  index  of  a  sufficient  anethol  content  than  the 
melting-point. 

The  saponification-process  recommended  is  singularly  ex- 
travagant in  alcohol,  and  in  most  cases  thirty  minutes' 
heating  is  sufficient.  It  is  advantageous  to  add  some  dis- 
tilled water  before  titrating,  as  thereby  a  sharper  end- 
point  is  obtained.  Yours  faithfully,

10c^.  per  gal.  ex  wharf 
London,  and  in  reply  to  your  inquiry  we  may  say  that  the 
olivo  oil  which  we  offer  you  is  composed  of  65  per  cent, 
guaranteed  pure  finest  quality  olive  oil  and  35  per  cent. 

finest  extra  Rufisquo  arachido  oil.    This  is  Dr.   's  test 

of  the  oil  in  question.  Of  course  it  is  impossible  to  pro- 
cure a  guaranteed  pure  olive  oil  of  fine  quality  at  the  price 
wo  mention,  but  no  doubt  you  will  see  your  way  to  pass  us 
your  esteemed  order,  the  quality  in  question  being  very 
fine." 

We  think  it  is  not  sufficiently  appreciated  by  some  importers 
that  olive  oil  for  pharmaceutical  and  medicinal  purposes 
must  be  B.P.  We  have  on  several  occasions  recently  had  the. 
opportunity  of  warning  our  readers  in  regard  to  the  risks  of 
purchasing  cheap  olive  oils,  and  this  correspondence  shows 
them  even  more  clearly  the  necessity  of  being  careful  what 
they  buy.— Editor  C.  <L-  D.]

Sir, — That  renowned  philosopher,  Job,  exclaims,  "  How- 
can  that  which  is  not  savoury  be  eaten  without  salt?" 
When  Cortes  landed  in  Peru  his  men  suffered  for  want 
of  this  article.  Observing  that  the  natives  were  accus- 
tomed to  burn  a  certain  plant  and  season  their  food  with 
the  ashes,  they  at  first  regarded  the  habit  as  a  heathenish 
practice  and  repugnant  to  Christian  civilisation,  but  they 
had  the  good  sense  to  overcome  their  prejudice  and 
adopted  the  heathenish  custom.  Dr.  Pereira,  in  his  valu- 
able work  on  "Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,"  cites 
an  instance  of  a  patient  who  had  an  unnatural  aversion  to 
salt — she  was  infested  with  worms.  However,  we  are  now 
informed  by  a  Dr.  Ackerley  that  "  salt  is  a  poison,"  and 
by  Mr.  Sandlands  that  salt  was  responsible  for  the  death 
of  one  in  a  family  whose  mother  urged  her  to  take  salt 
with  lier  food  (curious  logic,  truly  !).  Then  why  do 
animals  lick  rock  salt  ?  Probably  by  instinct,  their  food 
being  deficient  in  the  article.  In  America  there  is  a  place 
called  "  Big  Bone  Salt  Lick,"  which  animals  visit  in  great 
numbers.  Regarding  salt  as  chloride  of  sodium,  and  its 
presence  in  the  ocean,  in  the  salt-mines  of  Cheshire  and 
Cracow,  etc.,  we  must  admit  it  as  a  gift  of  Providence, 
not  only  as  a  preservative  of  food  (fish  especially),  but  as 
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an  antiseptic,  essential  for  the  health  and  well-being  of 
not  only  the  human  race,  but  for  the  animals  which  pro- 
vide them  with  wholesome  food  for  their  daily  susten- 
ance.

Chemists  and  Tariff  Keform. 

Sir, — Now  that  the  General  Election  is  over  and  it  is 
possible  to  discuss  a  quasi-political  question  without  in- 
curring the  suspicion  of  an  undue  party  bias,  it  might  be 
useful  to  know  the  experience  of  the  retail  tradesman  as 
to  the  effect  on  trade  of  a  tax  on  commodities.  Tariff 
Reform  will  undoubtedly  be  a  prominent  question  at  the 
next  election,  whenever  it  comes,  and  we  shall  do  well  in  our 
own  interest  (to  put  it  on  the  lowest  ground)  to  inquire 
how  it  would  affect  ourselves.  Professional  politicians, 
looking  at  the  matter  from  the  imperial  point  of  view, 
frequently  deal  with  it  in  such  general  terms,  and  handle 
huge  masses  of  figures  with  such  appalling  freedom,  that 
ordinary  people  have  a  difficulty  in  following  them,  and 
may  easily  be  misled  ;  but  possibly,  guiding  ourselves  by 
facts  under  our  own  immediate  observation,  we  may  come 
to  a  conclusion  as  sound  as  theirs.  There  are  two  questions, 
at  any  rate,  that  we  can  certainly  answer  for  ourselves  : 

1.  Do  we  find  that  the  imposition  or  increase  of  a  tax  on 
any  commodity  raises  the  price  of  it  to  the  trade  ? 

2.  If  it  does  so,  are  we  able  to  raise  the  price  correspond- 
ingly to  our  customers  without  checking  the  demand  for 
the  article? 

My  own  experience  compels  me  to  say  "Yes  "  to  the  first 
question,  and  "No"  to  the  second.  I  refer  particularly 
to  the  taxes  on  wheat  (now  taken  off  again)  and  sugar,  and 
to  the  increase  of  those  on  tobacco  and  spirit,  all  of  which 
hit  me  in  the  one  way  or  the  other,  or  in  both.  This  is, 
of  course,  only  one  side  of  the  Tariff  Reform  question, 
and  there  may  be  more  important  ones ;  but,  however  that 
may  be,  the  conclusion  seems  inevitable  that  a  tax  on  com- 
modities is  a  tax  on  trade  ;  and  certainly  an  increase  of  price 
means  usually  less  business.  Yours  truly,

The  Chemist  in  Fiction. 
Sir, — In  his  interesting  observations  on  this  subject 
"Xrayser  II."  does  not  attempt  to  account  for  the  bad 
treatment  that  chemists  have  received  in  literature,  yet 
it  would  be  interesting  to  seek  an  explanation.  May  it 
not  be  partly  due  to  an  instinctive  dislike  for  us  as  a 
class  whose  opportunity  for  profit  arises  largely  in  the 
folly  and  misfortune  of  others?  Mo  doubt  that  would  be 
a  somewhat  unfair  and  not  altogether  logical  reason,  but 
it  is  open  to  question  whether  logic  and  f  airness  are  con- 
spicuous attributes  of  average  humanity.  It  may  also 
be  pointed  out  that  the  same  reason  should  apply  to  the 
medical  profession,  who  have  generally  received  much 
more  respectful  and  sympathetic  treatment  in  literature. 
Perhaps  "Xrayser  II."  will  devote  a  little  space  some 
time  to  recalling  some  of  the  more  noteworthy  doctors  in 
fiction.  English  literature  alone  furnishes  an  extensive 
and  varied  list,  stretching  from  Chaucer's  "  Doctour  of 
Phisyk,"  whose  "  studie  was  but  litel  on  the  bible," 
down  to  the  very  modern  young  "  sanitist  "  in  Mr.  Gals- 
worthy's "Fraternity."  Of  Chaucer's  doctour  it  is 
written  : 

Ful  redy  hadde  he  his  apothecaries. 
To  sende  him  drogges  and  his  letuaries. 
For  ech  of  hem  made  other  for  to  winne  ; 
Hir  frendschipe  was  nat  news  to  beginne. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion Mr.  Wyatt  referred  to  the  manners  of  the  chemist 
as  "  Chesterfieldian. "  There  is  at  least  one  literary 
gentleman  of  considerable,  if  temporary,  popularity  who 
does  not  share  that  view.  I  refer  to  Mr.  Pinero,  in  whose 
play,  "His  House  in  Order,"  one  of  the  characters  con- 
temptuously describes  a  doctor  as  not  possessing  "even 
the  manners  of  a  chemist."  This  might  suggest  a  second 
explanation  of  our  literary  ill-treatment — snobbishness.

I  am  thinking  of  putting  down  a  small  mineral- 
water  plant  for  filling  my  own  syphons,  etc.  Perhaps  some  of 
your  readers  who  have  started  in  this  department  would 
volunteer  some  information  as  to  the  best  way  to  proceed.—

Annatto  Extract. 
W.  A.  (91/19),  writing  in  regard  to  our  reply  regarding 
annatto  extract  (C.  &  D.,  February  26,  p.  344),  states  that 
the  variation  in  the  samples  referred  to  is  probably  caused 
by  the  use  of  different  specimens  of  annatto-seeds.  Some 
kinds  of  seeds  yield  an  extract  which  gives  the  red  froth 
indicative  of  a  superior  product,  but  only  a  small  proportion 
of  seeds  which  come  on  the  market  will  be  found  to  reach 
this  requirement.  It  is  stated  that  one  manufacturer,  whose 
product  is  justly  famed  for  quality,  especially  grows  the 
proper  variety  of  seeds.  The  approximate  tinctorial  value 
of  the  seeds  is  quickly  tested  by  extracting  with  alcoholic 
soda,  precipitating  with  hydrochloric  acid,  drying  and 
weighing.  Very  large  quantities  of  annatto  extract  are  used 
in  colouring  fish  to  make  it  more  nearly  resemble  popular 
ideals.  One  pint  of  the  extract  is  mixed  with  a  pail  of  water, 
and  the  fish  are  dipped  in  the  soluiion  before  placing  in 
pickle.  Fishmongers  test  the  extract  by  pouring  a  quantitj 
of  the  liquid  down  a  sheet  of  white  blotting-paper.  A  good 
extract  spreads  evenly  and  dries  with  a  beautiful  orange 
colour  at  the  edges.  The  same  method  could  be  applied  to 
testing  the  alkaline  alcoholic  extracts  referred  to  above,  colour 
rather  than  amount  of  colouring-matter  being  the  de- 
sideratum. 

What  is  a  Fair  Price  for  this? 

Having  been  asked  to  dispense  the  following  prescription,, 
we  named  what  we  considered  a  reasonable  price.  The 
patient,  although  expressing  a  willingness  to  pay  a  "  reason- 
able price,"  would  not  agree  to  any  figure  which  by  the 
wildest  stretch  of  imagination  could  be  considered  reason- 
able, in  view  of  the  quantity  of  material  and  the  time  in- 
volved and  the  necessity  of  meeting  one's  obligations  out  of 
a  business  unsupported  by  the  heterogeneous  departments 
of  the  modern  store.  He  had  previously  paid  5s.  at  one  of 
the  leading  stores,  and  produced  proof  of  having  done  so; 
it  would  therefore  be  interesting  to  know  whether,  in  face  of 
this  fact,  any  remunerative  price  could  be  named  which 
should  appear  reasonable  or  just  to  the  patient  1— Wilcox.

Monmouth  (99/31). — '•'All-Round  Herbal  Salvo"  is  not  a 
dutiable  description  of  a  medicine. 

G.  C.  (94/53).— As  to  the  liability  of  soaps  under  the  Medi- 
cine-stamp Acts,  see  C.  ct  D.  Diary,  p.  236,  "  Soap." 

P.  E.  (99/6). — So  long  as  the  word  "dental  "  is  used  with- 
out reference,  direct  or  indirect,  to  the  qualifications  of  an 
individual,  it  is  legal  for  a  person  not  registered  under  the 
Dentists  Act  to  use  it. 

Rus  (99/10). — It  is  illegal  for  a  trader  to  adjust  his  counter- 
scales  by  attaching  a  piece  of  metal  to  any  part  of  them.  The 
adjustment  should  be  done  and  a  certificate  given  by  the  local 
inspector  of  weights  and  measures. 

Scot  (93/60). — All  the  information  in -regard  to  poisons  and 
bottles  for  containing  them  is  given  in  the  C.  ds  D.  Diary. 
Camphorated  oil  is  not  a  scheduled  poison,  and  no  attempt 
has  been  made  by  the  Privy  Council  to  compel  the  use  of 
poison-bottles  for  it. 

Pushful  (101/7)  asks:  "Does  the  fact  that  I  give  to  a 
certain  number  of  purchasers  (say  one  in  fifty  or  to  fifty 
holding  certain  numbers  obtained  with  their  purchases)  the 
amount  of  money  spent,  and  advertise  the  fact,  come  within 
the  scope  of  the  Lotteries  Act?  " — [Yes,  it  is  illegal.] 

Credit  (94/56). — In  suing  for  the  recovery  of  debt  in  Eng- 
land the  County  Court  of  the  district  in  which  the  debtor 
resides  or  carries  on  business  is  the  court  in  which  the  pro- 
ceedings should  be  commenced,  except  where  the  leave  of  the 
Judge  or  Registrar  to  issue  process  from  the  court  in  the 
creditor's  district  can  be  obtained. 

A.  H.  H.  (99/21).— Your  label  makes  the  mixture  liable  to 
duty,  owing  to  the  statement  upon  it  that  "  it  will  be  found 
particularly  useful  as  a  tonic  both  to  the  stomach  and  liver." 
That  indicates  the  action  of  the  mixture  on  the  organs.  If  the 
mixture  is  nothing  else  than  a  solution  of  pepsin,  it  will  come 
within  the  "  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies " 
exemption,  seeing  that  this  statement  is  on  the  label. 

H.  G.  (98/20). — It  is  illegal  to  offer  or  expose  for  sale  or 
sell  any  grain,  seed,  or  meal  which  has  been  so  steeped  or 
dipped  in  poison  as  to  be  calculated  to  destroy  life.  The  Act 
does  not  specifically  prohibit  chemists  poisoning  grain  for 
customers,  but  we  consider  that  it  would  be  wrong  of  you  to 
assist  customers  in  breaking  the  law,  laying  down  of  such 
poisoned  grain  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  birds  being 
illegal. 

Z.  A.  L.  (86/33).- -The  use  of  fictitious  names  and  addresses 
in  the  description  of  medicines,  as,  for  example,  saying  that 
they  are  prepared  from  the  recipe  of  a  supposed  doctor  in 
New  York,  who  does  not  exist,  is  covered  by  the  Merchan- 
dise Marks  Act.  Liability  depends  upon  the  manner  in  which 
the  description  is  used.  See  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  462,  para- 
graphs A  and  B.  You  will  find  all  about  registration  of  labels 
on  p.  240. 

Burford  (99/41). — An  agreement  made  with  an  individual 
whose  business  is  subsequently  converted  into  a  limited 
company  is  not  binding  upon  the  person  who  has  made 
the  agreement  with  him.  but  if  that  person  continues 
with  the  company  in  the  same  capacity  as  with  the  individual; 
he  cannot  claim  terms  differing  from  those  in  the  agreement. 
For  example,  he  would  find  it  difficult  to  prove  that  he  is 
entitled  to  a  month's  notice,  the  agreement  having  specified  a 
week  only.  In  cases  of  this  kind  fresh  agreements  should  bo 
made. 

E.  Raynor  (93/71).— (1)  Herbalists  or  anybody  else  not  on 
the  Medical  Register  who  keep  an  open  consulting-room  in 
any  part  of  England  and  Wales,  and  there  diagnose  disease 
and  supply  medicine  for  treating  the  same  are  liable  to 
the  penalties  provided  in  the  Apothecaries  Act  (see  C.  &  D. 
Diary,  p.  260).  An  Act  of  Henry  VIII.  permits  treatment 
of  wounds  and  the  like  by  means  of  poulticos,  plasters,  and 
similar  applications,  and  has  been  successfully  pleaded  by 
defendants  in  actions  under  the  Apothecaries  Act.  (2)  All 
that  you  have  to  do  to  secure  prosecution  of  such  persons  for 
selling  cough-mixtures  unstamped  is  to  inform  the  nearest 
Excise  officer. 

Subscriber  (88/26)  built  a  boarding-house  and  entered  on 
December  25.  1908.  He  received  demand  for  house-duty  on 
October  2.  1909,  at  the  rate  of  9(7.  as  for  rental  of  607.  He 
appealed  to  the  surveyor  of  taxes  to  have  the  rating  made  at 
od.  as  a  boarding-house,  instead  of  9<7.  for  a  private  house. 
The  reply  was  that  he  must  apply  to  the  local  Clerk  to  Com- 
missioners to  be  put  on  the  list  of  lodging-house  keepers,  and 
that  he  was  too  late  in  applying  for  years  1909  and  1910. 
["Subscriber"  would  be  well  advised  to  apply  direct  to 
Somerset  House  for  the  return  of  the  house-duty  overpaid,  as 
he  suggests;  but  it  is,  in  our  experience,  a  long  process.  If 


"  Subscriber"  is  unsuccessful  in  his  application  for  a  return, 
he  should  make  an  application  for  a  reduction  of  the  assess- 
ment at  once.] 

Nemo  (101/21)  is  one  of  several  correspondents  who  write 
this  week  asking  if  they  are  allowed  to  sell  a  chest  liniment 
labelled  as  follows:  "The  Liniment  (Bow).  Poison  "  with- 
out infringing  any  proprietary  right?  They  have  been 
threatened  with  legal  proceedings  unless  they  discontinue 
the  practice  and  give  up  all  labels  for  cancellation.  [This 
is  another  instance  of  the  desirability  of  reading  the  C.  &  D. 
and  keeping  important  facts  in  mind.  The  following  para- 
graph is  from  our  issuo  of  February  5,  p.  207  : 

The  proprietors  of  Dr.  Bow's  Liniment  are  taking  steps 
to  prevent  the  sale  of  imitations  of  the  preparation  under 
the  name  of  "  Bow's  Liniment  "  or  "  Liniment  prepared 
according  to  the  formula  of  Dr.  Bow."    The  title  "  Dr. 
Bow's  Liniment  "  is  now  a  registered  trade-mark. 
The  same  applies  to  "The  Liniment  (Bow),"  supplied  when 
Bow's  liniment  is  asked  for.    The  preparation  is,  and  always 
has  been,  a  proprietary  article,  and  the  name  was  registered 
as  a  trade-mark  some  time  ago.    Imitations  have  been  so  com- 
monly sold  for  forty  years  that  many  in  the  trade  have  grown 
up  in  the  belief  that  it  is  in  the  category  of  "Gregory's 
Powder."  If  such  proceedings  as  are  now  being  taken  had 
been  instituted  earlier,  such  unconsciously  offending  persona 
would  not  be  "  caught.'']

C.  H.  (82/53).— (1)  Wiley's  "Principles  and  Practice  of 
Agricultural  Analysis,"  2  vols.  (Williams  &  Norgate),  goes 
very  fully  into  all  questions  of  soil  and  fertiliser  analyses. 
(2)  The  question  of  books  dealing  with  "  the  diseases  and 
pests  of  tropical  plants  "  is  somewhat  vague  ;  if.  for  instance, 
it  is  information  about  the  sugar-cane,  we  could  name  books 
where  these  matters  are.  dealt  with.  (3)  "  The  Journal  of  the 
Board  of  Agriculture,"  published  monthly,  would  probably 
suit  you,  and  your  newsagent  would  obtain  for  you  specimen 
copies  of  all  the  gardening  papers,  so  that  you  can  judge  if 
any  would  be  of  service  to  you. 

G.  S.  H.  (Ontario)  (82/20).— Manufacturer  of  Betaine. — 
Betaine  is  a  by-product  in  the  manufacture  of  sugar  from 
beet.  The  latest  process  for  its  preparation  of  which  we  can 
find  mention  is  that  proposed  by  Andrlik  in  "  Zeits.  Zuckerind. 
in  Bohmen,"  1904,  the  gist  being  as  follows:  Molasses  lye  at 
70.4°  Balling  from  the  strontium  desaceharification  process 
is  used.  The  lye  is  gently  boiled  until  the  temperature  rises 
to  144°  C..  when  syrupy  phosphoric  acid  is  added  in  quantity 
sufficient  to  form  potassium  dihydrogen  phosphate  with  the 
potash  present.  After  cooling,  the  filtrate  is  concentrated 
until  is  boils  at  152°  to  153°  C,  cooled  to  80°  C.,  and  96-per- 
cent, alcohol  added.  The  mixture  separates  into  a  syrupy 
portion  containing  the  amino-acids  and  an  alcoholic  solution 
rich  in  betaine.  On  adding  syrupy  phosphoric  acid  to  the 
warm  alcoholic  solution,  betaine  phosphate  separates  in  dis- 
tinct, crystals.  When  cold  the  precipitate  is  washed  with 
alcohol,  decomposed  with  milk  of  lime,  and  the  remaining 
lime  removed  with  carbon  dioxide.  The  filtrate  is  concen- 
trated on  the  water-bath,  and  the  betaine  obtained  recrystal- 
lised  from  alcohol.  The  yield  of  betaine  is  about  12  per  cent, 
on  the  dry  solids  of  the  molasses  lye. 

./.  H.  W.  (Natal)  (174/20).— (1)  Purifying  Spirit— The 
spirit  can  doubtless  be  improved  by  filtration  several  times 
through  granular  wood  charcoal.  Any  other  process,  such 
as  treatment  with  calcium  hydrate  followed  by  neutralisa- 
tion with  tartaric  acid,  would  call  for  rectification 
in  the  final  stages,  which,  we  gather,  you  are  not 
prepared  to  undertake.  (2)  Hair-dye.— This  may  be  a  pro- 
duct of  the  pericarp  of  Anacardium  occidentale,  with  which 
you  might  experiment.  As  a  starting-point,  read  the  para- 
gi'aph  on  the  subject  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas." 

/.  0.  (53/33). — Ant  Pest  in  House. — The  problem  you  have 
to  attack  presents  many  difficulties.  Carbon  bisulphide  is 
probably  the  best  remedy,  but  its  use  is  precluded  in  the 
house,  owing  to  the  danger  of  explosion.  Potassium  cyanide 
also  has  disadvantages.  We  think  the  next  best  plan  is  to 
use,  copiously,  a  carbolic  emulsion,  formulae  for  which  are 
given  in  this  year's  Diary,  p.  219.  This  can  be  injected  into 
any  cracks  in  the  stone-work  and  cement  by  means  of  a 
syringe.  A  perusal  of  the  article  on  agri-horticultural  pests 
in  the  Diary  may  suggest  other  remedies. 

Veteran  (74/70). — Veterinary  Liniment. — As  a  basis  for  this 
we  suggest  that  you  prepare  a  tincture  from  capsicums  and 
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camphor  in  the  proportion  of  5  oz.  of  each  to  the  pint.  In 
•adjusting  the  dose  for  internal  use,  you  should  bear  in  mind 
that  the  maximum  dose  of  capsicum  for  horses  and  cattle  is 
20  grains  and  30  grains  respectively. 

J.  H.  M.  (Cape  Colony)  (89/28). — Lung-tonic. — The  formula 


you  require  is  as  follows:

For  use,  mix  equal  parts  of  No.  1  and  No.  2,  and  add  an 
equal  amount  of  water. 

Polish  (41/34). — Furniture-polish. — The  quantity  of  ben- 
zoin in  the  furniture-polish  is  more  than  can  be  kept  in  sus- 
pension in  the  medium,  which  you  will  observe  is  compara- 
tively weak  in  spirit  when  finished.  We  suggest  that  you 
try  the  effect  of  using  half  the  quantity  of  benzoin  to  that 
ordered  in  your  recipe.  Similar  formulae  generally  specify 
tincture  of  benzoin.  The  addition  of  suspending  ingredients 
does  not  appear  to  offer  much  encouragement. 

B.  &  Co.  (69/28).— Salicylic  acid  is  not  used  for  preserving 
fresh  fruit.  Formalin  and  chloroform  have  been  proposed. 
Perhaps  you  have  in  mind  the  process  of  bottling  fruit  which 
was  rather  fully  described  in  the  C.  &  D.,  July  11,  1908,  p.  75, 
but  in  this  method  no  preservative  is  required. 

W.  P.  K.  (46/13). — An  examination  of  the  small  sample  of 
ointment  you  send  has  not  yielded  us  any  useful  results. 

J.  W.   T.   (70/55).— Shampoo-powder  according  to  your

Bird  Lime  (Nairobi)  (29/59).— Artificial  Bird-lime.— The 
recipe  given  in  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  is  correct,  but 
the  linseed  oil  requires  heating  until  the  proper  consistence 
is  obtained.  Some  authorities  recommend  firing  the  oil  as 
carried  out  in  the  manufacture  of  printing-ink.  Other 
formulae  .are  as  follows :

T.  D.  (82/44). — Mirror  Making.— The  old  mercury  process 
of  "  silvering  "  mirrors  consisted  in  coating  one  side  of  a 
polished  sheet  of  glass  with  an  amalgam  of  tin  and  mercury. 
The  plate  of  glass  is  first  cleansed  from  all  grease  and  dirt 
with  putty  powder  and  wood  ashes.  The  table  is  then  covered 
with  a  sheet  of  tin-foil,  perfect  contact  being  ensured  by 
careful  smoothing  out  of  the  wrinkles  and  creases  by  means 
of  a  cloth-dabber.  On  this  is  poured  mercury,  so  that  all 
parts  of  the  tin  are  equally  covered,  and  then  the  plate  of 
glass  is  gently  pushed  on  the  surface,  commencing  at  one 
edge.  The  glass  remains  in  position  for  twenty-four  hours, 
and  is  then  removed,  placed  in  an  inclined  position  to  drain 
off  the  mercury,  and  finally  varnished.  This  process  has 
now.  fortunately  been  replaced  by  the  simpler  method,  also 


less  injurious  to  the  workmen,  of  depositing  films  of  silver. 
An  explanation  of  the  modern  method  was  last  given  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  January  11,  1908,  p.  69. 

C  W.  L.  (80/58).— Drink-cures.— The  composition  of  adver- 
tised cures  for  inebriety  is  generally  of  such  a  trivial  nature- 
as  to  lead  to  the  suspicion  that  the  "cures"  are  only 
imaginary.  We  have  examined  several  drink-cures  of  late- 
years  and  found  the  powder  forms  to  consist  of  sodium  bi- 
carbonate (slightly  disguised),  small  doses  of  potassium 
bromide  mixed  with  sugar  of  milk  or  Rochelle  salt  or  smalL 
doses  of  powdered  ipecacuanha.  The  last-named  is  calcu- 
lated to  bring  on  "  disgust  for  drink  "  if  persisted  in  for  some 
time.  Other  forms  of  drink-cures  are  liquids  containing 
extract  of  cinchona,  or  one  of  the  solanaceous  alkaloids. 

Sigma  (80/71).— Liquid  Soap.— If  you  proceed  on  the  lines 
of  the  formula  given  in  the  C.  cf;  D.,  Julv  3,  1909,  p.  36,  you  will 
get  a  pi-oduct  similar  to  that  you  send.  Other  recipes  were 
given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  September  7,  1907,  p.  411,  and  Septem- 
ber 21,  1907,  p.  479. 

H.  (33/6).— The  Treatment  of  Psoriasis  varies  ac- 
cording to  the  individual,  and  there  is  no  universal  specific 
fP/  lt-1  Treatment  is  directed  to  eliminate  any  conditions  of 
life  which  are  not  strictly  hygienic,  revising  the  diet,  and 
administering  arsenic  in  full  doses.  Topical  applications  con- 
taining a  trace  of  menthol  and  liq.  carbonis  detergens  are 
useful  to  allay  the  itching. 

C.  E.  H.  (83/38).— Poisonous  Palm-tree.— The  term  "  palm 
tree  "  has  such  a  wide  application  that,  unless  we  have- 
further  details  to  identify  the  species,  no  information  con- 
cerning the  nature  of  poison  the  leaves  contain  can  be.  given. 
Possibly  prussic-acid  yielding  glucosides  were  contained  111 
the  leaves  which  killed  the  two  cattle.  , "\ 

W.  A.  Lanes  (90/3). — The  best  way  to  incorporafl  Sugar  or 
Lead  with  Vaseline  is  to  reduce  the  acetate  to  fine  powder, 
levigating  it  with  a  little  of  the  vaseline,  then  [add  to  the 
bulk  of  the  vaseline  and  mix  well.    Heat  should  riot  be  used. 

Optimist  (91/18). — Address  some  Freemason  friend.  ' 

/.  T.  B.  (86/62). — (1)  Hardened  Skin  of  the  Sole  of  the 
Feet. — The  treatment  for  this  was  outlined  in  the  G.  &  D., 
November  7,  1908,  p.  737,  to  which  please  refer.  (2)  Table 
Jelly. — The  proportion  of  gelatin  or  isinglass  to  be  used  in 
making  table  jellies  is  lg  to  a  pint  of  water;  soak  over- 
night and  dissolve  by  heat  in  the  morning,  adding  2  oz.  of 
sugar,  and  flavour,  finally  passing  through  a  jelly-bag.  The 
flavours  are  generally  derived  from  various  fruits,  such  as 
oranges  and  lemons,  and  your  pharmaceutical  knowledge 
will  tell  you  how  best  to  supply  these  so  that  the  clearness  of 
the  jelly  is  not  interfered  with.  If  it  is  jelly-squares  you  wish 
to  make,  we  must  refer  you  to  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas," 
where  the  matter  is  fully  explained. 

Lac  (86/54). — Colouring  Milk. — A  teaspoonful  of  liquid 
annatto  to  a  churn  of  milk  is  generally  employed  for  impart- 
ing an  appearance  of  richness  to  milk.  Burnt  sugar  is  also 
employed.  The  practice  is  not  approved  of  by  the  authori- 
ties, but  the  addition  of  colouring-matter  to  milk  has  not  been 
declared  to  be  illegal.
